American farmers will not need outside help to 
feed themselves, and it is time for city consumers in

The time has come when by public opinion or by 
I local law, state and municipal, but most important of 
H all by the example of men of affairs who arc the leaders 

aW,,'- Mu, ib their communities, every able-bodied man must be 
^ jwrsuadcd to cense doing things that women can do 
hs ”*■ things tlirtt arc* unnecessary from the stand- 
point of war and needful business activities. In a 
time like this no man has a moral right, whatever his fortune may be, 
to employ another man to render any sen'icc of mere comfort or 0 (»nvon- 
icnce when the finest young men of the United States are in France dig- 
ging ditches, sawing timber, laying rails and playing with death, and 
when tlie finest young women of the United States are scrubbing floors 
in hospitals, and it is a sin that almost approaches the unpardonable 
ofTense against civilization for any man or woman in the United Stales 
to engage in a wa.>steful or unnecessary service. 

Xor can we afford to hope for the starvation of the central powers, 
Wliile the Oermnn conquest of Russia and the Balkan states has inter- 
rupted agriculture, which will not recover its normal act^^ity this year, 
it cannot be doubted that the central powers will gain from thc.se con- 
quered lands enough food to sustain them another year, and unless there 
is counter-revolution beyond any present prospect the supplement of food 
from thoRC countries will increase from time to time. Unless Germany 
has lost her genius for agricultural efficiency her experts are right behind 
her armies in the conquered territory furnishing exjwrt information and 
stimulation and holding out to ihe impoverished peasants promises of 
high prices and prosperity beyond anything they ever experienced. 

Responding to the appeals of the government and accepting the advice 
of the department and the land-grant colleges as to the crops needed, and 
giving the least c^^ncern to the crops that seemed to the individual farmer 
to promise the greatest profit, the farmers of the Uhited States have 
put under the plow this year more land than was under the plow last 
year, and if the weather continues favorable but one thing can prevent 
the continuance of food sufficiencj'. That one thing is farm labor. 

The farmers have planted the crops. God has sent the sunshine and 
the rain to make them grow. The fanners alone cannot harvest the crops. 
We ni\ist have the crops. What are 'we going to do about it? 

We have got to strip for war as England, France, Italy and. Belgium 
have stripped. We cannot win the war and maintain peace-time habits 
and conveniences. We cannot win it by depending upon the men, women 
and children .who are now on the farms and 'who are working from day- 
light to black dark. 

lisst year in many agricultural regions where ordinary farm labor 
was not available- on call the people of the towns and cities closed their 
stores and shops and offices for a day at a time or for such a time as was 
necessary and saved the crops. By concert this can be done anywhere 
without material loss to any business or an^ industry.

Public Is Invited to Aid Gimpaign to Find 
Needed Nurses for War Work

The graduate nurses of America are coining to the aid of army and 
navy,- in response to the call of Surgeons General Gorgas and Braisted. 
Twenty-five a day are enrolling in Chicago alone, and proportionate num- 
bers in other centers. In addition, letters are pouring in from all points 
I asking how to proceed. 

j The nurses themselves will enlist. Getting them is the easiest part 
of the campaign. 

Another problem is to get young women to enter training schools 
to prepare themselves to fill the places left vacant by nurses going into 
service. It is proposed to open training schools for nurses at various 
army camps where the students will have ample exi>erience. loiter they 
will lie sent to civil hospitals for graduation. 

The greatest task of all is to make the public understand that its 
part in tbe nurses’ campaign is very important. The public must supply 
these st\i(lent nurses— they are the sisters and daughters of the people, 
^'he public must also learn to get along with less nursing, to let just as 
many nurses as possible go into service or into the hospitals where they 
are vitally necessary. 

Army and navy, government officers and the heads of nursing bureaus 
all are calling on the people to back up the Red Cross and help to enroll 
the'25,000 nurses whicli must be had this year for our figliting men; and 
to build up a reserve for the other thousands that must be had for the 
years of war which may yet face us.

WashltiKton. — The war labor poli- 
cies hoard lins made no rnllnjrs. It Is 
announced, maklna It Inmossihic to 
chnnRe rates of wapos or worklnp 
conditions In Industr.v durlnp the 
standardization of such pay and con- 
ditions for war work. The hoard docs 
n«)t sock to place restrictions on^lnhor, 
hut Is strlvlnp to better conditions 
that will make for satisfaction and 
greater cfllclency. 

Ennncintinp Its principles tho war 
labor policies honr*l Is committed to 
the right of workers to orpanlze Into 
trade unions and to hnrpnln collec- 
tively with their emplt)yers; continu- 
ant?® of existing union standards with' 
the right of the workers to obtain bet- 
ter conditions, wages and hours under 
derisions of the national war labor 
board ; equal pay for equal work, 
whether performed by men or by wom- 
en ; recognition of the basic eight-hour 
day where a law requires It but settle- 
ment of all questions of hours of work 
with due reganl to government neces- 
sities and the welfare of the workers; 
mnlnteiiunce of the maximum of pro- 
duction ; due regard for labor stand- 
ards, wages and other conditions in 
particular localities; the right of nil 
workers to a living wage. Insuring 
health and reasonable comforts. 

Felix Frankfurter, chairman of the 
war labor policies board, makes this 
further ex|itanntlon of the resolution 
of the hoard setting forth -Its princi- 
ples: "Inasmuch as wage stability was 
recognized ns the essential need by 
labor and by the government the pur- 
pf>se of the resolution was to prevent 
changes In the standards which had 
been created either through nn adjust- 
ment hoard such ns the labor wage nil- 
Justmont hoard of the emergency fleet 
corporation, or the arsenal and navy 
yard standards, or the standards which 
govern the cantonment adjustment 
hoard, but under no circumstances was 
It Intended to prevent the lifting of 
wage scales In specific Instances up to 
the stundurde.” 

There were no aerial bombing or- 
ganizations In the allied flying corps 
during the first year of tho war. Prac- 
tically all the work In the air was In 
the nature of ohservntinn. No pilots 
could be spared for anything else. To- 
day probably 2.'i per cent of the aerial 
anns are bombing squadrons of 12 
machines per squadron.

Since then evolution In organ- 
ized homhing developed raiiidly and 
the French began night bombing, hut 
this was not nndert:iken hy the Ger- 
mans until August, lOin.

Including several sqtuulrons of hoinh- 
Ing machines, go over the lines from 
time to time and completely destroy 
their objective, he It n oily or n eniiip, 
a <H»lumn of troops or n trench system. 
Unfortunately the allies' nir forces 
have to travel for many miles over 
hostile territory defemlcd hy anti- 
aircraft guns to attack Genua nellies, 
while the enemy can alta«'k French 
cities hy flying only a short^distance 
beyond the allied lines. 

The allies are develojjlng large 
homhing planes which carry sufliclent 
fuel for long excursions and armament 
to protect th«*m when they are at- 
tncke<l by fighting airplanes. Bomhing 
squadrons are escorted usually over 
the lines hy fast fighting squadrons 
of 18 ph-iies to a squadron, and then 
left to their own devices, for the fight- 
ers seldom carry suflicient fuel to per- 
mit them to accompany the bombers 
on the round trip. 

The dropping of the bomb Is simi- 
lar to sh<M)ting a rifle. First you set 
your sights and wind gauge, you hold 
the rifle properly, and fliiully you pull 
the trigger at the proper iiiomeiit. If 
your ammunition Is stuiidard your 
sights corn*ct. you hit the target. So 
with homhing. If you set your sights 
correctly, fly your plane correctly over 
the objective and drop the hoiiih at the 
projier lluie you will hit the target. If 
the amipunllloii manufacturers gave 
you g(H)d bomba the objective will be 
destroyed. 

Tbe United States will l>e short of 
potash next year. Kstimutea for 1U18 
show an uvuiluhle supi)ly of about 
fklU.fiOO tons of potash saljs, or only 
about half of the normal imports be- 
fore the war. Commercial fertilizer 
concerns must bear tbe bruut of the 
shortage. 

The army needs strew, says the bu- 
reau of markets, department of agri- 
culture. Farmers are urged to bale 
the straw Imiuediately after thrasb- 
lug. and the bureau of markets will 
kelp to market U If aaked. 


The ni*®!! of platinum In war Indus- 
I tries and In the sciences ta explained 

Dr. Charles L. Farsons. chief chem- 
ist. htirenu of mines, department of the 
Interior, in an argument for discontinu- 
ance of the use of platinum In Jewelry. 

"The war cannot be won without 
platinum," says l>octor Tarsons, "and 
It la equally essential In times of penco 
If our country Is to excel Germany Iq 
the development of chemical science 
and lndu8tr.T. With the aid of plati- 
num from one ordinary wedding ring 
about 100 pounds of nitric acid can he 
made every 24 hours. This 100 pounds 
of nitric ncld converted Into high ex- 
plosives will send a number of three- 
Inch shells against the Germnns and 
help to bring the boys hack home. 

"I’lntlnnm rings, pins, cigarette 
cases, and mesh hags are not factors 
In winning thlSj.wnr— explostvea are. 1 
wontlcr If the purchasers and wearers 
of platinum jewelry know that explo- 
sives ennnot he mnnufaclhrcd without 
the use of sulphnrlc and nitric acids; 
that the manufacture of these acids re- 
quires 0)P use of su|)|)lios of platinum ; 
that nlrpInucR must have platinum for 
important Instruments they need; that 
|)lntlnutn Is absolutely ueeessary In the 
mniinfacturo of spts'lal i)yronieters ; 
that iiyroinoters are neeessiiry In *11 
steel treatments; and that no RMns can 
be made without the use of pyrometers. 

“There Is a shortngo In the supply of 
platinum. Kussla has a corner on the 
world’s supi)Iy. and Germany Is In Kuh- 
sin. Our domestic production of plnll- 
nitm Is m*gllglhlp. while our military 
requirements are Increasing nt a rapid 
rate." 

Many hotispwives have learned from 
snd experiences In loss of perishable 
foods that next to the Ice Is not the 
coldest place In the home refrigerator. 
To the housewife who has not had this 
experience the food administration 
gives this advice: 

"Many put their butter and milk 
right next to the lee because they 
think thi.s Is the coldest place, but, ns 
n matter of fact, the coldest place Is 
nt Ihe bottom of the refrigerator. Hot 
nIr rises and air that Is not being oon- 
sfnntly purified by circulation around 
Ihe blocks of Ice soon Is unfit to ’ 
come Into contact with the food. 
When the warm nir In the refrigera- 
tor rises It carries with It Impurities 
and moisture which are absorbed from 
the surface of the food and which If 
allowed to remain in tho nir spoil 
the food. The nir wlilch Is warmed hy 
passing over the food eoines In con- 
tact with the Ice. where the moisture 
ts condensed upon tho surface and Ihe 
impurities are cnrrlc<l off hy thcjiielt- 
Ing Ice. Tlie nir is thus tirled, cooled 
find purifl(Ml. The cooled nir Immedi- 
ately descends to gather up more mois- 
ture and impurities and thus the 
process Is repented continually. 

“It Is ndvisnhle to allow heated food 
to cool off before placing It In the r(>- 
frigorntor. If put In when warm It 
raises the temperature of the refriger- 
ator higher than it should go and 
melts Ice unnecessarily. The trapdoor 
through which the meltiige passes out 
at the bottom of the refrigerator 
should he kept In place, heenuse If It 
Is broken nr lo.st n constant stream of 
warm nir Is allowed to flow Into the 
refrigerator." 

The war department has opened a 
great storage lumber depot nt Ollmor- 
ton. Vn., to meet emergency demands 
of the army for lumher. Through Its 
operation it Is estimated that a yearly 
saving of npproxlmutely $2r>0,0fl0 will 
he effected. 

Whenever nriiiy const rnctors In the 
past were required to buy iiddllloniil 
lumher the piirchnses were iiinde.nt 
yards In tho luimedinte vicinity. The 
average Increase In lylce for tIAs inn- 
torliil over the lumher origliiiilly pur- 
chased for tlie job would run from $0 
to .S12 tier 1,(K»0 feet. By |iurch using 
In large quantities and charging only 
for yard iiialiiteiiance the greater part 
of this excess price Is expected to he 
saved to the government. 

A stock of from twelve to flft«‘eii 
million feet of lumher will he carried, 
and it Is estimated that the .veiirlv 
turnover will nmnunt to lielweeii fifty 
and sixty million feet. A fund of 
has been set aside hy the war 
department for use by the const ruc- 
tion division of the army as necessary 
working capital fur the yard. 

The supply of kerosene will run 
short ne>{t winter and the government 
Is urging every user to do his part 
toward making every gallon to do full 
war duty hy idvlng forth Its full 
measure of ligtit and heat. Saving can 
be aecoinplished. It Is said, only If 
cure is given lamps, lanterns, heaters 
and stoves.

H<>e that liurners and wicks of nil 
oll-htirning devices are clean, f'lean 
t»nr:irr« require less oil and give bet- 
ter lights. 

Don't allow a lamp, lantern, healer 
or stove to hum a minute longer than 
is necessary. Don't light one you cun 
do without. 

I>on't use coni oil for cleaning |>ur- 
imses. Hut water will do the work.

Just «« he Snlflhed speaking, the wel- 
come “pup-pup" of a machine gun In 
their rear rang out, and the front line 
of the onruahing Germans seemed to 
nelt away. They wavered, bat once 
•gain came rushing onward, Down 
went their second line. The machine 
gun was taking an awful toll of lives. 
Then again they tried to advance, hut 
the machine gun mowed them down. 
Dropping their rlflea and bombs, they 
broke an<l fled In a wild rush back to 
their trench, amid the cheers of “D" 
company. They were forming again 
for another attempt, when In the rear 
of 1) company came a mighty cheer. 
The ammunition had arrived and with 
It a hnttallon of Scotch to re-enforce 
tliem. They were saved. The unknown 
machine gunner had come to the rescue 
In the nick of time. 

With the re-enforcements It was an 
easy tusk to take the third German 
line. 

After the attack was over, the cap- 
tain and three of his noncommissioned 
otllcers, wended their way buck to the 
position where the machine gun had 
done Its deadly work. He wanted to 
thank the gunner In the name of D 
company for his magnlflcent deed. 
They arrived at the gun, and an awful 
eight met thefr eyes.

Hna and front-nno tronctioo, maktaff 
note of unusual occurrencea, and af- 
reatlng anyone who ahould, to ua, ap- 
pear to be acting In a auspicious omb- 
ner. We slept during the day. 

Behind the lines there was great ao- 
tlvtty, snppilea and ammunition pour- 
ing In, and long columns of troops con- 
stantly passiBg, Wa were preparing 
for the big offensive, the forerunner 
of the battle of the Somme or "BIB 
Push.” 

The never-ending stream of men, 
anppllee, ammunition and guns pour- 
ing into the front lines made a mighty 
spectacle, one that cannot be de- 
scribed. It has to he witnessed with 
your own eyes to appreciate Its vast* 
ness. 

At our part of the line the Influx of 
supplies never ended. It looked Ilka 
a huge snake slowly crawling forward, 
never a hitch or break, a wonderful 
tribute to the eyBem and efficiency of 
Great Britain’s “contemptible little 
army” of flve millions of men. 

Huge flfteen-inch guns snaked along, 
foot by foot, by powerful steam tract- 
tors. Then a long line of “four point 
flve”^ batteries, each gun drawn by sis 
horses, then a couple of "nine point 
two” howitsera pulled by Immense 
caterpillar engines. 

When one of these caterpillars would 
pass me with Its mighty monster In 
tow, a flush of pride would mount to 
my face, because I could plainly read 
on the name plate, “Made in U. S. A.,” 
and I would rememher that If I wore a 
name plate it would also read, “From 
the U. S. A.” Then I would stop to 
think how thin and straggly that 
mighty stream would be if all the 
“Made in U. S. A.” parts of It were 
withdrawn. 

Then would come hundreds of Um- 
bers and “G. S.” wagons drawn by 
sleek, well-fed mules, ridden by sleek, 
well-fed men, ever smiling, alihough 
grimy with sweat and covered with the 
fine, white dust of the marvelously 
well-made French roods. 

What a discouraging report the Ger- 
man airmen must have taken back to 
their division commanders, and this 
streom Is slowly but surely getting big- 
ger and bigger every day, and the pace 
is always the some. No slower, no 
faster, but ever onward, ever forward. 

Three weeks before the big push of 
July 1 — as the battle of the Somme has 
been cnileil — started, exact duplicates 
of the German trenches were dug 
about thirty kilos behind our lines. 
The layout of the trenches was taken 
from airplane photographs submitted 
by the Royal flying corps. The trench- 
es were correct to the foot; they 
showed dugouts, saps, barbed wire de- 
fenses and danger spots. 

Battalions that were to go over In 
the first waves were sent back for 
three days to study these trenches, en- 
gage in practice attacks and have night 
maneuvers. Bach man was required to 
make a map of the trenches and fa- 
miliarize himself with the names and 
location of the parts bis battalion was 
to attack. 

In the American array noncommis- 
sioned officers are put through a course 
of map making or road sketching, and 
during my' six years’ service In the 
United States cavalry I hud plenty of 
practice in this work, therefore map- 
ping these trenches was a compara- 
tively easy task for me. Each man 
bud to submit his map to the company 
commander to be passed upon, and I 
was lucky enough to have mine select- 
ed as being sufficiently authentic to use 
in the attack. , 

No photographs or maps are allowed 
to leave France, but in this case it ap- 
pealed to me as a valuable souvenir of 
the great war and I managed to smug- 
gle it through. At this time it carries 
no military importance as the British 
lines, I am happy to say, have since 
been advanced beyond this point, so 
In having it In my possession ! am not 
breaking any regulation or cautions 
of the British army. 

The whole attack was rehearsed 
and rehearsed until we heartily cursed 
the one who had conceived the idea. 

The trenches were named according 
to a system which made it very simple 
for Tommy to And, even In the dark, 
any point In the Gt-rman lines. 

These imitation trenches, or trench 
models, were well guarded from obser- 
vation by numerous allied planes 
which constantly circled above them. 
No German airplane could approach 
within observution distance. A re- 
stricted area was maintained and no 
civilian was allowed within three 
miles, so we felt sure that we hud a 
great surprise in store for Frits.

Isinglass From Fish Bounds. 

Isinglass Is made from the sounds 
or swimming Madders of fish. One 
ton of hake, says the Popular Science 
Monthly, will yield from 40 to SO 
I |s)unds of sounds. These are dried, 
I soaked, cut In pieces, rolled Into 
I sheets and cut Into ribbons. The rib- 
bons are dried and wound on wooden 
KiMMila. One ounce of Isinglass will 
clarify from 200 to SOO gallons of wins 
' and one pound wlllaclarlfy from 100 to 
.100 barrels of beer. It Is used for 
making cement for mending glass ond 
|s>ttery and for adhesive plaster and 
enters into the manufacture of many 
textiles and waterproof fabrics. 

Tea Plant Purposely Dwarfed. 

In Its wild slate the tea plant grows 
to a height of from ten to twenty feet ; 
in cultivating it Its size is kept down 
to ultout tliree feet for convenience in 
picking. The tea of Japan is mostly 
of the grt-en variety, f'onsiderable 
hlack tea Is exported, but Is grown 
'iiulnly on the Island of Formosa. The 
. seed Is usually planted In terraces thst 
extend froiu the buses of bills to tbelr 
very crests, like giant steps that con-

New System May Be Means of 
Saving Two Western Circuits. 


American Association and Western 

League Gain In Attendance by 
Starting Games Late to Ac- 
commodate War Workers. 

The American asaodatlon has d<!* 
vdopetr a very dose race, yet in some 
of the cities of the league the attend- 
ance Is not well up to the standard — 
which undouhtodly is due to tlie fact 
tliat so many young men patrons are 
now in tlie army, and tliat many men 
are busily engaged In work which pre- 
vents attendance at the week-day 
gaiiie.s. 

The situation has become serious 
enough to force tlie adoption of the 
twilight bn.seliall sdieme recently suc- 
cessfully frl<‘d in Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, Under tills sclieme the games 
are started as late as .ilx o’clock, thus 
giving war workers a chance to attend 
tlie week-day games. 

Tlie first twilight game in Minne- 
apolis drew tlie largest crowd of the 
sea.son. In the Western league llie 
dull owners flml that tlie games .start- 
ed after six o’clock attract iloiilile the 
attemliince that would attend the game 
at three lidls. Lute starts .seem to 
lie the only way to save the minors, 
unless tlie iiiiignates are willing to 
stand a licavy iiiiaiiclal loss tills sea- 
son. 

There Is no denying the fact the 
minor league liall is not us pro.sperous 
as it should be. And the only solution 
of the prolileiii seems to be twilight 
liull. Tiie army lias taken so many 
men tliat the stay-at-hoiiies are need- 
ed during regular working hours. 
There are not enough people idle ia 
the afternoon to make baseball a pay- 
ing venture in the minor league cities. 

President Hickey of the Americaa 
association has little fear of General 
Crowder’s “Work or FIglit” order, so 
far as it applies to buselmll. He be- 
lieves that the order is intended to 
apply to the chronic idlers and useless 
employees at aiiiuseiiient resorts, of 
every description, and does not include 
busoliull, wliich is u clean and whole- 
some aiiiusenient witliin its scope. 
Furthermore the general has always 
been in favor of Iniseball and there- 
fore he does not believe tliiit he now 
coiiteiiiiil.ue.s tlie virtual conscription 
of ball players, and tills belief is 
sliared liy tlie iiiajorily of Aiiierleun 
u.'<.soclutloti magnnte.s, wliose only prob- 
lem is liow to linlsli u liurd season 
witli whole skins.

Unskllli'd Help Must be Secured, 
Through iitate Advisory Board 

William A. Gaston of the State 
Advisory Board writes: 

The growing inability of war in- 
dustries to secure men needed to 
carry on their work is seriously re- 
tarding war production. 

Due to the selective service regu- 
lations. calling young men into the 
armed service of the nation, and with 
the virtual cessation of immigratioa' 
and greatly increased industrial acn 
tlvitles, especially in lines connected: 
with the war, our labor supply bal 
been decreased until a situation ha# 
arisen which now threatens the very 
progress of war preparation.. 

The acute demand for labor has 
been intensified by labor recruitinit 
by superior wage Inducements 
through private and public ugenciolM 
The movement of workmen from onM 
Job to another, sometimes over grem 
distances, has resulted in a tremeiffl 
dous waste of man povfcr. The stt^n 
ply of labor thus secured without rtffl 
erence to comparative needs has 
suited in making some employrt|M 
over-supplied, while others arc shajfl 

The Government has at last 
forced to act. and on recommenoH 
tion of the War Labor Policies BoiuH 
conipo.sed of the sevenjl departmepH 
in control of national affairs, togej^f 
er with tlic ininortam boards haV^H 
to do with the building of ships, O^H 
trol of fuel. etc.. President WU^H 
on June IS issued a Proclama^H 
urging all employers to refrain 
recruiting unskilled labor after 
ust 1 in any manner except undeM^H 
supervision of the U. S. Emplosni^H 

In accordance with this procH^^I 
tion, an Advisory Board in tbli 
as in all others, has been fonM^^H 
Federal Attthortt{j^ 


in VS Mnnnnttlei In JfosuMnseM. i 
While this machinery Is being put 
into operation with the utmost rap- 
idity. it cannot he expected that dur- 
ing its formative period that its 
functions will be performed with the 
maximum of efficiency. In the mean- 
while, employers fn Massachusetts 
and elsewhere are persisting iu dis- 
obeyng the President’s request — ^that 
advertising of any -kind for unskilled 
labor, whether by card, poster, news- 
paper, handbill, or any other mediunfY 
be prohibited to employers engaged 
in war work. — thus continuing to do 
the things largely responsible for 
the present disorganization of the 
labor market. 

The State Advisory Board, consti- 
tuted under Federal authority, there- 
fore urgently requests all employers 
to refrain in future from advertising 
for unskilled labor, whether by card, 
poster, newspaper, handbill, or any 
other medium, and newspaper pub- 
lishers to refuse to accept such ad- 
vertisements. in order that such labor 
may be placed directly through the 
Federal Employment Agencies al- 
ready created or in process of being 
created in the forty-five districts of 
this commonwealth. 

With patience, tolerance and the 
exercise of good will in patriotic 
obedience to offlcal orders, this great 
national labor policy can undoubtedly 
successfully be worked out. We ap- 
peal to you to help us in making 
tbia national labor program effective.

I The idea of permanence in bouse 
conatniction dates back to a period 
which had passed iong before the ex- 
istence of the new world was even 
thought of. It is very probable that 
other considerations were of govern- 
ing Importance at that time and the 
Eoality of permanence was obtained 
more as a matter of necessity than 
■a a matter of desire. The materials 
oat of which buildings were made in 
the early days were the materials 
which could be taken from nature and 
converted into their final form with 
the least possible necessity of any 
proceas being performed upon them 
which would resemble what would to- 
day be termed a mannfactuing opera- 
tion. It was early found that If atones 
having fiat faces were gathered in suffi- 
cient quantities they could be piled 
one on top of the other with some 
form of plastic material to fill the 
cracks, and the resulting wall could be 
built to form an enclosure with a rough 
covering of thatch, animal skins or 
even huge slabs of stone. Thus it 
happened that the natural way was 
also a permanent way to construct 
houses. 

' In every age since its advent Into 
the field of building materials stone 
has found a place, If reasonable facil- 
ities for using It have been at hand 
and a sufficient supply obtainable. At 
the present time it is used In a much 
different sense than it originally was 
found necessary to consider it. The 


The “happy medium" is found in a 
house built partly ot some material 
which may be considered as included 
In the first class and partly of soma 
more endurable material which falls 
Into the second class. Even then the 
selection is not a limited one. for there 
are many pleasing combinations of the 
natural and manufactured stones with 
tho various forms of wooden material. 

A design Is Illustrated which may be 
placed In the "happy medium" class. 
The exterior of this substantial story- 
and-a-half borne Is finished in rough 
natural stone up to the tops of the 
first floor windows, from which It is 
carri«Ml up with shingles under the 
gables. The chimneys are of brick 
capped with rough stone. The broad, 
gracefully sloping roof is shingled. The 
rafters have their ends exposed and 
the projecting ends of the purlins are 
supported by heavy triangular brack- 
ets. A large number of windows 
break up the wall surface and add to 
the general finished appearance of the 
exterior. The useful porch, set back 
under the roof, with its solid atone col- 
umns, Is a pleasant feature. The en- 
tire exterior Is well balanced and can 
be made very beautiful by properly 
trailing vines and planting shrubs. 

In walking through the various 
rooms of the house one is Impressed 
in much the same monner that obtains 
upon viewing the exterior. Good sub- 
stantial construction is evident in 
every detail. The door leading from 
the front porch admits the observer 
into a hall from which the stair to 
the second floor leads off to the right. 
A feature of this hall Is the long seat 
built along the wall next to the stair- 
case. This seat will be found very 
convenient and may be built to hold • 
large quantity of stored books or 
music in its lower part, thus relieving 
the living room of the clutter of this 
material. 

On the left of the ball, through • 
cased opening. Is the large living 
room. The fireplace ia seen against 
the opposite wall upon entering. Ex- 
posed timbers in the ceiling finish are 
in keeping with the general plan. 
Three large and four smaller windows 
furnish ample light for this room. At 
the rear of the living room aye two 
bandy tiers of bookcases built into the 
distinctive entrance to the dining 
room. 

This dining room is really a model 
of colonial design. Bxpos^ timbers 
cut the celling up into large and small 
panels, furnishing the possibility of 
unique arrangement of the lighting fix- 
tures. A large buffet extends across 
the entire end wall of the room. Three 
casement windows are placed over this 
buffet and three more windows of 
larger size are set into the other wall. 
Double doors are placed in the en- 
trance to the living room and to the

ffaat number of building materials | 
which are today open fur the selec- 
tion of the porspectlvc builder have 
eliminated the necessity of bolding to ' 
oume few types of construction, and 
when any particular material selection 
is msde it represents the personal 
preference of the owner, who may be 
Inclined to Judge either from a stand- 
point of appearance or utility. 

A wise selection of mateiials will, 
however, necessitate the basis of Judg- 
ment upon a desire fur both beauty and 
permanence. The home is usually 
considered as something permanent 
and must be built to meet this require- 
ment. This does not imply that every 
home should be constructed of solid 
stone masonry, for proper construc- 
tior methods and a reasonable atten- 
tion to maintenance will give a wooden 
structure long life, dome people do 
not oiiject to the occasional trouble 
of reiMtiutliig a frame house and are 
inclined toward this type be<‘ause of 
th.- (Hissibllity which it offers for treat- 
ment in various lolor cumhlDutloos. 
titbess prefer the type which, if once 
ere<‘ted. needs no further attention and 
can be relied upon to hold its original 
Odipearanc* tur a long period of yeara- 


hall, and a double-acting door leads to 
the kitchen. 

Tbe culinary department la made up 
of a generoua-aized kitchen, a particu- 
larly handy pantry, and the rear porch, 
which may be considered an extra 
room during tbe warm part of tbe 
year. The refrigerator ia ararnged 
to be Iced from the outside. Every 
convenience is included in tbe design 
of this part of tbe bouse. 

I'be second floor Is welt srranged 
and contains several Interesting fea- 
tures. A large bail is ceotrally located, 
from which all of tbe rooms on this 
Ituor, sud tbe stairs to the first floor, 
may be reached. Two large bedrooms 
arf placed on either side of tbe ball. 
Each has a dressing room, two clos- 
ets sod a little nook attached to it 
A sleeping porch ia built at tbe for- 
ward end of the ball and the bath is 
placed at tbe rear end of tbe bull. 
These sleeping quarters are capable 
of providing perfect comfort for a 
large family. 

The type of bouse illustrated in this 
design is s very good one for the sver- 
sge Aiuertcuu family and it is coming 
more and mure into use liecuuse of its 
bnishHl materiaia and general utill(g.

Peanuts and peanut hutler are foods 
which take the place of meats and arc 
ehenp In price. Va- 
rious other nuts, 
when rensonnhle In 
price and eqtinlly 
nutritions, should 
he used often to 
take the place of 
m«*nt. 

Peanut Lea f.— 

Soak a quart of fine bread criimba In 
nillk ; mix with It a cup of shelled pea- 
nuts finely ground ; add an egg well 
beaten, and salt and pepper to taste. 
Mix as the usual meat loaf ami hake 
about ns long. Serve with tomato 
sance. ('ook a pint of tomatnes with 
half an onion, four cloves, a piece of 
bay leaf, sprig of parsley and a blade 
of mace. When well cooked, strain. 
Put two tahlcspoonfiils of butter lu a 
saucepan, add a slice of onion, brown 
and add two tuhlespounfiils of flttur. 

hen smooth add the tomato; season 
with .salt and pepper and scr.ve. 

Pea Tlmbalea.-i-('<Hik a pint of pons 
until tender, then miish through n col- 
ander and lient Hie pulp to a paste. To 
this add two well-hcnten eggs, two 
tnble.sponnfuls of melted fat, onion 
Juice; pepper and salt to season. When 
w'oll blended, place In buttered molds 
and bake until done. 

Peaa on Toast. — Prepare a rich, 
white sauce, stir In a few cooked peaa. 
Reason well and serve on buttered 
toast. This Is a simple and easy dish 
to prepare, but most wholesome and 
nutritious. Asparagus prepared In the 
same way with a hard-cooked egg or 
two is a well-relished dish and vary 
sustaining. 

Scalloped Cheeae. — Cheese In its dif- 
ferent forms Is an excellent substitute 
for meat. Cottage cheese, which may 
be made In the home. Is a most versa- 
tile one to use in many ways. Take 
any good flavored cheese, cut In small 
pieces and use in layers in a baking 
dish with small cubes of bread ; re- 
peat until the dish la full. Beat two 
<*ggs. add salt and pepper to taate and 
Mix'* witli 'pint of milk. Pour thla 
custard over the bread and cheese and 
bake until set. Serve hot as a lunch- 
eon or supper dish.

USES F0II~LBFT-0VER CHBtSI. 

Cheese is so nutritious, an ounce be- 
ing equal to two ounces of meaL with- 

out its waste. Cheese la 

particularly good with 
starchy foods and< foods 
lucking in fat and flavor. 

Cheese should be 
bought In such quantities 
tliut there need be no 
waste, as it molds very 
easily. Grate all the 
small pieces left over ami put them In 
a glass with a tight cover; keep cool 
and dry. Cooking cheese at too high a 
temperature makes It dltiicult of diges- 
tion. When possible, cook it at a low 
temperature or in the iiot mixture Just 
long enough to melt It. A tahlespoon- 
ful of cheese will add flavor to some 
dish, and not even u scrap should be 
thrown away. 

Onions cooktMl and then baked as ao 
escniloped dish with white sauce and 
cheese is a very fine dish. Cabbage 
cuoketl In the same way is also good. 

Fried Cheese Sandwiches. — These 
are sutllclently siistuinlag to serve ns 
a main dish with a salad. Take thin 
slices of clices)-, sprinkle with pepper 
and salt or other seasoning (f liked, 
put us a tilling Into sandwiches, then 
brown the samlwiches on both sides in 
a little hot olive oil. 

Cottage cheese with raspberry Jam 
makes delicious saadwich tilling. 
Crackers heaped with grated cheese 
I and browned in the oven or heated un- 
til the cheese melts Is a most tasty uc- 
compuiiiment to a cup of tea. 

Cheese Balls. — .^dd u dash of tohas- 
' CO sauce to u small amount of cottage 
I cheese which has been well seu.suned ; 

! ijuike pink with paprika and roll into 
! small halls, itoll the halls In fliiely 
I minced black walnut meats. Kerve oil 
I lettuce with French dressing. 

{ Hashed Brown Potatoes With Cot- 
; tage Cheeaa. — Chop <‘old boiled potu- 
I toes tine and season well with suit, 

, pepper and iuiiou Juice. Mix with 
I enough milk to help brown when 
I turned Into the |ian, vvhhii is grt-used 
with some sweet fat or oil. Cook tha 
' poiaioes slowly without stirring until 
> ilicy are hrovvn uuilenicatli. Meun- 
' while mix cream with cottage cheese 
' ui.tll it Spreads easily, adding chu]iped 
I tiiiiou, tiilves, luii'.-.ley or pimentos, a 
' little h-ft-over ham, or chili sauce, and 
s’lircad over the |>otutoes ; then fold 
like an omelet and turn out on a hut 
jilatter at once. The acid flavor. If not 
liked in the cheese, may he removed 
by the addition of u pimii of soda 
when mixing the clieese with the 
cream.

TEACH SCODTINB IN CAMPS 

Camps which are dcvelopcrl Into out- 
of-doors boarding houses sonietimes 
keep boys from learning what the 
prospectuses claim that camping 
tenches. 

Sometimes they keep the boys in bed 
during the early morning hours wiieii 
the most Intimnte aiyl Instructive 
glimpses of the wild creatures are to 
he had, Fnmetimes the program nils 
all the evening hours with activltle.s 
which prevent boys from having the 
soul-thrilling experience of drifting 
on the Sleeping Inke, studying the stars 
and listening to the voices of the night. 

How much chance does tlte camper 
have, in the lUghly organized camp, to 
learn cooking under conditions In 
wltlch he must cook or go hungry? 

The bof who, In camp, relies upon 
the chef, the hired .dlsh-waslier, the 
tent inspector, will make ns little prog- 
ress In learning self-rcUnnce, Initia- 
tive .and Intelligent co-operation as 
he would In the city apartment where 
he relies upon the Janitor, the delica- 
tessen store and the policeman to keep 
him going. The thing which develops 
genuine strength of character Is to 
meet nature nartd-to-hand and conquer 
cold and hunger. 

WHAT scout CAMPERS TAKE. 

Some people Insist that a camping 
hike Isn’t the real thing unU-ss the 
hiker carries his own equipment on his 
back. Of course, for the real wilder- 
ness outings, where there are neither 
roads or trails, that sort of thing Is 
necessary, but ninety-nine out of every 
one hundred scouts will take their out- 
ings dlls summer through country 
where If will be easy to pull a trek- 
carL And the exercise of the trip will 
be strenuous enbugh without adding 
the burden of pack-sacks. 

As for getting a trek-cart, there 
isn't a troop that couldn’t rig one up In 
short order and at little expense. A 
pair of stout wheels can be obtained 
from almost any blacksmith or cooper 
■hop, and It la a simple matter to fit on 
■ strong' wooden box. Add a tongue 
with handles or ropes to pull It by, 
and a canvas cover, to keep out rain, 
and the rig la ready for service. 

Carrying apace in a trek-cart la lim- 
ited and one will have to cut ont non* 
essentials. Campers will need a tent 
and blanketa, a cooking outfit, a first- 
aid kit, an UL plenty of extra rope, a 
.laBteitt,4'tMl!r of "chnek," tent peg8,« 
spade for ditching and digging latrines, 
and, of course, each scout’s personal 
outfit. This should consist of toilet 
articles, materials for mending and a 
complete change of clothing. 

WHAT SCOUT IDEA 18 DOINQ. 

A great editor says this of the Boy 
Scouts of America : 

“When In these wonderful days I 
see these little fellows in khaki as 
an Integral part of the war in their 
remarkable salesmanship of Liberty

DEAD FLIES ARE 
ONLY GOOD FLIES 

Swatting in Summer May Prevent 
Abundant Reproduction Be- 
fore Coid Weather.

Every fly that this year contamin- 
ates and destroys food or spreads ill- 
ness is an enemy of America In even 
greater degree than In the pasL As 
a fly hunter, alluding to the tendency 
of the Insect to spread disease, ex- 
pressed It recently, the fly is a verit- 
able “Germ-Hun." Every fly de- 
stroyed means a contribution, be It 
ever ao slight, to the cause of Aaaer- 
lea effleieuL 

The best time to swat the fly, of 
course, is early la the breeding season, 
before the young ones have become 
grandparents. Flies killed in the 
spring prevent hordes later on. Lat 
it is a never-ending battle, and in 
lute July and early August vigilance 
become.s more tlmn ever necessary. 
Work to kill flies even at this time 
may prevent abundant reproduction 
before cold weutlier. In fact, there l.s 
DO clo.sed season in hunting flies. A 
swat iu any day of the year Is a 
meritorious swat, and even a fly buzz- 
ing around u window-pane in midwin- 
ter should be regarded as legitimate 
prey. 

Controlling the Fly. 

Careful seremilug of wiado7.«s and 
doors during the summer months does 
not dcereiiije the number of flies, but 
at least It lessens the danger of con- 
tamination of food. This applies not 
ofily to homes, but with equal force 
to stores, restaurants, bakeries, dai- 
ries. and every otlier place where food 
is handled. Use of sticky fly papers 
to destroy flies that have gained ac- 
cess to houses also is well-known, and 
fly-poison preparations are common. 

Many of the commercial fly poisOns 
contuiu arsenic, and their use In the 
household Is attended by mnsiderable 
danger, especially to children. This 
danger, according to specialists of tlie 
I'nited Klates department of agricul- 
ture, is lessened by the use of a weak 
solution of formalin. An effective fly 
poison Is made by adding three tea- 
spoonfuls of the commercial furiuuliu 
to u pint of milk or water aweuteued 
with u little brown sugar. 

Flytraps may be used to advantage. 
Their use has been advocated not only 
iM'cause of immediate results, but be- 
cause of the cliauces that the flies may 
be caught before they lay their first 
butch of eggs, thus reducing the num- 
bers of future generutiuns. Many 
ty[ies of fly traps are on the market, 
and us a rule the larger ones are ef- 
lectlve. The United Klates department 
of agriculture on retjuest will send 
directliins fur making flytraps, nut only 
for b»u.seho|i| use, but fur cutcbiiig 
flics and destroying eggs ariBiud sta- 
bles and other breeding places. 

Preventive Measures. 

Fly papers, poisons and traps at 
best are only tem|)orary expedients. 
Tlie most logieal method of uliuting 
tile fly nuisance is the elimlnutiuu or 
treatment of all breeding places. It 
Would ai*peur, specialists say, from 
what is known of the life history and 
habits nt the cumiuun house fly that 
It is perfectly feasible fur cities and 
towns to reduce the numbers of these 
annoying and dangerous insects ao 
greatly as to render them of compara- 
tively slight account Following are 
some recommeodatloaa of entomolo' 
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gists who have studied the subject I 
thoroughly : 1 

Water-tight floors in stalilcs, of con- 
crete or masonry, prevent egg devel- 
opment. 

Ilorso manure should be kept In fly- 
tight pits or bins, equipped wherever 
possible with flytraps. Manure should 
lie removed frequently, not less fre- 
quently than twice a week during the 
summer months. 

In rural and suburban districts sta- 
ble manure should be removed every 
morning and hauled out at once and 
spread rather thinly on the fields, not 
only to prevent development of fly 
eggs, but to get the maximum fertillz- 
iug value. 

Treatment of manure with chemical 
substances to kill the eggs and mag- 
gots of the house fly has been found 
effective In experiments by the de- 
partment of agriculture, which has 
publications for free distribution de- 
scribing in detail this and other meth- 
ods of destroying files, their eggs and 
maggots. 

Not only horse stables but chicken 
yards, piggeries and garbage recepta- 
cles as well roust be guarded. In 
cities, with better methods of garbage 
disposal and with the lessening of the 
number of horses and stables with the 
Increase of street railways and auto- 
mobiles, the time may not bq far 
away, according to department special- 
ists, w’hen window screens may be dis- 
carded.

Protein and Its Value. 

Every farmer knows that nitrogen Is 
one of the cheiulcul elements wbieli 
neither bis crops nor bis stock cun do 
witliout. The same Is true of nitrogen 
iu buiimn food. It Is absolutely nec- 
essary for the building and repair of 
liody tissues and cun be obtained only 
from the food subsluuce or uutrieut 
known as protein. 

The foods usually classed as rich In 
protein are milk, cheese, eggs, meat, 
poultry uud fish ; dried legutues, such 
as peas, beaus, cuwpeas, soy beaus 
and peanuts. Wbeat, outs aud some 
otlier cereals also furnish euusiderable 
protein. 

A iiiun at moderate muscular work 
is believed to uiH-d about three uud 
une-iiulf ounces of protein a uuy, and 
a family consisting of father, mother 
and tliree sniull eliildren needs about 
twelve ouuces a day. Beal economy 
iu the use of protein foods lies not in 
leaving tlieiu out of the diet, but in 
eliousing and coniliiiiing kinds which 
will sujiply the total amount needed 
us cheaply us circumstances permit. 

Barley Saves WheaL 

Not iiiuiiy years ago barley was used 
more extensively tbuu wheat for bread 
inuking in uuiny Kurupeuu countries. 
.Now it is cuniing into Americau favor 
as a wheat substitute.

two pictnm of French life 
are gt^eo in a recent letter from 
f^aace by the author of ‘lietter* from 
an American floldier to Hia Father.") 

Before I tom over for gnod thia 
one of many other pagea, I muat draw 
for you two little picturea. 

The flrat I aew one aunny afternoon 
when the ahadowa were beginning to 
lengthen out. Three of na, Americana 
all, were walking down a country road 
that bordered a rolling field. In the 
diatance, at the end of one long 
atralght black furrow, a figure waa 
tolling at a two-horae plow. Aa It 
turned and atarted back, after conald' 
ernble confuaion, we could make out 
two hnraea, a ateady old white one, 
and a friaky bay. The old white horae 
plodded ateadlly along In the furrow 
Juat made, ualng what little atrength 
he had aa cleverly aa an agetl expreaa- 
man. But the bay, being little more 
than a colt, bounded .up Into draught 
and back again, to left and right, like 
a green wheehhorae on a calaaon. Aa 
the team came cloaer, #e looked with 
amaaement at the figure guiding It. It 
waa a boy of ten. 

The French two-horae plow la hong 
different from oura, and doea not re- 
quire aa much weight on the handlea; 
but even ao, he had practically to ride 
It all the way. It waa plain that guid- 
ing It when it threatened to twiat off 
or up required every ounce of atrength 
the kiddy had. Tet each moment he 
applied it at Juat the right moment 
and juat the right place, ao the furrow 
remained deep and true. 

Aa the team came Juat below ua in 
the field and aborted to turn for the 
next furrow, aomething went' wrong. 
The boy waa huay awinging hla plow 
around and didn't aee it in time. When 
he looked at the horaea they were all 
tangled up, the bay lunging deaperwte- 
ly Into her old team-mate. He had 
only a alngle rein to the nigh horae 
and on thia he yanked and ahiilled at 
them valiantly enough. They quieted 
obediently at the Round of hla voice, 
but aeemed unable to move. He 
daahed forward cracking Hla whip, but 
nothing happened.

Then I aaw where the bay had her 
off hind anarled up In the trace, and 
hopped off down the road. It waa 
only a aecond'a work to lift her foot 
out and atralghten the trace. Aa I 
Btood up the yonngater came to me, 
thanked me, and looked at me aquarely 
with hie clear blue eyea. I have never 
felt ao aahamet' in all my life. 

There he atood, the aweat of a long 
day'a work beaded on hia brow, in 
rldlcnlona big looped-up trouaera and 
huge wooden ahoeo — hia father'a. And 
there we atood, three great hulking, 
broad-ahonidered figurea agalnat the 
non, who bad done no man'a work all 
that day. There might be other daya, 
to be anre. but thia day waa gone, and 
here wan thia boy, plowing for France. 

There waa ^n awkward alienee and 
one of the men. moved curioualy by I 
know not what, offered the youngater 
a package of cigarettea. He arolled 
and ahook hla head, aaying, obvioualy 
enough, "ne fume paa." "For your fa- 
ther," Inalated the man, and I wiahed 
the worda unaald ; "or your brother.” 
The boy aaid nothing for a minute, hla 
eyea clouding a little, and in the Inter- 
val be had grown much larger than 
we. We atood before him like troanta. 
Finally he took the cigarettea, wadded 
them down Into hia bagging trouaera, 
chirruped cheerfully enough to hla 
team, and plodded aturdily on acroaa 
the field. Behind ua, on the hill-top, 
three croaaea atood black agalnat the 
ann. 

The necond picture I aaw but two 
daya before I left, aa I waa walking up 
the bill to dinner. The aun had aet 
aa I left the village and the froga In 
the pond below the hnrae-trough. 
where the duoka quacked and dabbled 
in the mud all day. were beginning to 
aing their evening aong. Suddenly I- 
beard the pitter-patter of many feet. 
The road ahead was packed as far aa 
the next tnm with aheep. On they 
came, butting each other from aide to 
aide and occasionally baaing queru- 
loualy. Their even, gray-white backs 
aeemed to pave the road evenly from 
aide to side, until you began to see, 
darting back and forth, scores of little 
lambs. 

As I watched, two mongrel dogs, 
guardians of the flock, came bounding 
silently along one side. A lamb bad 
strayed up on the bank there and they 
pounced upon it to turn it back. But 
one of them bit too deep, and not even 
pure sheep-dogs are always proof 
against blood. 1 saw what would hap- 
pen In a minute and leaped on the 
bank. At my approach, the dogs 
skulked off like a military policeman 
discovered In a cafe after closing 
hours. The lamb lay motionless, blood 
running from its nose.

I called the universal French appeal 
for someone, anyone — “Uls done !" and 
was answered Immediately. The sheep 
huddled stupidly in the road below, in 
signt of home, ubile a little girl tolled 
up the bank. She ItMiked at the lamb 
dispassionately. kicktHl it, and it rose 
to its feet immeUiately and rushed 
back to the tloik, too frightened almost 
to blent. 

Then she called the nearest dog. He 
pretended not to hear at flrst. and then 
cradled up to her on his itelly. tibe 
held biro by one ear. and kicked witb 
,all her might at bis stomach. Ue shut I

his eyes and acrearoed for mercy, hut 
never budged. This flnlahed. she let 
him go, and he squatted behind her, 
watching whnt he knew would follow. 

Then, while It grew darker, she 
called the other dog. who was now 
Just a shadow eq, the hillside. She 
was very, very antaJI, but she waa ab- 
solutely determined and eventually 
he came cringing' up. The other dog 
waited till ahe waa through, and then 
they both raced hack to their proper 
places on either flank of the flock and 
started to drive the aheep on horae. 

When the dogs stood on their feet 
without cringing they came up almost 
to the little girl's shoulder. I do not 
think she waa more than eight years 
old. She smiled at me, with the un- 
selfconscionaneas of little children, 
and hastened back to the, flock. 1 
stood there for some time watching 
her tiny figure striding down the road 
driving the flock before her. No on« 
could have any doubt that ahe would 
handle any situation which mighi 
arise.

Recently during an iotermlaalon at 
the movies a performer came out and 
sang with gusto a aong, which pleased 
the audience about "Pershing Croaalng 
the Rhine.” Every few daya one reads , 
headlines in the newspapers proclaim- 
ing that Dine Americana have repulsed 
or vanquished 33 Germans. This Is 
baleful talk. Our delay In the produc- 
tion of ships and airplanes and guns 
may have been unavoidable, seeing 
that some people are thanking God 
that the United States entered the war 
unprepared, but we should at least re- 
frain from bravado, stop boasting of 
what we are going to do and recognize 
the gravity of our undertaking. I 
heard an American officer high in com- 
mand say not long ago, "If our troops 
ever reach Berlia, when they come to 
a certain, building — the quarters of the 
German military staff, let them lift 
their bats.” He spoke from the point 
of view of military prowess. 

It Is meet for Americans to bear to 
mind that all other wars which they 
or any other people have fought were 
child's play compared witb this the 
most terrible and relentless contest in 
history, and that their part in it has 
only Just begun. Let us cease to bug 
the delusion that our troops are “ovei 
there” to show the others how to fight 
and that all will soon be over but the 
shouting. Let us open our minds to 
the grim truth that this war which we 
have pledged ourselves to wia is like- 
ly to be a supreme test of American 
energy, endurance and self-Racriflce 
and to cost thousands of American 
lives. We are all of the belief that no 
man is braver than an American, but 
it la Indlspeniiable that we appreciate 
the quality of the foe against whom 
we are pitted ; that be is the arch-fiend 
of military competency and power, the 
ruthless, unwearying embodiment of 
masterly force and resistance, a mon- 
ster of resourcefulness such as the 
world has never seen. 

The prophecy that Pershing will

Great Lakes Training Station Is Doing 
Tremendous Amount of Work

It is interesting to compare what the navy has 
done in its one great cantonment at the Great 1.ako$ 
Naval Training station, north of Chicago, with the 
many cantonments built and used by the army. The 
navy had 25,000 men to drill and train and this can- 
tonment was therefore about the same size or a little 
smaller than the average army cantonment. 

It is a great permanent statioit, with accommoda- 
tions for 30,000 to .35,000 jackies in training. The 
buildings are somewhat more stoutly built. They arc 
painted and constructed on somewhat different archi- 
tectural lines, both of which make them a little more attractive to the eye. 
They have also what the army has not, two large drill halls. They gave 
me a review of 7,000 jackies in one drill hall, and it was evident that 
those halls had been of great advantage for needed training in large 
bodies. ^ 

Another difference was the difference in the age of the men. The 
men were really between eighteen and twenty-two, and in their naval uni- 
form they looked like cadets of a high or preparatory school. They were 
under excellent discipline, as one could see. They needed no instruction 
as to saluting. They were not as well able as the older men to withstand 
the test of my long addresses, and 1 thought I discovered a little more 
somnolence among them than I did among the drafted army. • 

The army law should be amended so as to authorize the president to 
increase the army from 1,600,000 to 6,000,000 men with the colors, or 
more. We must win the war, and we should now lay our foundations 
abroad so as to make that inevitable. 

Of course airplanes, artillery and other instruments of war are neces- 
sary in a modern campaign, and we should increase the supply as far 
as our resources will permit, but in the end this war, as other wars, must 
be won by trained man power. We should look forward with large vision 
and make ample provision so as to strengthen our allies, give confidence 
to our own army and convince our enemies now of our determination 
to win the victory. 


Baseball Has Accomplished Moie for 
American Boys Than Any Other Game

Probably there is no athletic game iif America that has accomplished 
more for American manhood than the great game of baseball, as jt is 
largely responsible for making of the youth of this land athletes that 
will help win the war. Millions of such men will be on the firing lines 
fighting for the freedom of the world. 

The game of baseball is a miniature battle from the time the men 
are sent into the field to the skirmish lines of the right and left. When 
the batters are placed in position at the plate and the pitcher is in the 
box, when the order is given by the captain “to fire” (play ball), from 
start to finish every hard-contested game must be a battle to the death. 

The writer predicts for our soldiers that were first trained on the 
diamonds in their schoolyards, town lota; ehib grounds and with the pro- 
fessionals, victory from the time the war game is called until the result 
is chalked up on the bulletin boards of the world: The Americans, 100; 
the Kaiser, 0. 

No better authority on this subject can be found and quoted than 
Prof. A. A. Stagg, the director of physical culture of the University of 
Chicago. 

To secure his views I called on him at his office at the Chicago uni- 
versity. In a most forceful statement he says: 

“The Anglo-Saxon race is the most civilized and the most pro- 
gressive of all races. It is also the most athletic and the best fighting 
race on earth. It is not quick to pick a fight, but it is the gamest and 
the most resourceful foe when a fight is on. Courage, intelligence, alert- 
ness, initiative and staying power are predominant characteristics of the 
race and always win for it. 

“The great duke of Wellington said that the battle of Waterloo 
was won on the football fields of Rugby and Harrow and Eton, which 
was merqly saying that the love of the British boys for athletic sports 
and the practice of athletic games developed the effective fighting quali- 
ties and stamina in them which won that great and decisive battle. 

“What the duke of Wellington said after the victory at Waterloo 
President Wilson or General Pershing could fairly prophesy for our 
American soldiers in this world’s war, for there are thousands of Ameri- 
can schools and vacant lots and prairies which have trained our present 
soldiers into fundamental effectiveness for becoming the greatest fighters 
the world has ever seen. No army has ever been drawn from such a wealth 
of material, and no army has ever possessed so many thousands of 
superb individual elements. 'Veritably hundreds of thousands of our 
soldiers have had the preliminary fundamental physical and mental and 
moral development which comes through boyhood participation in ath- 
letic games. 

“If Great Britain has had tens of thousands of athletes, America has 
her hundreds of thousands, trained on her baseball and football fields, on 
track and river, on tennis court and golf links, on wrestling mat and in 
boxing room. 

“These and other sports have been the superb training schools from 
which our soldiers have come. These have developed the splendtd phys- 
ical specimens which compose our array, giving them the strength and 
stamina and endurance, the muscular co-ordination and control, the speed 
and agility and accuracy of movement which present# the finest physical 
basis for military training. 

“From the practice of these same sports, also, have come a choice 
type of mental development for war, namely, facility of obsen-ation, 
quick pc'rception, instantaneous reaction and decision, prompt initiative, 
ability to think accurately in emergencies, to be strategic and to outwit 
strategy', also to value co-operation and team play, to obey authority as 
well as to be the leader. 

“With hundreds of thousands of such men, militarily trained, and 
supported by the consciousness of the holy cause of freedom and democ- 
racy for vhich they are figtiting, the final punch for victory is sure tc 
be given by Uncle Sam’s heroes.”

THE’ FRENCH NATION. 

THEIR HEROISM IS LAUDED 


Our Army NseUs M«rt Chaplains and 

It Training Them — Uniform Physl- 

eal Standards Adopted by Wor De- 
partment — Hollow Tilt an Eoocntlal. 

(From Committse on Public InformRlIon.) 

WnshlnRton. — Miirinr rorpR hend- 
qnarters rIvpr the comniHtee on puh- 
llc Information n graphic acconnt of 
the decoration of Aiiierlcan niarlncs 
with the French Croix de Gncrrc for 
heroic Rervice In hnttle last May. It 
Rays In part : 

“Within the sonnd and range of the 
German guns, hidden by the Hhclter- 
Ing treeR of a dense forest, nnder a 
heavy morning mist and a driving rain. 
French veterana of Verdun, the Marne, 
the Alane and the Soiuine honored 
their younger comradeR of America hy 
conferring upon them the Croix de 
Guerre. Thirty marlnea. Including five 
officers, were awarded thlR coveted 
French decoration for gallant conduct, 
courage and cooliieas In nctlon against 
the enemy during the occupation of a 
Rector hy the marine hricade. Of the 
total number cited In French ordera 
for this decoration only eleven were 
present, three having been killed In nc- 
tlon and Rixteen were wounded and In 
the field hospital. 

"A number of French aoldlePR were 
decorated at the name time. Aa la the 
custom half a company from each of 
the companlea whose men were hon- 
ored was preaent and drawn up ao na 
to form a square. The presentation of 
the dccorntlons took place within this 
human enclosure. The marines and 
pollns, side by side, presented a pic- 
ture symhniicnl of the close bond ex- 
isting between America and France In 
this conflict and particularly so of the 
manner In which marines have worked 
and fought with the French aoldlera 
during the period of their Inatructlons 
In an adjacent aector. 

“The French general who pinned 
Ihe decorations on the breasta of the 
prond mnrinea eloquently pralaed their 
nchlevemenfa In a abort speech In 
which he anmraarlzed their deeds of 
bravery, remarking on the fine atate 
of diaclpline and efflclency of the bri- 
gade. and congratulating Ita command- 
ing officer upon hla excellent organi- 
zation. He then pinned the little 
bronze emblema on the men, and shook 
each one by the hand with a peraonnl 
word of congrutnlntlon.” 

Uniform atandarda of phyalcal ex- 
nminationa governing entrance Into all 
branches of the regular army, the na- 
tional army and the National Guard 
have been adopted by the war depart- 
ment and will he ohaerved hy the army 
medical department and the local and 
medicjil advianry boards under the se- 
lective service regulations. 

Observance of the new rules and 
regulatinna by the local boards will 
result. It la believed. In uniform ex- 
aminations In all parts of the country 
and should prevent men phyalcally dla- 
qualifleil for military aervlce from be- 
ing aent out to camps. The new stand- 
ards also will enable local physicians 
to make examinntiona with a better 
understanding of the needs of the 
army and will clear any misconcep- 
tions and misunderstandings that 
might result In the sending to camps 
of men who hod been rejected. 

Heretofore the physical standards 
of the three armies have differed and 
Instances have been noted where men 
who have been rejected for aervlce by 
the recruiting officers of the regular 
army have been accepted for military 
aervlce hy draft board physlclana. Un- 
der the new’ uniform standards this 
will not be possible unless the disquali- 
fying defect has been removed. The 
rule for all three armies la that to 
make a good soldier a man must be 
able to see well, have comparatively 
good hearing, his heart must be able 
to stand the atress of phyalcal exer- 
tion, he muat he intelligent enough to 
understand and execute military ma- 
neuvers, obey commands, protect him- 
self, and must he able to transport 
himself by walking aa the exigencies 
of military life may demand. 

Rxcepllona from the new standard 
rules are made In the case of men se- 
lected for special and limited aervU’e. 

The experience of the past year has 
enabled the medical authorities to es- 
tablish these new standards of exam- 
inations which will relieve the Iftcal 
boards of doubt as to decisions In un- 
usual cases. Enough such cases have 
been examined to establish a policy In 
determining their military fitness. In- 
structions are given as to what classes 
of men may be accepted for llinlte<l 
aervlce. and for treutiueut for remedia- 
ble defects. 

Nearly every motion-picture theater 
In the country la enlisted In the cam- 
paign of the United Htates employ- 
ment service of the de|)urtinent of 
labor to siipitly lalmr to the farms.

About I'dO chaw 
Inins come from this scliool to tnUe vtr 
their work with the army nffer x 
eourso lasting five weeks, and tlw 
courses go on conlinnonsly. ApprmV 
ninfcly onc-fifth of the clcrgynicn wh*- 
sfnrt the course fall to complete W sw 
to qnnllfy for the army. 

Candidates for admission to ffcr 
school must have the endorsement 
their denomination superiors and 
ganir.ed religious bureaus and hoanH 
reeognlr.ed hy the government nulhoW 
ties, and must pass the physical tvatv 
of the local army draft hoard. All 
Ihe schmil the student receives 
subsistence, lodging anil uniform on# 
L'W a month, which Is the pay of a Ttrtr 
class private. After completing 
course sncccssfiiUy the government re- 
turns the student to his home, ant 
when he Is appointed to the nrmy hi 
lakes the rank and pay of a first lieu- 
tenant of the national army, $2,000 • 
year at home and $2,200 a year ahvonfL 

The training of a chnplnln Is prarh- 
cnl and Intensive. His days In schoi* 
are busy ones. He rises like any eonv 
mon soldier at .1:4.% a. m., has fifteen 
minutes of setting up drill and Is 
quired to elrrle around the para<le 
ground at double time before twenh- 
fnst. He must pollee his quarleTS Hlh*' 
any other soldier, undergo an Infnm 
try drill wtlhont arms of 45 mlante^ 
and then attend lectures and rwltn- 
flons. The latter cover military 
International law, service mslttnm 
and field service rcgnlntions pertain 
ing to a chaplain's duties. The srhoig 
surgeon Instructs him In sjtnltatHm 
and flrst nhl, and experienced 
lalna give clinics on actual work wWh 
the army. He Is given Instrnctlaw 
also In horsemnnslitp, because in BeM 
service he will be a mounted of!lc«.

Industry also is In port one of national 
Importance In that a portion of yom 
product Is used In land drainage oprw 
atlons and In ensilage savings pear 
esaea making possible a higher prodw- 
tlon per acre and per farmer of fiooda 
and feeds, taking into arcoiint the la- 
bor expended In applying such prod- 
ucts to the land." 

Hollow tile manufacturers mnat glo* 
a pledge of co-operation with tlie gae- 
ernment that they will not use mate- 
rlnla except In the mnnnfactnre off 
products for esaentlnl uses ns defliifB 
and applied hy the priorities dlvMMai 
of the war Industries hoard, and ftaA 
they will guard against resale of tka 
product for any except essential mea.

As to Oaelaratlon of War. 

There is no set form for a declara- 
tion of war and it has even been ques- 
tioned whether a formal declaration 
of any kind is necessary. An Amerf- 
can writer on international war says: 
“An act of hostility, unless It be done 
la the urgency of self-preservation or 
by way of reprisal, la In Itself a full 
deeiaration of intention; any sort of 
preetous declaration therefore Is an 
empty formality unless an enemy must 
be given time and opportunity to put 
himself In a state of defense, and It 
la needlem to say that no one asserts 
aueb a thing to be obligatory." 
Formal deeluratinn of war preceding 
tbs beginning of hostilities was more 
common In ancient times and in the 
middle ages than In modem times. In- 
vsotlgatioa has shown that of 118 wars 
between 1700 and 1872 less than ten 
showed declaratloos of war prior to 
baodlitles.

“OVER THE TOP” 

By An American Arthur Guy Empey 

SoldierWhoWent Machine Gunner, Senring in France 


CHAertR XXV-.C*ntinu«a. 

When w, took over th« front line 
we recolved «n awful shock. The 
Oermnns dlnplsyed signboards or«r 
(he top of their trench showing the 
names that we had called their 
trenches. The signs rend “Fair," 
“Fact,” "Fate,”. and “Fancy," and no 
on, according to the code names on 
our map. Then to rub It In, they 
hoisted some more signs which read, 
“Come on, we are ready, stupid Eng- 
lish." 

It Is still a mystery-to me how they 
ot)talned this knowledge. There had 
l)een no raids or prisoners taken, so 
It must have been the work of spies 
In our own lines. 

Three or four days before the big 
push we tried to shatter Friti’s nerves 
by feint attacks, and partially suc- 
ceeded as the oOlclal reports of July 
1 show, 

Althouph we were constantly bom- 
barding their lines day and night, still 
we fooled the Germans several times. 
Tills was accompilahed by throwing 
411 Intense barrage into his lines — 
then using smoke shells we would put ' 
a ourtiilu of white smoke across No 
Man's I.aod, completely obstructing 
bln view of our trenches, and 
would raise our curtain of fire 
■s If In an actual attack. All 
down our trenches the men would 
shout ond cheer, and Frits would turn 
loose with machine-gun, rifle, and 
shrapnel fire, thinking we were coin- 
ing over. 

' After three or four of these dummy 
attacks his nerves must have been 
near the breaking point. 

On June 24, 1916, at 9:40 In the 
morning our guns opened up, and hell 
was let loose. The din was terrific, a 
constant boonf-boom-boom in your ear. 

At night the sky was a red glare. 
■Our bombardment had lasted about 
two hours when Frits started reply- 
ing. Although we were sending over 
ten shells to his one. our casualties 
were heavy. There was a constant 
stream of stlretcfaers coming out of tbs 
communication trenches and burial 
parties were a common sight. 

In the dugouts the noise of the guns 
almost hurt. You had the same sensa- 
tion as when riding on the subway you 
enter the tube under the river going 
to Brooklyn — a sort of pressure on the 
ear drums, and the ground constantly 
trembling. 

The roads behind the trenches were 
eery dangerous because Boebe shrap- 
nel was constantly bursting over them. 
'We avoided these dangerous spots by 
crossing through open fields. 

The destruction in the German lines 
was awful and I really felt •sorry for 
them because I realized bow they must 
be clicking It. 

From our front-line trench, every 
now and again, we could bear sharp 
whistle blasts in the German trenches. 
These blasts were the signals for 
stretcher bearers, and meant the 
wounding or killing of some German In 
the service of his fatherland. 

Atwell and I had a tough time of It, 
patrolling the different trenches at 
night, but after awhile got used to It. 

My old outfit, the machine gun com- 
pany, was stationed In huge elephant 
dugouts about four hundred yards be- 
hind the front-line trench — they were 
in reserve. Occasionally I wouM stop 
In their dugout and have a confab with 
iny former mates. Although we trietl 
to be Jolly, still, there was a lurking 
feeling of Impending disaster. Each 
man was wondering, If, after the 
slogan, “Over the top with the best of 
luck." had been sounded, would he still 
be alive or would he be lying “some- 
where in France." In an old dilapidated 
house, the walls of which were scarred 
with machine-gun bullets. No. 3 sec- 
tion of the machine gun company had 
Its quarters. The company's cooks pre- 
pared the meals In this billet. On the 
fifth evening of the bomburdiiieut a 
German eigbt-inch shell registered a 
direct hit on ttie billet and wiped out 
ten men who were asleep In' the sup- 
posedly bomb-proof cellar. They were 
buried the next day and I attended the 
funeral. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

All Quiet (?) on the Western Freni 

At brigade headquarters 1 happened 
to overhear a conversation between our 
G. O. C. (general ofilcer commanding) 
and the divisional commander. From 
this C4inversation I learned that W’e 
were t<» bombard the Geriuau lines for 
eight iliiys. and on the first of July the 
"big |iusir' was to commence. 

lu u few days orders were issued to 
that effect, and It was common pmp- 
eriy ail along the line. 

On the afterniKUi of the eighth day of 
our "strufeing,'' Atwell and I were sit- 
ting in the front-line trench smoking 
fags and making out our reiH>rls of the 
prevliius niglit's tour tif the trenches. 
<*hith we hud to turn in to headquar- 
ters the following day, v\heu an or<ler 
was passed down the trench that Old 
I*e|q*er requested twenty volunteers to 
go over on a trench raid that night to 
try and get a few German prisoners for 
Infornuitlou pur{M>ses. I liumetliately 
xoinnieered for this Job, and shook 
hiiiels with .\iwell, and went to the 
rear to give my usiue to the olUcers la 
thaige of the raiding parly.

I was accepted, worse luck. 

At 9 :4« that night wa reported to the 
brigade headquarters dugout to receive 
Instructions from Old Pepper. 

After reaching this dugout we lined 
up In s semicircle around him, and he 
addressed us as follows : 

"All I want you boys to do Is to go 
over to the German lines tonighh sur- 
prise them, secure a couple of prison- 
ers, and return Immediately. Our ar- 
tillery has bombarded that section of 
the line for two deys and personally 1 
believe that that part of the German 
trench la unoccupied, so Just get a cou- 
ple of prisoners and return as quickly 
as possible." 

The sergeant on my right, in an un- 
dertone, whispered to me: 

“Say, Yank, how are we going to get 
a couple of prisoners If the old fool 
thinks ‘pernonally that that part of the 
trench Is unoccupied.’ — sounds kind of 
fishy, doesn’t It niateT" 

I had a funny ainklng sensation In 
my stomach, and my tin hat felt as If 
it weighed about a ton and my enthusi- 
asm was melting away. Old Pepper 
must have heard the sergeant speak 
because be turned lu his direction and 
In a thundering voice asked: 

“What did you say?” 

The sergeant with a scarlet look on 
bis face and his knees trembling, 
smartly saluted and answefed : 

“Nothing, sir." 

Old Pepper said : 

"Well, don't say it so loudly the next 
time." 

Then Old Pepper continued : 

“In this section of the Oennan 
trenches there are two or three ma- 
chine guns which our artillery, In the 
last two or three days, has been un-

able to tape. These guns command the 
sector where two of our communica- 
tion trenches Join the front line, and 
as the brigade is to go over the top to- 
morrow morning I want to capture two 
or three men from these guns’ crews, 
and from them I may be able to obtain 
valuable information as to the exact 
location of the guns, and our artillery 
will therefore be able to demolish them 
before the attack, and thus prevent 
our losing a lot of men while using 
these communication trenches to bring 
ijp re-enforcements." 

These were the iiistructiuns he gave 
tu: 

“Take off your Identification disks, 
itrip your uniforms of all numerals, 

I ’.iisignla, etc., leave your papers with 
tour captains, because I don’t want the 
Roches to know what regiments are 
(gainst them as tills would he valuable 
biforinatiiMi tu them lu our attack tu- 
iiurruw and I don't want any of you 
I to be taken alive. What I want is two 
I prisoners and If I get them I have a 
way wiiich will make them divulge 
all necessary inforinatiuii us to their 
guns. You have your choice of two 
weapons — you may carry your ’per- 
suaders’ or your knuckle knives, and 
each inun will arm himself with four 
'Mills bonihs, these to be used only in 
case of emergeuay.’’ 

A persuader Is Tommy’s nickname 
for a club curried by the bombers. It 
Is about two feet lung, thin ut one end 
anil very thick at the other. The thick 
end Is studded with sharp steel spikes, 
w-liile through the uenter of the club 
there Is a ulDe-lucb lead bur, to give 
It weight and balance. When you get 
a prisoner all you have tu <lu is just 
stick this club up lu frout of him, and 
believe me, the prisoner's patriotism 
for "Deutscliluud ueber Alles'' fades 
away and he very willingly obeys the 
urilers of bis captor. If. however, the 
prisoner gels bigb-tuned and refuses to 
follow you. simply “persuads’’ him by- 
first reiiiuviug his tin bst, and then — 
well, Mie use of Uie lead weight la the 
persuader is denionstrsted, and Tum- 
my looks for snotber prisoner. 

The knuckle knife Is a dagger affair, 
the blade of wblcb is about eight 
Inches long with a heavy steel guard 





over the grip. This guard Is studded 
with steel projections. At night lo • 
trench, which la only about three to 
four feet wide. It makes a very handy 
weapon. One punch In the face gen- 
erally shatters a man's Jaw and you 
can get him with the knife as he goes 
down. 

Then we had what we called onr 
"come-alongs.” These are strands of 
barbed wire about three feet long, 
made Into a noose at one end; at the 
other end, the barbs are cut off and 
Tommy slips his wrist Hirough a loop 
to get s good grip on the wire. If the 
prisoner wants to argue the point, why 
Just place the large loop around his 
neck and no matter if Tommy wishes 
to return to his trenches at the walk, 
trot, or gallop, Fritz Is perfectly agree- 
able to maintain Tommy's rate of 
speed. 

We were ordered to black our faces 
and hands. For this reason; At night, 
the English and Oermnns use what 
they call star shelbs, a sort of rocket 
affair. They are lift'd from a large 
pistol about twenty Inches long, which 
Is hehl over the sandbag parapet of the 
trench, and discharged Into the air. 
These star shells attain a height of 
nbout sixty feet, and a range of from 
flTty to seventy-five yards. When they 
hit the ground they explode, throwing 
out a strong calcium light which lights 
up the ground In a circle of a radius of 
between ten to fifteen yards. They 
al.so have n parachute star shell which, 
attef reaching a height of about sixty 
feet, explodes. A parachute unfolds 
and slowly floats to the ground, light- 
ing up a large circle Id No Man’s Vnnd. 
The official name of the star shell Is 
a “Very-light." Very-lights are used 
to prevent night surprise attacks on 
the trenches. If a star ahcll falls In 
front of you, or between you and the 
German linea^ you are safe from detec- 
tion, as the enemy cannot see you 
through the bright curtain of light. 
But If It falls behind you and, as Tom- 
my says, “you get In the star shell 
zone,” then the fun begins; you have 
to lie flat on your stomach and remain 
absolutely motionless until the light of 
the shell dies out. This takes any- 
where from forty to seventy seconds. 
If you haven’t time to fall to the 
ground you must remain absolutely 
still In whatever position you were In 
w’hen the light exploded; It la advis- 
able not to breathe, as Frits has an 
eye like an eagle when he thinks yon 
are knocking at hla door. When a star 
shell Is burning in Tommy’s rear he 
can hold his breath for a week. 

You blacken your face and hands so 
that the light from the star shells will 
not reflect on your pale face. In a 
trench raid there la quite sufficient 
reason for your face to be pale. If yon 
don’t believe me, try It Just once. 

Then another reason for blackening 
your face and hands Is that, aftef you 
have entered the German trench at 
night, “white face" means Germans, 
“black face" English. Ooming around 
a traverse, you see a white face In 
front of you. With a prayer and wish 
Ing Fritz “the best o’ luck," you Intro- 
duce him to your "persuader" or 
knuckle knife. 

A little later we arrived at the com' 
inunicatlon trench named Whisky 
street, which led to the fire trench at 
the point we were to go over the top 
and out in front. 

In our rear were four stretcher bear- 
ers and a corporal of the R. A. M. d. 
carrying a pouch containing medicines 
and first-aid appliances. Kind of s 
grim reminder to us that our expedi- 
tion was not going to be exactly a plr- 
nic. The order of things was reversed. 
In civilian lift' the doctors generally 
come first, with the undertakers tag- 
ging in the rear and then the insur- 
ance man, but in our case, the under- 
takers were leading, with the doetort 
trailing behind, minus the losurancs 
adjuster.

Expert Says That In Four Years It 
Has Killed ae Many as Hava 
Died In Battle. 

The war lins served effectually to 
dlHcloHc that during the four yearo of 
hoKtilitieH mortality from tuberculosis 
In the civilian population nnd in the 
armies of all the countries engaged has 
at least approximated the total number 
of soldiers kille<l in battle, according 
to Dr. Livingstone Farrand. As direc- 
tor of the American commission for 
the prevention of tuberculosis in 
France Doctor Farrand will resume 
Ills work overseas within a few days. 
He returned to the United States for 
graduation exercises of the University 
of Colorado, of which he Is president. 

“To make our country really safe 
for democracy we must first make It 
healthy,” Is the slogan Doctor FaWand 
suggests. 

Of the men called to the colors In 
this country's first draft summons 50,- 
(KK) were found to he tubercular, his 
appeal states. This, It declares, Is one 
of the striking indientiuns of the prev- 
alence of the disease In the United 
States.

CAMP LEWIS LETTER 

Carl F. PirseeM Write* of Life WItfc 
ABNalaaee Coapaa? 

[Being extracts from weekly let- 
ters to his parents since his enlist- 
ment at San Fronclsco in June 1917. 
—ED.] 

HO. THANKSUIYINO DAY 

Camp Lewis. Washington. 

November 30, 1917. 

Thanksgiving day has come end 
gone. While It rained nerd most of 
the duv. nevertheless it was a pleas- 
ant one for me. Getting away from 
camp at noontime, 1 spent llic day 
with the Weeks. We had a late but 
very bountiful and good dinner. 
There were nine in the parly. Inclutb- 
ing CliarlcB Weeks, a brother of 
Benjamin, who up to 1903 was con- 
nected with the Quincy fire depart- 
ment. We liad a good time talking 
over Quincy. In OacI, regardless ot 
the poor weather outside we had a 
Jolly and happy time 

But all through the day my thoughts 
often wandered back your way. won- 
dering wliut you were dbing, of 
course several hours ahead of ua in 
tlnic. 1 could almost picture all the 
activities, getting the feast, guess- 
ing who were present. How your 
friends enjoyed it. If you had a cou- 
ple in the service, they probably 
enjoyed it immensely and greatly ap- 
preciated your hospitality. 

By going out 1 missed the follow- 
ing holiday dinner at the barracks. 
Yet It seemed good to be in rtul 
home-like surroundings, with all its 
extras — a linen-covered table and 
dlshi's — and chairs ^to sit on, both at 
and away from the 'table. A cosey and 
splendid fireplace to gather around, 
etc. 

The menu I missed was: OljTnpia 
oyster cocktail: chicken gumbo, 
southern style; celery: rine olives; 
crub salad with mayonnaise; roast 
turkey, chestnut dressing and cran- 
berry sauce: brussela sprouts, can- 
died; sweet potatoes; fruit cake; 
mince pie: camcmberi cheese and 
crackers: sweet cider, black coffee 
and cigars. 

But the dinnc' at^ tbe little house 
on the hill, facing and on Lake Steil- 
coom, while not perhaps so showy on 
paper. I know it tasted mighty good, 
and there was plenty of it, tlmnks to 
4 ho hosts. 

'The mince Pie you started reached 
its destination safely and in excel- 
lent shape. It surely tasted good, 
and 1 enjoyed it very much. Thank 
you very much for remembering me. 

I cannot get. over the feeling; it 
crows rather than diminishes; many 
of the boys here at the barracks con- 
sider me rather optimistic, but it 
seems as if dally events almost pre- 
dict and will warrant peace sometime 
in 1918. The end will come quickly 
also. For this reason I wish we 
might get Marted and do our little 
share before it does end. I think 
the whole Corps would feel better 
about returning if we can do some- 
thing instead of laying in camp. So 
perhaps your wish, that the end 
was in sight, may be fulfilled by 
terms of peace. 

Elverybody here seems tio have a 
hunch that our days here are num- 
bered. The order is liable to come 
anv day. In what direction we will 
nrobably go, none know till on tbe 
way. Late reports seemingly indi- 
cate a Western move; sort of a re- 
placement of Regulare who move on 
to the front. We to relieve them 
for tbe Winter, end go to the front 
in the Spring. . 

There are ten teams in our football 
tournament here, and our sanitary 
train stands second. 

Do not worry over my personal 
needs, etc. Seem to be pretty well 
taken care of. and at this writing 
think of nothing I should have for 
comfort or enjoyment.

HOlfES FOR SHIPBUILDERS 

The plan or tbe United States Gov- 
ernment as it relates to tbe house- 
building problem for ahipworkers 
was made known tbe other evening at 
a special meeting of tbe City Council 
of Quincy. Tbe information came 
in iibe shape of a report from tbe 
Mayor and ta special committee of 
three which went to Wasbington last 
week for a conference with tbe hous- 
ing board. 

In brief, the Government is to take 
three parcels of land as follows 
From the Thomas estate near tbe 
Point Bridge on Washington street 
up to Washington court and bi 4 ck to 
Town river; second, a plot bounded 
by River, Charlea and Wasbington 
streeu and Baxter avenue, except 
that the Frank E. Burrell bouse, 
now owned by William H. Flynn, and 
tbe Hersey bouse, at tbe corner of 
Woabinirton street and Baxter ave- 
nue. are not commandeered; tUrd. a 
plot of land bounded by North and 
South streets. Edinboro road and 
Murdock avenue 

Tbe housM to be erected will 
number 300 and will be of five, six 
and eight room atructures, to be 
built of brick up to tbe dbamb^ 
windows and will be erected, trom 
the financial point of view, that tbe 
inmates can rent, or buy them as 
they desire. 

It Is estimated that the Govern- 
meat will pay out $6,500,000 on tbit 
proposition and they ask the city to 
pay one-haU the cost of street im- 
provements. water main and aewer 
construction and surface drainage, 
with tbe understanding that tbe Gov- 
ernment. in return, although not 
legally bound to do so. will allow 
9be city to tax the land and build- 
ings.

Mr. and Mrs. I.yroan C. Williams 
of 32 Richmond street, have received 
an interesting letter from their son 
Ellis 1,. Williams, mho is In the 
168th Aero Squadron, now In Eng- 
land. He writes of a vacation trip 
to L.mdon free fare for rnllre trip 
and many courtesies: 

London. JuV 21, 1918. 

Dear Ma: — 

My seven days' leave is pretty 
near at an end now, and I guess 
I'll wind it up Ijert. Still siationeil 
at the same old p.aco. LtTl thiTe 
last .Monday and stoppe^l in Selby 
for an liour. Visited the Abbey and 
Saw tile original WnHlilngion Anns 
on u stained glass tliere. An Amer- 
ican flag is also lianglng In the 
church. A niighty Interesting place 
for anyone wlio llkr-s such things, 

Landed in l^omlon at supiiertlme 
and stopped at tlie Kagic Hut, the 
American Y. .M. t’. A. tiulldtng. .Met 
qtiite u number of .Massaehuseits (<1 
lows iKitli In the Amerir'an, iirltlsli 
and t'anadtnn armies. I knew none 
of them personally Ihougii. The 
place was crowded l»ul I v. a* with a 
lad from Neliraska and It ats<» tiap- 
pens that oin* of tlie Y. .M. A. 
captaln.s here Is from .Nehraska and 
so nothing was too good for us. 

They gave us tickets to tlie ilieatre 
for Monday night un<l we s*iw ,llie 
"Knife,'' a four-act drama; pretty 
goiHl too. Two dollar seals. Had 
tickets for busebull games, boxing 
matches, etc., but liaven’t hail time 
to take them in. Have a moving 
picture and vauilevllle show at the 
hut every nlglil. fine sliows too. 

London is full of interesting things, 
but seven days is a sliorl time to 
sec it all. 

Saw the King leaving his palace, 
(Buckinglinni I’alace) Tuesday: .Mso 
the King's Guards, all handsomely 
uniformed, mounted on sltining black 
horses. 

Had a free trip up the Thames 
river in a big steamboat today with 
a sw’ell dinner attached, but lost out 
somehow, so 1 am liack at tlie "llul'' 
writing iliis letter. Going to a vau- 
deville show toniglit at tlio Shaftes- 
bury Theatre, guests of tlio Y. M. 

A. 

Went to Ijourneinoutli on Tliursday 
and stayed until Saturday morning. 
Stopped at tlie English Y. M. C. A. 
there. Went in ssvimniing once but 
the water was so cold lliat it <lrove 
us out in a lialf hour. No classy 
bailiing suit« here, all tlie girlies 
wear is Just a one-iiicce comliination 
Jersey- and tights. I got back wiili- 
out losing an evo thougli. it's a rich 
peoplo’s town and reseniblc.s the 
Cliffs at Sciluate except there ate 
no small private cottages on top of 
the cliffs. Pretty gardens and parks 
there, and like the rest of England 
everything is as clean as can be. 
Hardly ever see any paper or refuse 
in the streets. 

Rained all day Friday, but we 
managed to keep busy at the Y. M. 
C. A. plaving pool. etc. 

Left Saturday morning and drop- 
ped off at Winchester. Quite a busy 
place and pretty too. Back to Lon- 
don last night. • Time up tomorrow 
at midnight, and we've got until 11 
P. M. Tuesday .to get back to camp. 

Have seen all kinds of soldiers, but 
wouldn't dare to tell you how many, 
if might scare the Kaiser into quit- 
ting before we get a crack at him. 
From the reports in the papers I 
guess we've got him pretty well wor- 
ried now and we're only starting. 

The movie people took pictures of 
us at York a week ago last Thursday 
and while at Bournemouth I'll be 
darned if I didn't see myself march- 
ing along with the rest of the boys. 
So I suppose I'm in the movies now. 
though I'm not drawing quite as 
much as Francib^ Bushman is. but 
that's because I'm not so good look- 
ing. 

It's starting to rain again, so I 
guess we'll stay inside, but haven't 
had a dull minute since I started so 
I guess we oan find something to 
pass the time away. 

Got free fare for the entire trip 
and am carrying around more docu- 
ments than a lawyer does. Sugar 
cards, meat tickets, passes, railway 
vouchers and the Lord knows what 
else. Just imagine asking some nice 
girl out to supper and have to tell 
her to bring her sugar card and 
meat ticket. Don't worry. I'm not 
doing it. Just imagination that's ail. 

Certainly had one treat here, ice 
cream, not it with Price's per- 
haps. but for a war time product it 
was swell. If I have good luck I 
think I'll have money enough to laat 
tile trip. At last I know what it is 
to have a vacation, and my pay 
(small as it is) still goes on. 

Guess I've covered tbe ahole tiling, 
so I'll close with love to all.

GOST PLUS 10 PER CENT 
PLAN CAUSE OF STRIKES 

System Upsets Labor Market and Wipes Other 
Industries Out of Existence

A Weymouth manufacturer who 
has suffered by the “cost plus IQ per 
cent plan" near at home requests 
the Gazette and Transcript to re- 
publish the following article, which 
be declares Is the truth, the whole 
truth and nothinR but the truth: 

The policy pursued on some gov- 
ernment work of letlinK contracts to 
manufacturers on the basis of cost 
plus 10 per cent, appeurs to be work- 
in»? out very badly indeed, says an 
article In the Superintendent and 
Foreman. It is creatiiiK a chaotic 
condition of labor and is probably 
doing more to promote strikes than 
any oilier siuglc agency or cause. 

Let Its SCO how this works out In 
a typical case. A manufacturer takes 
work from ihe government, producing 
a number of small articl(?8 in largo 
number on the basis of cost plus 
10 PCS cent. The work is given to 
him because of his presumed ability 
to manufacture and deliver the goods, 
and 10 per coni, is consldertHl a fair 
margin of proflt. He does not have 
to ligure in competition with other 
manufacturers as to contract price. 
All he has to do Is to secure labor 
and deliver he goo<ls. adding 10 per 
cent, to their cost for hla own mar- 
gin. 

Now that looks all right on Its 
face, but what happens? In the first 
Dla<>e, the more the goods cost the 
larger in dollars and cents this man- 
ufacturer's profit will be. Therefore, 
he goes Into 

THE LABOR MARKET 

and outbids every other employer of 
labor. It It U work exuployinff fe- 
male labor be will pay a marked ad- 
vance In wages over other employers, 
and then perhaps furnish special 
electric ^ars to transport them back 
and forth from their homes, all of 
which goes into the expense account 
as a part of cost and on which the 
10 per cent margin of proflt is paid. 

A concern like this may grow to 


mammoth proportions, employing 
thousands of Imnds stripped from 
'other industries by these superior 
Inducements eld for out of the pub- 
lic purse, while at the same time 
creating grave unrest among the 
workers in other industries who 
bring pressure to bear upon purely 
private employers for wages hitherto 
unheard of. 

Cost plus 1 per cent may be con- 
sidered a modest nroflt. but if in the 
manufacture of small articles a man 
turns his caniial over once a month, 
it means 

A PROFIT OF 120 PER CENT. 

a year. It moans millions of profits, 
ami the men wlio carry on an indus- 
try of that kind can well afford to 
buy Liberty bonds in large amounts: 
Cost plus^lO per cent, is unlieard of 
In the shoe industry. There may 
liave been a few instances in which 
(some shoe manufacturers may have 
made a profit of 10 per cent, on the 
turnover, but the writer never knew 
of any such case. Even so, it is not 
the 10 per ceiP proflt that docs bo 
much harm as the vicious principle 
that cost plus 10 per cent, gives the 
contractor more proflt the higher 
the goods cost. Tlie more he pays to 
labor the more he makes. 

• At the same time we have a war 
board endeavoring to establish some 
kind of industrial peace during the 
war and making a very earnest effort 
to try to compromise and prevent 
strike troubles. Through the war 
labor board the goverQment is trying 
to promote industrial peace, and 
through cost plus 10 per cent, it ia 
doing everything possible to promote

The two policies cannot live side 
by side except at greet risk to the 
interests of the nation. When wage 
earners strike for increases in wages 
of .30 per cent, to 60 per cent., after 
having received several 10 per cent.

An ordinary bathroom should have 
three fixtures, the approximate cost of 
which should total about $150. Plac- 
ing the cost of the kitchen alnk and 
laundry tray at $100 more, the cost 
may be safely computed at $250 for 
the ordinary home. Additional bath- 
rooms may be estimated at $150 plua 
the cost of extra piping. Running 
water In bedrooms Is figured at so 
much per fixture plus the coRt nf addi- 
tional piping. The price of plumbing 
fixture* vary considerably. It will 
always be found advisable to buy guar- 
anteed supplies made plainly and sub- 
stantially. All useless ornamentation 
should be avoided. a.i one soon tires of 
such fixtures and the decorative fea- 
tures usually do not reaiat bard serv- 
ice. 

Deers and Windows Cestly. 

The price per door or window should 
prevent the home builder from request- 
ing additional openings except where 
It Is very advisable. Doors cost from 
$10 upward, and every window from 
$3 to $15. Screens, blinds, shades, 
storm windows and doors all Increune 
the cost. Any opening additional to 
the architect's preliminary plana la 
usually figured at $10 or more. 

lu everything, the home builder 
should aim for substantial construc- 
tinu. Flimsy houses are a poor In- 
vestment No matter bow plain the 
house or how elegant. It should not be 
marred by false economy. It Is far 
better to ecoaomlxe on Interior trim 
than on claplM>arda, building paper, 
sheathing, double fioors, shingles, etc. 
Painting Is another thing where to 
spare expense Is to Invite future reimtr 
bills. By all means build “for keeps." 
The strain on the bunk account may be 
somewhat more than you planned to 
have it stand but the avoidance of ex- 
tra beating ex{>en8e, extra repairs, 
etc., in the years to come will ba a 
source of self-congratulatlog.

All England aeta Ita time by 
the mean aolar clock. There la a large 
galvano-magnetic clock fixed on the 
outside wall of the observatory and 
divided Into 24 hour*. There are many 
who believe that this clock Is kept 
going by the sun. They, do not know 
that the fixed atara are the -real tlme- 
keepera from which Britons check their 
dally progress. 

To this galvano-magnetle dock In 
the wall comes every Monday a wom- 
an, Miss Belleville of Malndenhead, 
who makea $2,500 a year out of the 
queerest occupAtlon In the world. She 
sells the time to London watchmakers. 
Many years ago the then astronomer 
royal suggested to her, father that if 
he took the corre^led time of a certi- 
fied chronometer every week he could 
no doubt find numerous clients. 8o 
Mr. Belleville bought a watch made 
for the duke of Essex and then worked 
up a business with It. When he died 
his widow sold the time until she 
reoched the age of elghty-one, and 
then^she handed over the business to 
her daughter. When Miss Belleville 
visits Greenwich at the beginning of 
every week her chronometer Is cor- 
rected and she Is given an official cer- 
tlflcate. From that her 60 customers 
correct their watches and clocka.

CHEESE A MEAT SAVER. 

Cheese Is best uncooked, but when 
servetl In dishes that are to be cooked 
the bent should 
never be very high, 
a s Intense heat 
toughens the pro- 
tein and makes It 
stringy and UHH* 
cult of digestion, 
siiiee It Is such a 
highly concentrat- 
ed food It should be served with foods 
that supply roughage or bulk. Cheese 
ns the finish to a dinner Is always 
served with crackers because the hard 
cracker must be well masticated and 
thus the cheese Is finely divided and 
made morc-digestibic. 

Chest* Pudding. — Take one cupful 
of stale bread crumbs, one cupful of 
groted cheese, two cupfuls of milk, two 
eggs well beaten, two tablespoonfuls 
of melted fat, one-fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful of mustard, salt and paprika to 
taste. Mix the Ingredients as (or cus- 
tard, turn the mixture Into a greased 
baking dish and aet In a pan of hot 
water to bake In a alow oven. Bake 
until firm. 

Scalloped Cabbage With Cheeae.— 

Cook the cabbage with leaves sepa- 
rated, uncovered In ns little salted wa- 
ter as possible. As soon as the cabbaf* 
Is tender, drain and add cheese sauce | 
bake 2S minutes In a moderate oven. 

Cheeae Sauce. — Make a white sauce 
using one cupful of milk, two table- 
spoonfuls of flour, a tablespoonfni of 
butter or fat, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, a few dashes of paprika and (our 
tnblespoonfula to a cupful of grated 
cheese. 

Cettaga Chess* Loaf. — ^Take a cup- 
ful each of cooked kidney beans, cot- 
tage cheese, ground peanuts, bread 
crumbs and boiled rice, one tablespoon- 
(ul of chopped onion, one tablespoon- 
ful of fat, a cupful of tomato Juice. 
Mix all the ingredients and form the 
mixture Into a roll. Brush it with 
melted 4at and bake in a moderate 
oven 25 minutes. Serve with a thick 
white sauce in which two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped red peppers have been 
added. 

A cupful of cottage cheese added to 
a potato salad makes a much more 
nourishing and savory salad.

Curry of RsbblL 
— 8 elect a fat 
young rabbit 
which. If fresh, 
will have no un- 
pleasant odor. Skin nnd clean it and 
split down the hack. Disjoint nnd cut 
Into convenient-sized pieces for serv- 
ing; wipe eneh with a damp cloth and 
parboil It in a little vinegar water If 
the ganiey taste Is at all objectionable. 
Season with salt and pepper, roll In 
barley or corn flour nnd brown In a 
little salt pork fat. In the fat left In 
the pan put one sliced onion nnd cook 
until slightly colored. Mix two ten- 
spoonfuls of eurry powder with one 
teaspoonful of sugar, two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, nnd brown this mixture 
In the fat. Add slowly one pint of 
water nnd a cupful of strained tomato, 
six chopped raising, one cupful of 
chopped sour apple, a -few dashes of 
cayenne and salt to taste. Turn this 
sauce over the rabbit nnd let it sim- 
mer until the flesh Is tender. When 
ready to serve, add a cupful of hot 
milk and n quarter of a cupful of 
chopped olives. Have ready a cupful 
of cooked rlee, turn the rabbit Into a 
platter and pile the rlee around tbs 
edge. 

Malsbsr Ric*. — Cook together on* 
tablesiioonful of finely chopped onion 
and two tablespoonfuls of sweet fat; 
when well rooked, add one cupful of 
well-washed nnd drained rice. Stir It 
often until n light brown. Mix a quart 
of strong beef stuck and one pint of 
strained tomato. Season highly with 
salt and cayenne. Add these to the 
rlee and let it cook very slowly on the 
back part of the stove or In the fire- 
less cooker. Just before serving, add 
more seasoning, If nee<led, and pour 
over it two tablespoonfuls of melted 
I butter; add two large cardamon seeds 
siillt, and turn iuto a hut dish.

SCOUT WORK NOT PARADING 

It Isn’t strange with the whole world 
st war ahd millions of men training 
at gun-drills that some boys will get 
the gun-drill fever. No doubt they 
think they can help their country In 
that way. Let's see about that, says 
n scout official In answering a scout 
who wants to drill with guns. 

Uncle Sam has nsked the hoy scouts 
to serve in tlie first, the second nnd 
the third Liberty loan campaigns; he 
hns enlisted them as his di.spatch bear- 
ers in the drive against Hun propa- 
ganda In America ; he has given them 
a big and Important Job In boosting 
the sale of Thrift nnd War Savings 
stamps; but as far ns I have heard he 
hasn’t asked a single boy scout to put 
a gun to his shoulder and drill. 

Why hasn’t Uncle Snm given guns 
to his boysT Because he knows they 
can be a thousand times more helpful 
In winning the war in other ways. The 
youngster parading around with a rifle 
no doubt Is n splendid fellow, and 
eager to help; btit In this particular 
case he Is clh the wrong track. 

The hoy scout movement Is now, al- 
ways has been and always will be a 
nonmilltarlstlc organisation, and gun 
drills do not have a place in Its pro- 
gram of activities. The best military 
experts in the country do not believe 
in gun drills for boys of scout age. 
And that Is only one ot the many rea- 
sons why military gun drill and “tin 
soldiering” activities are not made a 
part of scouting. There's plenty of 
other more necessary things to do for 
’teen-age boys. When you are older 
Uncle Sam will give you the real thing 
In drill, under competent officers, and 
you will be taught the use of the rifle 
as a technical weapon the purpose of 
which la to kill. For the present. In 
preparation, the government wants 
boys to do other and more helpful and 
practical things.

Cereals Other Than Wheat 
Are Being Baked.

BreSlem Solved Beth for Houeekeeper 
and Nrefeaelenal Baker by Ex* 
perlmental Kitchen of AgrI* 
cultural Department. 

Bovaciceeper* as well as profession- 
al bakers have been working on the 
problem of how to make satisfactory 
yeast breads with other cereals 
thaa wheat. Not all have solved the 
problem satisfactorily. The office of 
Some economics of the United States 
department of agriculture has suc- 
cemfnlly worked out ways of combin- 
ing the various substitutes In making 
a HO-per-cent-substItutlon bread, a 75- 
per-cent-snbstltutlon bread, and an en- 
tirely wheatless bread. 

The first loaf pictured above has 
gone out of style In America ; it is the 
all-wheat loaf that we were accus- 
tomed to using before the war. The 
•tber loaves are the kind tliat ail 
Americans should use now. In the last 
three loaves a mixture of barley and 
rice flour has been used In place of 
wheat flour; the second loaf has only 
60 per cent wheat flonr ; the third goes 
a atep further and uses only 25 per 
cent wheat, while the last boasts of 
being entirely whcntless. The.se breads 
were worked out In the experimental 
kitchen of the department of agricul- 
ture, office of home economics and 
Jie United States food administration, 
lonie conservation section. 

I Increase Volume of Substitutes. 

' The food administration requires 
Slat all bread sold must contain 20 
.ler cent wheat substitutes. Bn^ if Wd 
can make satisfactory Itread using 
a higher percentage of wheat substl- 
tutea so much the better. Here is the 
recipe for a 50-50 bread that Is very 
good. 

BO-SO Bread. 

114 etipriils liquid. 1 tablespoonful corn 
% etiprul mashed po- sirup. 

tatoes. 3 tcaspoonfuls salt. 

114 cupfuls wheat 1^ cupXuls barley 
flour. flour.

Unke a sponge of nil the Ingredients 
except the rice and barley flour. The 
potatoes sliould be freshly mnsh«‘d 
with no fat or milk added. The wafer 
In whlcli they cooked can be used for 
the liquid.

Leave* Are Lee* Elcetic. 

None of tlie loaves using a high per- 
centage of Riihstituiea equal the all- 
wbeut loaf in lightness, wheat having 
a spiH’lal substance known as gluten, 
which gives it elastic properties that 
■lake It spei-lully valuable for bread- 
making. None of flie otlier flours, ex- 
cept rye, contain this substance in any 
*P(»reclal)le amount so tliat wlien we 
enhsittute for tlie wlieat flour large 
quantities of flours tliat do not contain 
gluten, we cannot expect the same 
elasticity. The loaves are more com- 
part and less porous. In the 75-per- 
reat and IrtViwr-oent substItute loaves 
ao egg is iis<-<l as binding niateriul 
end as an additional l'‘uveQer.

Many house- 
wives as well as many liotcl-keopers 
pledged themselves to serve no wheat 
until next harvest. The need for a 
whentless bread that could be kept In 
hand and be used for toast or for 
sandwiches was felt by all who took 
the pledge.

Food Waste From Rats. 

In all parts of the country there is 
a serious economic drain in the de- 
struction by rats nnd mice of mer- 
chandise held for sale by dealers. Not 
only foodstuffs nnd forage, but tex- 
tiles, clothing nnd leather goods are 
often ruined. This loss Is due mainly 
to the faulty buildings in which the 
stores are kept. Oft^n it would be a 
measure of economy to tear down the 
old structures and replace them by 
new ones. However, even the old 
buildings may often he reimlred so ns 
to make them practically rat-proof; 
nnd foodstuffs, as flour, seeds, and 
iiionls, may always he protected In 
wire cages at sllglit expense. The 
public should be protected from in- 
sanitary stores by a system of rigid 
Inspection. 

Similar care should be exereised in 
the home to protect household sup- 
plies from mice and rats. Little prog- 
ress in ridding the premises of these 
animals can be made so long as tliey 
iiave access to supplies of food. Cel- 
lars, kitchens and (inntrles often fur- 
nish subsistence not only to rats that 
inhabit the dwelling, but to many that 
come from outside. Food supplies 
may always be kept from rats and 
mlc§ If placed in Inexpensive rat-proof 
containers covered with wire netting. 
Sometimes all that is needed to pre- 
vent serious waste is the application 
of concrete to holes In the basement 
wall or the sliglit repair of a defective 
(inrt of tile building. 

The necessity of co-operation and 
organization in the work of /at de- 
Aructlon is of the utmost importance. 
To destroy all the animals on the 
premises of a single farmer In a eom- 
munity has litle permanent value, 
since they are soon replaced from 
nearby farms. If, however, the farm- 
ers of an entire township or county 
uuite in efforts to get rid of rats, much 
more Issting results may be attained. 
If continued fiom year to year, such 
organized efforts are very effective. 

Ink spots may be removed by sat- 
urating the spot with lemon Juice and 
rulilting (ilentifully with table salt. 
Atqily before washing, and in ordi- 
nary cases no truce of the spot will 
remain after the wash. 

If you sprinkle a little salt on youi 
I coffee Itefore (lourlng on the boiling 
[ water it will be wonderfully Improved. 
; Always warm the coffee pot before 
making coffee.

It aeeina that once upon a time, long 
tM>rnre the Mullah of the Hohenaollenia

—there lived a panhandler who was 
even bmhw iiaeleaa and no-account than 
the average bum of his apeclea. 

This panhandler waa practically Il- 
literate, totally Intemperate and utter- 
ly hopeleas In the Job of being a man. 

One line day, while laboring under 
the oncorrelating Infloences of a *‘haii|- 
over” from a large evening the night 
before, this poor derelict waa ahnken 
from biB precarlouB perch on the brake 
beam of a "freight” 

When the trackmen picked him up, 
he waa minus a left hand — also a right 
hand and arm. 

Homething occurred while he was In 
the hospital, something that brought 
about a rebirth In this tramp— worth 
possibly a dollar and a half a day from 
hla neck down, and nothing from his 
chin to his scalp. * 

Anatomically he Was decidedly cur- 
tailed — spiritually he had grown great. 

For, provided with artificial hands, 
this reborn man started out to make 
something useful and creditable of 
himself. He sold papers, and became 
self-supporting. He hewed out an edu- 
cation. climbing slowly and painfully 
up from the pit of Ignorance he had 
settled Into by gravitation. 

One position after another he con- 
quered — like the ancient Pistol, who 
vociferously Insisted that “the world 
was his oyster.” 

Finally our hero— he was a hero by 
this time, although he himself never 
suspected it— qualified for a college 
course, took his B. A., studied law, 
hung out his shingle, and rapidly be- 
came one of the lending authorities on 
corporation law in his section. He in- 
terested himself In politics, and devel- 
oped an enviable sphere of Influence 
in bis party. 

Raised a Family. 

Oh, yes — and he married a sweet 
Southern girl, and has two beautiful 
children. And they all lived happily 
ever after. 

It's a splendid and inspiring thing — 
this regeneration of a man — this 
growth of a soul. It kind of "gets you” 
—with a little catch in the throat. 1 
tell the story as Captain Samuels told 
U to me, because some of the boys we 
are sending overseas will return dis- 
abled each year of the flghting. Many 
of these will be crippled in arms, legs 
or eyes. They'll need, first of all, a 
spiritual stllTening In their spinal col- 
umns. 

Then they’ll need some kind of vo- 
cational re-education — they’ll need to 
know, even though handicappe'd by the 
loss of members, how to do the thing 
they did before they went over to bat- 
tle for a cause as high and noble as 
ever enlisted the lance of a Bayard or 
• Galahad. 

If this rehabilitation is not possible, 
they’ll need to know how to do some- 
thing else that will make them self- 
aupporting — self-respecting. 

In this they are going to receive the 
help of Uncle Sam himself, and of the 
very best brains the old gentleman can 
enlist for this reconstruction service. 

In every section of the country, co- 
ordinating with a central agency at 
Washington, "curative workshops” for 
the treatment of those crippled in war 
will be established — together with a 
complete system of providing food, 
shelter, clothing and pay for the sol- 
diers daring the period of thc-lr re-edu- 
cation. 

After the boys are trained — re- 
educated to their old trade or else to 
one adapted to their capacities — they 
will be provided with a “Job.” 

Those who show enough gold to the 
pan from the neck up will get a “posi- 
tion.” Here there is no limit to the 
possibilities. It’s up to the man bim- 
■elf. Prom bis neck up he may be 
worth $100,000 a year. 

■ Practically every big employer of 
labor In the community is enlisted in 
the good cause to help the handicapped 
boy get all that's coming to him. Which 
is all that any boy of real spirit could 
ex|>ect, or would accept. 

There’s no charity in this proposi- 
tion — merely an honest, sincere effort 
to make every man — no matter in what 
condition he may be — most useful to 
himself, his family, and to the eco- 
nomic needs of his community. 

Woman's Help Is Noedod. 

Now, here’s where we need the good 
help of women — the mothers, wives, 
sisters and sweethearts of tlie boys. 
It's going to take a little time to do 
this work of re-edueution. Give the i 
Iki.vs this time. Let tlieiu stay with , 
tiieir teachers in these schools until . 
they are once mure fitted to earn a liv- | 
ing.

CORN VS. PORK 


•y HAMLIN GARLAND 
ef ths Vigilantes. 

If the war goes on (as it seems likely 
to do) We may come to Doctor Kel- 
logg’s way of thinking and cut out 
the raising of pigs altogether. He es- 
timates that it takes nearly ten pounds 
of com to make a pound of pork, and 
that when we get the pork we are 
worse off than If we had none. This, 
I suspect. Is true, for I, wider orders 
of my doctor, have had no pork of any 
kind for three years. 

Kellogg is an extreme vegetarian, of 
course, and his statements must be 
read In the light of that facL And 
yet he has logic on bis side. Why 
continue to feed the most vital food 
of the human race to droves of ani- 
mals whose flesh is admitted to be un- 
wholesome to many people and without 
which all of us would be better off? 

Another curious reflection comes in 
when discussing the raising of any 
kind of flesh food. How much of the 
corn or oats goes to supply energy for 
exercise on the part of the animal? 
Every time a pig or steer takes a 
trot or a gallop around the yard a 
considerable amount of food is used 
up In a muscular action. This sounds 
like a joke, but It Isn’t, It is a seri- 
ous observation on the part of vegeta- 
rians. 

The Germans, with their usual effi- 
ciency, have taken these matters In 
hand. They have decreased the num- 
ber of pigs not only to save food, but 
to preserve n certain balance in the 
ration. We may yet come to Kellogg’s 
point of view and begin the re- 
duction of pork raising to save corn, 
retaining only enough pigs to aMl as 
scavengers of the kitchen refuse. 

This much we can do, we can feed 
our hogs with care. I wonder how 
many Western farmers still feed their 
pigs as they used to do by throwing 
the com into the pen? At that time, 
with com at 15 cents ji bushel, it didn’t 
matter how much was trampled Into the 
mire, bnt now the case is different. We 
are careful to clean our own plates, 
and yet I am not sure that the farmers 
are making their cattle feed go as far 
as it might by careful rationing. Ani- 
mals used to be overfed on our farms. 
Are they being sclentIflcaRy fed now? 

(3om and wheat can win this war, 
and when the final choice Is made pigs 
must go, cotton and wool be reduced 
In amount, and cattle be raised without 
exercise and in the most economical 
way. 

As I write these things I am sud- 
denly taken anew with the wonder of 
the changes that have come to this 
America of ours. That we of all na- 
tions of the world should be seriously 
considering how to conserve our food 
supply, makes clearer than any other 
measure the appalling blight which the 
war. with Its destructive agencies, has 
thrown over the entire earth. It is In- 
credible but it is true. It is not only 
true, but i^ becoming each day more 
vital in our thinking. How shall we 
feed the allies, ourselves and the waves 
of the North sea? 

We must double production, we must 
save, and we muat use with scientific 
precision.

We do not think of them in their early years alone, but we look for- 
ward to the time when they come to play the parts of men and women 
in the world, and we wonder what is to be the future. Is their experi- 
ence of life merely to be that of the hard taskmaster, the struggle for 
bare existence? Is the growing feeling of discontent to be acocutuuted 
and increased because of abnormal deprivation? 

We want playgrounds for children in order that we may (Conserve 
the health of our people. A great deal is being done in these days to 
protect us against the spread of disease. We are fighting with intelli- 
gence and with new-found zeal the great white plague, but the dread 
disease of tuberculosis must be successfully fouglit by developing stamina, 
physical strength, through exercise in all the physical activities. We must 
nourish that strength in childhood. We do not want simply hospitals 
and pavilions and notices giving instructions to those who are unfamiliar 
with necessary precaution. We want to save the health of our children, 
so that we may nurture a strong, well-favored community. That is the 
surest way to stamp out disease. 


Autocratic Rulers of Germanv Proven Most 
Inhuman and Tyrannical Elnemies

William II, king of Prussia, and the constitutional president of the 
German empire, with the nominal title of “emperor,” proved at first to 
be an advocate of peace, and was a popular ruler up to the commence- 
ment of the war precipitated with savage haste, after long premedita- 
tion and preparation. His entire peace pretentions were de('eptive and 
hypocritical. He and the autocratic, rulers of the twenty-five states of 
Germany, meeting secretly in. the bundesrath, behind locked doors, delib- 
erately planned the hellish scheme of deluging Europe in blood, fire and 
desolation. They have surpassed the most treacherous devices of Mac- 
chiavelli, as depicted in his celebrated, brutal book, “The Prince.” 

So far the German states, headed by the emperor-king, William II, 
have been the most destructive, inhuman, tyrannical and treacherous 
enemies of the human race which the world has ever known. 

Emperor William II, under the German constitution, possesses the 
power to control these forces, to stop or continue the carnage, and to 
enforce civilized methods of warfare. He has misused and still is mis- 
using the powers given into his hands, without any effort on his part, 
through the previous labors and devices of Bismarck and the former 
kings of Prussia. He has trod the continent of Europe like an imper- 
sonation of Satan, the arch-demon of destruction, trampling men, women 
and children in the blood-soaked mire, beneath his cloven hoof. 

The great conflict now raging in Europe between the central powers 
and the United States and its allies is a war of democracy against des- 
potic mililaiy autocracy, which fights to rule the world. 

This new entente, including the United States, is not only fighting 
its own battles, but it is also indirectly fighting the cause of democracy, 
including Germany, heretofore dominated by the Hohenzollern dynasty, 
which has gradually absorbed the greater part of the German empire. 

In a book entitled “The Psychology of the Kaiser,” by Morton Prince, 
it is stated that in the consciousness of the kaiser there is nothing 
that is more dominant than his increasing and violent antipathy to the 
great body of citizens constituting no less tlian one-third of the empire, 
namely, the social democrats. 

The empire of Germany is ruled by the representatives of the old 
Hohenzollern family, with centuries of aggressive wars to its credit, 
or discredit, through Prussia, which they control and which cemprises 
two-thirds of Germany. The question now arises, can Prussia and the 
otlier German states stein the rising tide of democracy which is sweeping 
all before it ? Are not the people of the central powers weary of the rule 
and oppression of kings, emperors and czars?

Nutrition officers are to be stationed 
lo every National nrm.v enntontnent 
and In every National Guard camp, as 
well as In every ramp where 10,000 or 
more soldiers are In traininfl, the war 
department annoutiCeii. Tlifse men are 
fo^ specialists. Before they jolniHl 
the army as members of the division 
of food and nutrition of the medical 
department they were eonnccted with 
colleges and public bodies ns physiolo- 
gists, chemists, economists, food In- 
spectors and experts in other special- 
ized work relating to food. 

Since last October these officers 
have gone from camp to camp, studied 
the food served, how It was Inspected, 
stored nnd prepared, nnd made recom- 
mendations resulting in many advan- 
tageous changes. They gave instruc- 
tions In the principles of nutrition, the 
proper selection of foods nnd the con- 
struction of dietaries to mess officers, 
medical officers and others Interested. 
The.v told how to avoid waste, gave 
methods for judging nnd storing food, 
and emplinsized the importance of 
keeping kitchens and mess hails clean 
and orderly. 

At one camp seven companies were 
selected from various organizations 
totaling l.ia.'i men with which to try 
out an nntl-wnste plan. The average 
edible waste was found to he 1.1*2 
pounds per man per day. The nutri- 
tion officer gave the mess sergeants 
and cooks instructions in food nnd 
me.ss economy with the result the aver- 
age edible waste was reduced to 0.4H 
pounds per man per day, a saving of 
0.60 pounds. This saving amounted to 
fOl.T.'i per day for the seven messes, or 
$22,542 per year. 

Sixty new officers are to he commis- 
sioned In the division of food and nu- 
trition to handle the additional work. 
All will be food specialists similar to 
those already In the service. The.v 
will advise about the composition and 
nutritive values of all dietaries, make 
Inspections for adulterations, spoilage 
and deterioration and co-operate with 
the mess officials, 


Armor for the American soldiers, ] 
helmets, shields and breastplates, is 
being modeled in the workshops of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York, the war department announces. 
The best of the types, used by the sol- 
diers of former days is being wrought 
into shapes for present warfare, some 
pieces on ancient anvils and by hum- 
mers that were actually used centuries 
ago. 

In direct charge of the workshop 
where the work is being done is u 
French artisan wliose skill has been 
known to armor collectors the world 
liver, nnd whose forbears for genera- 
tions buck have kept alive the dying 
trade of tlie armorer. 

This war in Europe has brought 
back into use many discardiKl weapons 
and practices of medieval warfare. 
There has been the adoption of steel 
helmets by all the warring powers, 
brensiplut(M9, armored waistcoats and 
trench shields. This necimsituted an 
overhauling and new study of ancient 
armor, with the result that experts de- 
clare that scarcely a technical idea has 
been brought forward which was not 
worked out in elaborate detail by the 
old-time armor makers. 

The Metropolitan museum collection 
is among the seven great collections of 
ancient armur. it is an incident to this 
collection that there was estuhlished 
at the museum an armorer’s workshop. 
So fur us known it is unique, in it 
were cleaned, repaired and restored 
pieces Umt were defective. Daniel 
Tucliuux, a French artist, was In 
charge. He is working now under the 
direction of Major Hushford Dean of 
the ordnance department. 

Armor models are being turned out 
there in accordance wltli tlie sugges- 
tions of General i'ersliing and tlie ord- 
nance depurinient. Twenty-five dif- 
ferent types of armor defenses have 
been made in various factories in ex- 
periineiitul lots, several in inuny tfiou- 
sands of pieces, wlilch have won fa- 
vor at uriiiy lieud(|uurters. Tlie effi- 
cacy of urnior protection for tlie sol- 
diers is indicated by reports I lint more 
tiian 40 per cent of (lie iiospitul eus- 
uullies suffered were leg wounds and 
alioiit per cent arm wounds, tlie legs 
nnd uriiis of the fighters being free 
from uruior cover. 

Wliile V. -M. A. workers in a l>ut- 
tle-lorn region of France were earry- 
ing deliciieies tu Ainericun soldiers in 
the front line trein lies they left tlieir 
sioreliouse deserted. Freneh soldiers 
entered tlie storeiiouse to guard tlie 
sup|>lies. They found eliewing gum. 
thuuglit it food, stuffed whole pack- 
ages into their mouths, masticaK-d it 
for a time and then tried tu swallow 
it. i&oiue succeeded in getting it down. 
There were no easualties, but the 
French soldiers were inspired with a

The Liberty motor, developed by the 
departiiK'nt of inilltnry neronnutics, Is 
to have a special engine oil wliicii is to 
he known ns ilie "I.ilicrty aero oil." 
It was developed by tlie InliricnIInfl 
brnncli while tlie liitler was still a part 
of the signal conis. It Is a mineral 
oil and will he used not only on the 
Liberty motor tint on all stiitioiinry 
cylinder nlrcruft engines of tlie arasy 
and navy. 

Its development Is due to the energy 
nnd skill of a staff of men wlio worked 
exclusively on tlie prolilem for a year. 
Cnpt. O. ,1. May, wlio deserves greatest 
credit for its production, so exlnnisted 
lilniself liy ids Itiliors lliat he could 
not recuperate from an illness nnd 
died. 

Wlien the aircraft program was an 
noiiiiced in 1917 no one In uuthoritj 
had n definite idea ns to tlie propel 
kind of lubrlcalion reiiuiroil. Then 
was no uniformity.

Captain May nnd nsslstanl.s .set out 
to devcloi) n suitnlile liitiricant for the 
Lilierty motor at an average cost of 75 
j cents a gallon, and also a system for 
1 reclaiming oil already used. In 2$ 
days Captain May suiiervised the rtifi-’ 
ning of 87 engine tests in a lalioratory 
wliere five engiiie tests u week would 
be a complete program. Tlie.se en- 
gines were run witli different kinds of 
oils and each oil was analyzed nnd 
measured before nnd after tost.s. The 
work required ceaseless vigil. Alti- 
tude tests were made in an airtight 
building cnpahle of liaving the air 
within It partly exiiausted. 

From tliese tests the I.lberty aerf 
oil developed, it will cost about on* 
fourth tlie price of castor oil, suvin| 
the government perhaps $11,000,000 a 
year. A system of reclaiiiiiiig used 
oil was developed and at least ,50 per 
cent can be made fit to use again. 

The national war labor board has de- 
cided against cstnblislinient at this 
time of a niiiiinium wage to he applied 
generally tlirougliout industry. It 
adopts an attitude firmly opposed both 
to unjust profits on the part of capital 
nnd unreasniialile demands on the part 
of lahof, stating that capital should 
have only such reasonable returns as 
will assure its use for the world’s and 
the iiatiun’s cause, and tliut tlie physi- 
cal welllieiiig of lalior and its physical 
and mental effectiveness, in a comfort 
reasonable In view of tlie exigencies of 
tlie war, likewise sliould be assured. 

The board declares the war to be aa 
Interregnum in which the wlieels of 
industry sliuuld turn only in the com- 
mon cause and for common ends, and 
neitlier for unjust profits on tlie part

Th« f>r<>npnr<> nf the R. A. M. C. meD 
aid nnt neein to dlHturh the rnidert, b«- 
ceune many ■ Joke made In an under- 
tone. waa imaaeil along the wtndlng 
column, na to who would be flrat to 
take a ride on one of the atretchers. 
Thia waa generally followed by n wlah 
that. If yon were to be the one, the 
wound woutd be a “cuahy Itlighty 
cue." 

* The Btretrher benrera, no doubt, 
hoping that. If they did have to carry 
anyone to the rear, he would be email 
and light. Perhapa they looked at me 
when wlahlng, berauae I could feel an 
nncomfortable, boring aenaatlon be- 
tween my ahoulder bladea. They got 
their wlah all right. 

Going up thIa trench, about every 
atity yania or no we would paaa a lone- 
ly aentry, who In a whiaper would 
wlah ua "the beat o' lock, matea." We 
would blind at him under our breatha; 
that Jonah phraae to ua aounded very 
«mlnooa. 

Without any cnaualtlea the ralnatrel 
troop arrived at Suicide ditch, the 
front-line trench. Prevloualy. a wiring 
party of the Royal Bngineera had cut 
a lane through our barbed wire to en- 
able ua to get nut Into No Man'a I^and. 

Crawling through thia lane, our 
party of twenty took up an extended- 
4)rder formatlcn about one yard apart. 
We had a tap code arranged for our 
movementa while In No Man'a Land, 
berauae for vartoua reaaona It la not 
aafe to carry on a heated converaation 
« few yarda in front of Frlta’ llnea. 
The officer waa on the right of the 
line, while I waa on the extreme left 
Two tapa from the right would be 
paaaed down the line until I received 
them, then I would aend back one tap. 
The officer. In receiving this one tap, 
would know that hla order had gone 
•down the whole l|ne, had been under- 
atood, and that the party was ready 
to obey the two-tap signal. Two tapa 
meant that we were to crawl forward 
slowly — and believe me, very slowly — 
for flve yards, and then halt to await 
further Instructions. Three taps meant, 
■when you arrived within striking dis- 
tance of the German trench, rush it 
and Inflict as many casualties as pos- 
sible, secure a couple of prisoners, and 
then back to your own lines with the 
speed clutch open. Pour taps meant, 
'**1 have gotten you into a poaltlon from 
which it Is Impossible for me to extri- 
cate you, so you sre on your own." 

After getting Tommy into a mess on 
the western front he Is generally told 
that he Is “on hts own." This means. 
''Save your skin In any way posstbla." 
Tommy loves to bo “on bis own" behind 
the lines, but not during a trench raid. 

The star shells from the German 
lines were falling in front of us, there- 
fore we were safe. After about twen- 
ty minutes we entered the star shell 
none. A star shell from the German 
lines fell about flve yards in the rear 
and to Mie right of me ; we hugged the 
ground and held our breath until It 
burned out. The smoke from the star 
shell traveled along the ground and 
cfos.sed over the middle of our line. 
Some Tommy sneeseil. The smoke had 
gotten up hla nose. We crouched on 
the ground, cursing the offender under 
our breath, and waited the voliey that 
generally ensues when the Germans 
have heard a njilse In No Man's Land. 
Nothing happened. We received two 
taps and crawled forward slowly for 
flve yards ; no doubt the officer be- 
lieved what Old l'e|i|ier hud said, “Per- 
sonally I believe that that |>art of the 
Oeriimii trench is unoccupied." By be- 
ing careful atid remaining motionless 
wh^ the star shells fell behind us, we 
reached the German barbed wire with- 
out iiiisliup. Then the fun began. I 
waa scared stiff as it is ticklish work 
cutting your way through wire when 
shout thirty feet In front of you there 
la a line of Bodies Iwnklug out Into No 
Man's Land with their rifles lying 
across the parapet, stratning every 
sense to see or hear what ia going on 
In No Man's l-and ; because at night. 
Prits never knows when a bomb with 
Ills name and number on it will come 
hurtling through the air aimed in the 
direction of Berlin. The man on the 
right, one man in the center and my- 
self on the extreme left were equlpiied 
with wire cutters. These are Insulated 
'witti soft ruliber not because tlie Ger- 
man wires are chargeii witli electricity, 
but to prevent tlie cutters rubbing 
iiguinst the Imrlicd wire stakes, which 
are of Iron, nnd making a noise 
wliU'h may warn (he Inmates of the 
trcnt'b that someone Is getting fresh 
in tbi'ir front yitid. There Is only one 
way to cut u btiriied wire without noise 
nnd tbrougli costly experience Tuininy 
has lieconie an expert in doing this. 
You niiiKt grasp itie wire about (wo 
indies fiotn the stake In your rigid 
hand and cut belvxeeu the stake aud 
your liand. 

It >ou eut a wire improperly, a 
loud twatig will ring out on the night 
air like the snuppMig of a banjo 
string. 1‘eiliuiis Ibis noise cun be 
hcar-l only Jy»r flfty «»r seveiity flve 
yard-, liut In Touiiuy's mind It makes 
a loud noise iu Berlin. 

We had cut u lane about bulfwuy 
Ihrougb ibe vxire w lien, down tlie cen- 
ter of our line, twang! went an iiu- 
prujieily »-ut v'lre. We crouched down, 
i-arsiiig under our breath, trembling all 
aver, our kueaa lacerated ftoiu the

•tranda of the cut barbed wire on the 
ground, waiting for a challenge and 
the Inevitable volley of rifle Are. Noth- 
ing happened. I suppose the fellow 
who cut the barbed wire Improperly 
was the one who had aneexed about 
half an hour prevtonsly. What we 
wished him would never make hla new 
year a happy one. 

The officer. In my opinion, at the 
nolae of the wire nhould have given the 
four-tap aignal, which meant, “On your 
own, get back to your trenches as 
quickly as possible," but again he must 
have relied on the spiel that Old Pep- 
per had given us In the dngout, "Per- 
sonally I believe that that part of the 
German trench Is unoccupied." Any- 
way, we got careless, but not so care- 
less that we sang patriotic songs or 
made any unnecessary noise. 

During the Intervals of falling star 
■hella we carried on with our wire cut- 
ting until at last we succeeded In get- 
ting through the German barbed wire. 
At this point wo were only ten feet 
from the German trenches. If we were 
disoevered, we were like rats In a trap. 
Our way was cut off unless we ran 
along the wire to the narrow lane we 
had cut through. With our hearts In 
our Souths we waited for the three- 
tap signal to rush the German trench. 
Three teps had gotten about halfway 
down the line when suddenly about ten 
to twenty German star shells were 
fired all along tho trench and landed 
in the barbed wire In rear of ns, turn- 
ing night Into day and allhouetting ua 
against the wall of light made by the 
flares. In the glaring light we were 
confronted by the following unpleasant 
acene. 

All along tho German trench, at 
about throe-foot Intervals, stood a big 
Pmsslan guardsman with hla rifle at 
the aim, and then we found out why 
we had not been challenged when the 
man snaesed and tha barbed wire had 
been improperly cut. About three feet 
In front of the trench they had con- 
structed a single fence of barbed wire 
and we knew our chances were one 
thousand to one of returning alive. 
We could not rush their trench on ac- 
count of this second defense. Then

in front of me the challenge, "Mult,” 
given in KnglNh rung out, und one of 
the finest things I have ever heard on 
the western front took pluee. 

From the middle of our line some 
Tommy answered the challenge with, 
“Aw, go to h — 1." It must have been 
the man who had sneezed or who had 
Improperly cut the bariied wire; he 
wanted to show Fritz ttiat he could 
die game. Then came the volley. Ma- 
chine guns were turned lovise and sev- 
eral hotuhs were thrown In our rear. 
The Boche in front of me was looking 
down his sight. This fellow might 
liave, under ordinary cin'Utnstances, 
been hundsume, but when I viewed him 
from the trout of hts rifle he had the 
goblin# of childhood imagiuation rele- 
gated to the shade. 

Then came a flush In front of me, the 
flare of hts rifle — and my head seemed 
to hurst. A bullet had hit me on the 
left side (tf my face about half an 
lucb from Illy eye, smasliing the cheek 
bones. 1 put my baud to my face und 
fell forward, biting the ground aud 
kicking my feet. I thought I was dy- 
ing, hut, do you know, my past life did 
not unfold before me the way it does 
In novels. 

Tlie lilood was streaming down my 
tunic, and the pulu was awful. When 
I came to I said to myself, “Kmp. old 
boy, you heloug In Jersey Cily, and 
you'd better get buck (here as quickly 
as iiosslble." 

The bullets were cracking overhead. 
1 crawled a few foet buck to tlie Ger- 
iiiuu burtied wire, aud iu a stooping po- 
sition, guiding myself by the wire, 1 
went down the line looking for the 
lane we hud cut through. Before 
reaching this lane I came to a ilmp 
form wlilcii seemed like a bug of outs 
hanging over the wire. In the dim 
light 1 could see that Its hands were 
blackened, aud knew it was the lK>dy 
of one of my mutes. I put my baud 
on Uls bead, the top of which liad been 
tdowii off by a hoiuh. M.v Angers sunk 
into tha hole. 1 pulled my hand buck 


full of blood and brains, then I went 
crazy with fear and horror and rushed 
along the wire until I came to our 
lane. I had Just turned down this lane 
when aomething Inside nf me seemed | 
to sty, “Look around." I did so ; a bul- 
let caught me on the left shoulder. It 
did not hurt much. Just felt aa If aome- 
nne had punched me In the back, on4 
then my left side went numb. My arm 
was dangling like a rag. f fell forward 
In a aitting position. But all the fear 
had left me and I waa consumed with 
rage and cursed the German trenches. 
With my right hand I felt in my tunic 
for my flrat-ald or shell dressing. In 
feeling over my tunic my hand came 
in contact with one of the bomba which 
I carried. Gripping It, t palled the pin 
out with my teeth and blindly threw It 
towards the German trench. I must 
have been out of my bead, becauae I 
waa only ten feet from the trench and 
took a chance of being mangled. If 
tha bomb had failed to go Into tha 
trench I wonid have been blown to 
bita by tha exploalon of my own bomb. 

By the flare of the explosion of the 
bomb, which luckily landed in their 
trench, I aaw one big Boche throw op 
hla arms ind fall backwards, while hla 
rifla flew Into the air. Another one 
wilted and fall forward across tha 
sandbags — then blackness. 

Realizing what a foolhardy and risky 
thing I had dona, I was again seised 
with a horrible fear. I dragged myself 
to my feet and ran madly down tha 
lane through the barbed wire, itum- 
bllng over cut wires, tearing my uni- 
form, and lacerating my hands and 
legs. Just as I was about to. reach 
No Man's Land again, that same voice 
seemed to aay, 'Turn aronnd." I did 
so, when, “crack," another bullet 
caught me, this time In the left shoul- 
der about one-half Inch away from the 
other wound. Then It was taps for me. 
The lights went out 

When I came to I was crouching In 
a hole In No Man's Lanih This shell 
hole was about three feet deep, so that 
It brought my head a few Inches below 
the level of the ground. How I reached 
this hole I will never know. German 
“typewriters" were traversing back 
and forth In No Man's Land, tha bul- 
lets biting the edge of my shell hols 
and throwing dirt all over me. 

Overhead shrapnel was bnratlnff. 

I could hear the fragments slap tha 
ground. Then I went out once mora. 
When I came to everything was silence 
and darknesa In No Man's Laiul. I 
waa. soaked with blood and a big flap 
from the wound In ny cheek was hang- 
ing over my mouth. The blood run- 
ning from this flap choked me. Out of 
the corner of my mouth I would try 
and blow It back, but It would not 
move. I reached for my shell dressing 
and tried, with one band, to bandage 
my face to prevent the flow. I had 
an awful horror of bleeding to death 
and was getting very faint. You would 
have laughed if you had seon my 
ludIcrouH attempts at bandaging with 
one hand. The pains in my wounded 
shoulder were awful and I was getting 
sick at the stomach. I gave up the 
liandaging stunt us a bad Job, and then 
fainted. 

When I came to, hell was let loose. 
An intense bombardment was on, und 
ou the whole my position was decided- 
ly unpleasant. Then, suddenly, our 
barrage ceased. The silence almost 
hurt, but not for long, because Frits 
turned loose with shrapnel, machine 
guns, and rifle fire. Then all along our 
line came a clieer und our boya came 
over the top In a charge. The first 
wave was composed of “Jocks." They 
were a rangnifleent sight, kilts, flapping 
In the wind, bare knees showing, und 
their bayonets glistening. In the first 
wave that passed my shell hole, one of 
the "Jocks," an immense fellow, about 
six feet two Inches in helglit Jumped 
right over me. On the right and left 
of me several soldiers In colored kilta 
were liiiddled on the ground, then over 
came the second wave, ulao "Jocks." 
One young Scotlle, when he came 
abreast of my shell hole, leaped into 
the air, his rifle shooting out of hla 
liutids, landing about six feet in front 
of him, bayonet first, and stuck In the 
ground, the butt trembling. This iia- 
pressed me greatly.

He and 
the members of his family will be the 
flrnt to occupy It and it may be hand* 
ed down to his children to the fourth 
and fifth generation. 

On the qfher hand a change In em- 
ployment or drcumstapces may make 
It advisable to sell. 

So, when building or looking over 
plans keep those two thoughts In mind, 
for they are the factors by which the 
worth of your Investment Is governed. 

“What a beautiful home!" exclaims 
the passerby. A neighbor confirms 
that thought but adds that the Interior 
Is poorly arranged; that the resources 
of owner and architect seemingly were 
exhausted when the exterior was 
planned. 

Further down the street Is a house 
with a dreary and uninviting exterior 
appearance which haa a convenient 


Kltcbea Is compact and coBTsalcnf 
and that la all a kitchen need be. 

Upstaira are three large hedrooma, 
Mwlng room, bath, and nnmeroua com- 
modious closets. These closet! nre 
commodious with respect to floor aren 
hut cramped for height. They occupy 
the low space under the roof, but do 
not conttnne to the point where the 
mftera join the plate.

In many homes a considerable pei^ 
centage of the enclosed space Is of no 
practical value, hut the coat of such 
space Is just as great as though It 
were available for manifold uses. 

In home planning and home building 
— and the Idea of building a home or 
the desire to plan one la dormant or 
actlvo In every normal person — the 
chief trouble arises from endeavor to 
assodats Ideas that are Incompatible. 

Many home builders seek to use the 
feature Ideas of many houses and that 
la utterly Impossible for the Ideas are 
diaalmllar and cannot be put together 
withont disregarding cost or sacilflc- 
Ing appearance. 

In building a home the thought 
should be home In mind that every 
cubic foot of enclosed space repre- 
sents a fraction of the cost In actual 
practice the cost ranges from 15 to 90 
cents, per cubic foot If, due to ’care- 
less or Impractical arrangement, the 
apace Is not usable It represents a 
dead loss, and that fact will become 
painfully evident to the owner If ever 
the house Is placed on the market 

These practical Ideas of value 
should be kept In mind when exomln- 
Ing a plan with a view to Its adoption, 
or In making up tentative plans from 
which the final design is to be made. 

First American Ceinage. 

There never was a branch of the 
United States mint at Boston, but in 
early colonial days there was a mint 
there which coined money by authority 
of Massachusetts, permitted, of course, 
or at least not forbidden by Great Brit- 
ain.

and appointing John Hull mintmaster. 
He was a silversmith and an emigrant 
from ths old country. He must bavs 
been a man of some consequence, for 
in addition to lulutmaster he became 
town treasurer of Boston, captain of 
an artillery company and finally treas- 
urer of the colony.

Hull 
died In 1683 and the coinage was dis- 
cuutinued.

NEED FDR SCDUT LEADERS 

There is argent need of trained men 
and women for executive work In 
scouting. The demand for adequately 
trained leaders In newly created coun- 
cils and In the national organisation 
greatly exceeds tt^e available supply- 

The scout executive In large cities 
should compare favorably In breadth 
of vision, exeentive ability and broad 
cultural training with the anperlntend- 
ent of schools and other administra- 
tors of large affairs. The almost In- 
stant placing of executives of this 
caliber Is assured — while the amallcr 
field awaits the man of leas experi- 
ence and training. 

No one any longer doubts the per- 
manence of the hoy scout program. 
Its merits and value nre notgj’dy at- 
tested by popular appro\’al, but It now 
has the active support of thinking, 
serious-mIndM business and profes- 
sional men. 

It has demonstrated its usefulness 
to the community, the state and na- 
tion. Problems of policy, extension, 
supervision, nnd the like, within the 
boy scout organization, now have the 
attention of men of nil shades of so- 
cial, religious and political belief. 
The greatest problem that is facing 
the movement, however, Is that of 
professional leadership — the problem 
of finding trained men of vision, of 
business ability, and of profound Inter- 
est In education, who will devote their 
lives to the work as scout executives. 


8COUT8 CURE SNAKE BITE. 

A recent Illustration of the ready 
application of scout knowledge is the 
saving of the life of a New York boy 
who had been bitten by a copperhead 
snake. 

A group of young people want out 
on the Palisades for an outing. One 
of the members, William Sander, In 
fetching some drinking water dis- 
turbed a copperhead and was bitten In 
the hand by the snake. Fortunately, 
there was a group of boy scouts of 
Troop No. 64 of Manhattan In the Im- 
mediate vicinity, and he applied to 
them for assistance. Scoutmaster 
Oramling and Scout Finn applied a 
tourniquet and gave the other first-aid 
necessary. 

Later, on reaching the hospital for 
further treatment, the doctors declared 
that It was the quick and efficient work 
of the boy acouta that saved Sander’a 
life. 

Meanwhile, the other •acouta started 
out to find the snake, lliey killed a 
brown copperhead 86 Inches long that 
they believed la ,the one that bit young 
Sander. Then they searched the nel^- 
borhood and found a red copperhead 
and killed that and skinned it alsa 


HOW ONE SCOUT ENLISTED. 

With a good-aized man over hla 
shoulder. "Little Steve” Masso of 
Spokane. Wash., literally "packed” his 
way into the United States service. 

Steve had tried five times to get In- 
to the navy, but was turned down each 
time on account of bis height, 5 feet 1 
inch. 

“Now how do you suppose a little 
fellow like you could pick up a 
wounded comrade and carry him out 
of No Man's Land?" asked the exam- 
ining oflicer of Steve on his sixth at- 
tempt. 

“I’ll show yon," said Masso, and he 
promptly picked up a recruit who was 
standing nearby, and with the roan 
over bis shoulder, marched triumpb- 
aiitly around the recruiting office. 

"You’ll do,” tlie examining officer de- 
clared. and the boy explained that bis 
work with the boy scouts had taught 
him how to shoulder an injured com- 
rade. 

SCOUTS TAUGHT TO CREATE. 

It Is the prime purpose of the boy 
scout movement, abroad as well as in 
the United States, to teach buys that 
to create Is better than to destroy. 
Splendid first aid nnd other humani- 
tarian services have been rendered by 
the scouts In the present European 
war. 

In the I'nited Kta'es the scouts have 
assisted in Lil)erty loan and War Sav- 
ings stamp sales, in gardening and in 
food conservation, as dispatch bear- 
ers for the government in distributing 
pamphlets for the committee on pub- 
lic Information, have successfully con- 
ducted a country-wide census of black 
walnut timber fur the war department 
to make gun stocks and airplane pro- 
I>ellers. and have aided in the Bed 
('rose, the Y. M. C. A. and other war- 
service cainjuilgns.

BUQARLRBt RWBITB. 

Tt Is onr patriotic dnty to sbt* 
sugar. In many of the dishes needing 
sweetening some other 
sweet may Just as well 
be useil. Those who 
have never taken tbs 
trouble to care for a 
hive of bees are finding 
that one hive. If well 
cared for, will producs 
0U or more pounds of 
honey, with plenty left 
for the bees to winter 
on. b'oney tokM the place of sugar 
fairly 'veil, yet the liquid In the dtah 
will ni'ed to be reduiml ope-qunrter. 
Maple airtip Is aweeter than atigar, ao 
lest la needed, while corn sirup is not 
as sweet and a larger amount will be 
necessary to properly^ sweeten. 

Whey Honey. — Boil together one 
cupful of whey nnd one-third of a cup- 
ful of honey until of the consistency of 
strained honey. This sirup will keep 
Indefinitely and Is fine for wnflles or 
griddle cakes. Use a little thinner for 
pudding sauces. 

Whey Lemonade.— -To a quart of 
whey add eix tnblespnoiifuls 6f honey, 
the Juice of two lemous and the gratetl 
rind or a sliced lemon added for extra 
flavor. Mix, chill and ^rve as a bev- 
erage. If wanted for punch add any 
seasonable fruit with fruit Juices. Dou- 
ble the amount of honey and fruit 
Juice is about Uie right proportion for 
punch. 

Bar le Duo Currants. — Remove the 
seeiie from the large cherry curranta, 
using a darning needle. Take equal 
weights of currants and honey. Bring 
the honey to tlie boiling point, then 
add the currants nnd (wok until the 
skins are tender, being careful not to 
destroy the shape by rapid boiling. If 
the fruit is so Juicy thot the sirup la 
thinned remove the curranta and re- 
duce the sirup by boillqg until of the 
right consistency. Put Into glusoet 
and seal with paraffin. 

Honsy Charlotte Ruaae. — Chill one 
cupful of honey nnd stir it carefully 
Into a quart of whipped cream. Line 
11 dish with lady fingers and fill with 
the honey nnd cream. Set away to 
chill. Serve very cold. 

Honey or nuiple sU'up may be uaed 
in place of augur fur boiled frosting. 
Pour the boillog strap over the beaten 
white of the egg aud proceed as usuaL

HIGHLY SEASONED DISHES. 

Poods highly seasoned with condi- 
ments are called deviled fooiL Such 
dishes are popular for an 
appetizer, for lute sup- 
pers, picnics and lunch- 
eons. 

Deviled Chicken Legs. 

— Take the second Joints 
and the legs of n roast- 
ing or a spring chicken, 
reserving the hreaet for 
suind. Divide the parts, 
remove the bones nnd tendons and 
flatten the pieces by striking them 
with a cleaver. Make incisions 
lengthwise In the pieces, and till thess 
with deviled paste, brush with melt- 
ed fat and broil or fry in fut until 
cooked. Prepare the paste ne fol- 
lows: Put into a soup plate two 
tablespoonfuls of oalud dressing, half 
u teaapuonful of mustard, a scant half 
teaspoonful of curry powder and s 
half teaspounful of Worcestershire 
sauce. Mix nnd nse us aliove. Steaks, 
chops or slices of cold rousts may be 
treated with this paste equally us well. 

Deviled Bones,— Itub the deviled 
paste Into ihe meat left on ribs of 
heel’, brush wiih butter and broil. 
Herve not too well done. 

Deviled Ham. — Cut a moderately 
thick slice of cold boiled liiini, make 
incisions on both sides of It, rub these 
with the deviled paste, then with but- 
ter, nnd broil long enough to beat 
through thoroughly. Serve on a hot 
lilutter with u teaspoonful of Ihe paste 
spread over tiie hum Just us It guea to 
the table. 

Deviled Tripe. — Take well-eooked 
tripe that Is eold. ruh into it u liberal 
quantity of the deviled paste, brush it 
with sweet fut uml broil to u delicate 
brown. When done serve with a little 
paste on each piece of txiiie while 
hRt. 

Deviled Veal Chops. — ^Tuke thick 
chd|is and into the several gashes 
made with u sharp knife press us 
much of the paste as Is needed to sea- 
' son each chop. Dredge with crumbs 
and broil us usual or fry In a little 
I hot fat. 

Devlleil crabs, oysters or various 
fresh ti-b may be st-asoned wlHi the 
paste and eooked In hot fut, making 
most tasty dishea.

Heneratlons ago neither the farm 
uoiT the farm household hod any but 
minor dealings with the outside world. 
Under such conditions the need for 
accounts was slight. But those con- 
ditions no longer exist. The farm 
hoiuebold, though still In many cases 
receiving Its major support In farm 
products consumed at home, purchases 
far more extensively than ever be- 
fore from outside sources. Farm house- 
hold accounts have become essential 
to economy. 

t household expenses on the farm are 
very Intimately associated with the 
business of the farm Itself. The farm 
normally supplies much material 
wnich otherwise would become a 
household expense. The household, In 
turn, very often furnishes board for 
farm labor, which would otherwise he 
a farm expense. Merely from the 
standpoint of keeping track of house- 
hold expenses ns related to the farm 
liusiness, household accounts are de- 
fdrable and should serve to supplement 
and round out farm accounts. 

Ways of Keeping Records. 

There are two methods of keeping 
a record of household expenditures. 
One is to record the purchases or 
money paid out without classifying 
the expi’iidltures. The other is to clas- 
Blfy wi><*n the recor<l Is innde. 

TTie first method Is very simple, re- 
quires no special form, and gives all 
iie«'eosary Itiformntlon regarding ex- 
Itendltures. At the end of the month 
€ir at the end of the year the total 
exiiendlliires readily may he deter- 
mined. In order, however, to know 
the totals for each kind or class It will 
be necessary to make up a monthly 
sumniar.v. in which the Items will he 
rtlstrlhuted in different columns, by 
ctnsses. This extra work at the end of 
each mouth (or at the end of the year) 
may cause diseounigement and neglect 
«if clusslfieutlfui. with the result that 
the greatest good tliat could he derived 
from the reet>rd8 is not reullEtnl.

Ao 
counts are sometimes kept In a book 
having small pages. A small page, 
however, is soon filled, is often 
crowded, and the information is scat- 
tered over too many pages fop conven- 
ience in recording and studying the 
expenditures. 

In order to simplify accounts it Is 
well to group expenditures. If all In- 
dividual items were listed in separate 
columns, it would require a great 
amount of detail work. The distribu- 
tion of the different household expen- 
ditures Into groups is largely a matter 
of Individual viewpoints. The follow- 
ing ten divisions should be satisfac- 
tory for the average farm family : AH'* 
Imal food, fruits and vegetables, cereal 
products, other groceries, clothing, 
household fiirni.shings, running expen- 
ses, advancement, incidentals and sav- 
ings.

Peppers and Celery in Brine. 

Green peppers and celery can be 
preserved for future use by brining. 
If properly done peppers so prepared 
con be used as substitute for fresh 
peppers In pickles or salads, or after 
freshening in water can be used for 
stuffed pepper. Properly prepared 
they can hardl.v be told from fresh 
peppertu The method of brining Is as 
follows: 

Remove the stems and seed and 
pack nose down Into a water-tight, 
non-metallic receptacle, such as a keg, 
barrel, crock or glass fruit Jar. Cover 
with a brine made by adding two 
pounds of salt to each gallon of water. 
If a keg, barrel or crock is used, sus- 
pend a wooden cover In the brine ao 
that It will keep the peppers well below 
the surface. If the cover Is placed on 
the peppers and weighted without sus- 
pension, it will crush the peppers and 
make them lose their shape. Add 
more salt to the cover until no more 
will dissolve. If put in fruit jars or 
other containers that cun he seali-d, no 
I more salt need be added. In tills <-nse, 
allow to stand for three or four days 
to allow gas to escape, then fill per- 
fectly full with lirine and seal tight. 
Kegs nr barrels that have a good head 
<-an be filled full with peppers and 
brine and headed up. Fresh jieppers 
can be added from time to time as 
they mature. Before use, freshen iD 
water to remove salt and then use like 
fresh peppi>rs. 

Celery can lie preserved In the same 
mutiner, and after freshening is ex- 
cellent for soups, creamed celery and 
for flavoring purposes.

Labor Into Eaaentlal 
Induatriea.

So much lias been said and written 
In recent months on the sulijcwt of 
tlirlft, that It must hy this time he 
the self-evident fact that unless the 
strictest economy Is practiced hy the 
people of this country, the enormous 
sums and the mass'nf goods which tlie 
war nMjHlres cannot he forthcoming. 
The most Important contrlhntlon whieli 
the civllinn popnlatlon can make to- 
wards the winning of the war la to so 
order Its dolly life ns to prevent waste 
and tints make nvnllnhle for military 
purposes the goods and lalior wlilcli 
wonid ollierwlae be dissipated in pro- 
duction for unnecessary purposes. Not 
only must the spending of money for 
luxuries he dlseourngcd, but even so- 
called necessities must he used ns 
sparingly ns possible. It Is only In 
that wny thnt the growing need of our 
army and navy can be met. 

The amount which the Individual 
can thus contribute may sei-m small, 
but If all pursue such a course con- 
scientiously, the resultant saving Is 
enormous. - Sur®1y It Is due to our 
b^nve hoyAnt the front thnt our mili- 
tary operations be not hampered hy 
a lack of supplies due to production 
at liome being diverted Into non-essen- 
tial clinnnels. It must always be borne 
In mind and cannot he stated too often, 
thnt doing without something results 
In a double advantage to the govern- 
ment. The money thus saved Is made 
nvailahlc for the purchase of Liberty 
bonds and War Savings stamps and In 
addition a c^respondjng tmiount of 
labor and goods is reTea^sed for war 
purposes. 

To illustrate by a concrete exam- 
ple, if a man does not buy a new over- 
coat, but makes his old one do for an- 
other season, he not only can place at 
the disposal of the government the 
money which he would have used for 
thnt purpose, but the manufacturer 
can use that cloth and the labor for 
making the overcoat In manufacturing 
a military or naval overcoat for one of 
our soldiers or sailors. 

Thrift Will Help Win War. 

Fuel and food conservation work In 
a similar way and everything which we 
as individuals do without means Just 
so much more for our allies or fur 
ourselves for war purposes. The gos- 
pel of thrift cannot be preached too 
often or too strongly, not only for Its 
direct bearing on the war. luit also for 
Its eff(»ct on the future t'f i!r< 
try. We have been so lilessitl with 
natural resotirces and fncllltles for 
production, thnt we have been an ex- 
travagant people, and It is certain 
to he of Incalculahle advantage If we 
learn tlie value of saving. We have 
liecn extravagant not only In tlie ex- 
penditure of money, hut also In wliut 
Is even more important. In the use of 
our raw material and of our land. In- 
tensive fanning and full use of hu.v- 
Ing prndiKds are exiimples of tills kind 
of thrift, which If Intelligently prno 
tlced will tremendously increase our 
production. 

Saving to be effective must he sys- 
tematic and not hiiplinsard In cliaru'o 
ter. Tlie greatest advantage of War 
Savings associations or the purchase 
of Liberty bonds on the Instiillment 
idan is thnt they require the setting 
aside of a definite sum each w(>ek or 
eneli month and tlie making of the do- 
mestic liudget accordingly* And the 
remainder of the money thus set aside 
Is saved and investi-d In the premier 
security of tlie world. In the olillgii- 
• tion of tlie United States of America. 

Frugality Great Asset. 

Tlie prold(>ins of |ieiice are going to 
he no less -erlous tlmn those of war, 
lint we face tliein witli confidence. If, 
ns n result of tlie Imliits we Inive iie- 
(pilred during war time, we slmll Inive 
li(‘conie n tlirifty and economical peo- 
ple and n nation of savers. "Waste 
not. want not" Is a true old saying, 
liut its a|>plication whs never more fm- 
IMirtiiiit ItiHii now. France's greatest 
asset lias lieen tlie thrift and frugality 
of- lier p(*i pie and we can do no lietter 
than to eniiilale her in tills, as In so 
nmny oilier tilings. To do so each 
must do Ids or In r share and liy so do- 
ing divert priMiuction from non-essen- 
tials into essentials and nmke aviill- 
iilile tile lalior and goods needed fur 
iiillitiiry purposes. In tlie snme way,

He 
imused perspiring before tnnking a hist 
despairing effort. But before he could 
go on a tall, gaunt farmer stood up In 
the back of the house and waved his 
hand beseechingly: 

"Mister,” he said, “If you are done 
talking, give us a chance at tliein 
Thrift Stamps so we kin sigu up and 
get back to the field." 

He gave them the “chance." They 
bought nineteen hundred and fifty 
dollars' worth of stamps, nithougli 
there was not a man among them who 
owned property to the amount of two 
thousand dollars. 

“We own tills land," the farmer said, 
addressing the prominent citizen grim- 
ly as he passed up the Inst pledge curd, 
“we own all this country. The govern- 
ment at Washington belongs to us; 
we made it and It Is ours. The army 
in France is ours, too; they are our 
sons. We sent -dity-two hoys there 
from this district, and I reckon we 
know It Is our duty to work for them 
and take care of them while they are 
busy whipping them Gertiinns." 

This is the best, most serviceable 
and intelligent definition of patriotism 
I have heard since this war begun.

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Old Glory

I have M nmall hoy— ■ four-yMir-old 
— and th« othor day I made blia t 
*hnat” oat In the hark yard, with • 
aall that he ran ralae and lower, and 
at the top of the maat I tarked on a 
“fa(” to flutter In the hreeee that 
hlowa rontlnuoualy here on Long la- 
land. The "flag,” like the aall, la a 
ptere of old canraa. It llapa In the 
hreeae like any flag, hut It does not 
mean a thing I I can look out of my 
window and aee that "flag" fluttering 
and not feel the allghteat emotion of 
any aort I made It. I know It la 
nothing hut a piece of old canvaa, 
ripped from a large piece and nailed 
there. 

Some day — but Ood forfend any 
auch day — that "flag" ml^lit have a 
meaning for me. I might look out of 
my window and ace it fluttering there 
and know that my hoy would neaer 
again look up at it In hla play and 
the alght of the poor rag might fill my 
heart with agony. If any neighbor 
then came Into iny yard and laid rough 
hands on that flag and tore It down 
and trampled on It I think I would 
kill him. The poor rag would be ea- 
cred because of the memories that 
clung to it. 

It Is bccauae It means an much, Is 
the symbol of ao much, that our na- 
tion’s flag Is so sacred that the man 
who defiles It deserves to be shot 
down In the act. 

A flag Is a symbol, a sign, as the 
cross is a symbol and as the triangle 
Is a symbol. The mere silk or bunt- 
ing of the flag are nothing. A burial 
squad tramps through the woods bear- 
ing the body of a dead comrade, and 
digs hla grave and covers him over to 
his last bed. On the ground He two 
bits of wood. They are nothing but 
bits of wood, to be burneo, or to be 
left to decay. The dead man's com- 
rades pick them up and bind one 
across the other and plant the cross 
thus made at the head of the grove. 
Now the bits of wood have become a 
sacred sign and whoever destroys that 
cross, oP defiles It. or throws it down 
Is Indeed a dog. The bunting and tiM 
silk of our flag are nothing; not un- 
til they are assembled In the Stars and 
Stripes of our flag and thrown to the 
breese as the symbol of loyalty and 
patriotism do they demand our rever- 
ence. 

Why Wa Honor the Flag. 

We honor ^e flag because of what 
It stands for. Those who dishonor 
our flag dishonor all it stands for. In 
days like these, when our nation is at 
war, there 'might be placed under the 
dome of the capitol at Washington a 
great book of a thousand pages. On 
the first page might be Inscribed the 
American’s Creed, proclaiming a be- 
lief in national honor, national justice 

d national honesty and a belief In a 

M government for this free Amerl- 
•' a people. To Washington then 

jtht be called all the people of the 
nation, to sign, one after another, 
their names In the great book so that 
all America and all the world might 
know how each man and woman and 
child stood, until all our millions were 
enrolled. There is no need of this. 
The American’s Creed Is written In 
the Stars and Stripes of our flog. Our 
flog stands for all that could be writ- 
ten In the great book at Washington. 
It stands for honor, justice, national 
honesty and a free government, and 
when the time of stress comes, as at 
present, the flag is at hand, ready to 
be raised in twenty million homes, a 
proclamation of loyalty as valid as a 
signed and senled book. Our flag is 
not a gaily colored decoration to 
brighten our towns and villages; it is 
a cree«l — an "I believe" — to tell our 
neighbors, our nation, and the whole 
world how we stand. 

It Is remarkable to what an extent 
flags, even the sii'iplest, tell the na- 
tional stories. I chanced upon the flag 
of the little grand duchy of Luxem- 
burg a few days ego for the first time. 
I had long been familiar with the 
Luxemburg coat-of-anus, which Is a 
standing Hon on a barred shield, sur- 
moiinUMl by the ducal coronet, and I 
had Imagined the flag of Luxemburg 
would be something like that. It is 
three straight bars, or stripes, of red, 
white and blue. These are the colors 
of Prance, but they are arranged on 
the flag of Luxemburg as are the red, 
white and black of Germany, and not 
perpendicularly as in the French flag. 
The flag tells its own story. The peo- 
ple of Luxemburg 8|>eak German ; 
tbeir sympathies are entirely French. 

In something of the same way the 
flag of Great Britain tells its story, 
with the St. George's cross of Kng- 
land, St. Andrew’s cross of Scotland 
and St. Patrick's cross of Ireland com- 
bined. The true story of Prussianism 
and Its brutal aggrt-ssions is told by 
the German flags. The Germaji em- 
pire. so much boasted, is sliown by 
Its flag to be but a footstool oo which 
the king of I russia wipes his feel, for 
in Its center is the black eagle of 
I'russia, cr-)wr.ed. anJ the black cross 
of Prussia It smeared all over it. The 
Ger-nan emperor is I'nissiu and notb- 
Irg tint Prussia — a mllilury autocracy 
b'lMing Bavaiia. Wurttemburg. Sax- 
ony and all the other states In pawn, 
Ju.st Hs the kiug-kaiser would like to 
hold New York, ('aliforoia and all of 
America, and as he now holds help- 
leas Luxemburg and brave Belgium. 
The black In aH the German flags la 
the bUtek of Prussia, sod black is tha 


color that waa cboaen by fb« plratoB 
and rutthroata. 

livery one knows the atory of our 
own flag, with the thirteen stripes that 
signify the thirteen original atatefl 
of our Union, and the atara. ona for 
each atate In the Unlou today. Wnedi- 
er Ibdsy Ross nr another first sewed 
together the stripes and stitched tha 
original thirteen stars In place on 
their blue field matters little, for flags 
are not made In that way. Our flag 
waa made when the wise fathers of 
our nation decreed that this should be 
a union of sovereign states and that 
no kingly crown or Imperial eagle 
should appear on our banners. The 
long deliberatlona and deep wisdom 
of the founders of the nation made 
possible a flag of thirteen stripes when 
they decreed that each state should 
continue Its Individual existence un- 
der the national government, and In 
effect decreed the many-starred blua 
field when they said that new states, 
as they became worthy, might enter 
the Union. 

Rven then our flag was not a flag. 
It had to win a place for itself and 
a right to existence. It was as If the 
siriiies were not yet welded together 
or the stars riveted in their places. 
Through the long years of the Revolu- 
tionary war the American fighting 
men gave their lives and shed their 
red blood that the flag might become 
a permanency. Bach dying soldier by 
his death gave life to the flag. It was 
bom of their blood. 

There was no “separate peace” made 
by Massachusetts or New York or Vir- 
ginia, to tear one of the thirteen 
stripes from the flag or to rip one of 
the thirteen stars from the blue field. 
Year after year, cold, hungry, half 
clotlied, beaten about and buffetetl, 
retreating and advancing, the Revolu- 
tionary heroes who had at first fought 
under a dozen different flags, fought 
under the Stars and Stripes, making 
I it a flag. When the struggle ended 
: at Torktown the flag was already sa- 
I cretl, made so by the blood of those 
i who died for the freedom of their 
; fellow countrymen. Our flag was not 
made by those who worked with 
needle and thread but by those who 
died for high Ideals. .The blackest 
traitor that ever betrayed our country 
might sew silk or bunting together; 
our flag was made by Washington and 
hla men, Jackson and his men, Lin- 
coln and his men. The great minds 
and great hearts and brave men and 
women of the past made our flag a 
real flag. They made the flag for us; 
today we are making -it for those who 
will come after us. 


Mutt Be Made Again. 

I say we are making it, because you 
and I, I hope, are doing all we can to 
help our army and our navy win the 
fight against the blood-reeking autoc- 
racy that wishes to unmake half the 
flags of the world and put the modern 
flog of piracy In their places. For 
this Is true: Each flag that is a real 
flag must be made agaii> and again 
with the passing years. It Is true our 
flag has been made and perpetrated. 
In times of peace it has been u flag 
of peace and a truer symbol of peace 
than the white flag of submission. It 
has also been a war banner as glori- 
ous as any that ever floated above the 
beads of armed men. Again and again, 
when brave men fought for what they 
believed to be right and jnstice, our 
flag has been tom by shot and abell 
and drenched with blood. It has 
gone forth at the head of armies, silk- 
en and fringed with gold, to come 
back tom and tattered but a more 
splendid ensign of liberty than It had 
ever been before. It has left our ports 
floating from proud ships and has 
sunk beneath the waves when the bat- 
tered ships went down and was a 
greater flag then than It had been. 
Like the phoenix It has arisen from 
every fire of trial In renewed glory. 

And on each Flag day. It will float 
from the staffs of a million American 
homes, perhaps from tea million or 
twenty million, but Its greatest glory-r- 
tbe greatest glocy of its 140 years— is 
that it will float In the breezes of 
France and Flanders beside the flags 
of Belgium, France and Great Britain, 
and on the seven seas of the world, in 
the world’s greatest combat against au- 
tocratic brutality. No longer the flag 
of a group of colonies. Old Glory has 
become the banner of a world-power, 
the emblem of the mightiest free peo- 
ple that ever existed. 

Old Glory's New Birth. 

Never were the stripes of our flag 
brighter or the stars more brilliant on 
their field of blue than they are today. 
In field. In mine, in factory, in home, la 
garden, in camp, on ship, In trench and 
la battle line the men and women and 
the children of our vast free empire 
are united in one great cause, and tbe 
free flag cf a free people floats over 
them, unstained and unspotted. 

From generation to generation, since 
Old GInr)’ was born, flags have died, 
but Old Glory has bud new birth. The 
white flag of royal France and the 
standard of Napoleon have given way 
to the tricolor, but Old Glory still 
waves. From generation to generation 
our flag Is born anew, re-created In our 
hearts, ever better loved and more sa- 
cred in our eyes, be<‘ause it is tbe flag 
for which our beroes have died and be- 
cause It Is the symbol of the only gov- 
ernment that ran endure — a govern- 
ment of the (>eople, by tbe people aad 
for the people. It is the flag of no king 
or czar or emperor, but your Bag and 
Illy flag and the flag of the brave l>oy 
who has gone with a song on his njia 
to die that we may remain free. Earth 
has no greater glory today than Uld 
Glory. For a century and a half It has 
floated above our soil, a sign that we 
are free. Today it floats on alien 
breezes, in foreign lands, not for con- 
guest but na an earnest that aU na< 
tioos that desire 
fwtli be fre«

At no time in the history of the coal mining indus- 
try has there been such peace and tranquillity as now 
prevails between employers and employees. 

There are 700,000 men employed in and aiDund 
the coal mines of this country. If they could be kept 
steadily employed the year around we would hear very 
little complaint about coal famine. But this scorns 
to be a physical impossibility and we must deal with 
the situation as it pn'sents itself. 

During last winter’s severe fuel shortage the 
miners in many localities in this country worked on 
holidays and Sundays in order to relieve the situation. If an adc(|iiate 
car supply can be regularly maintained in the principal coal-producing 
districts of the country by the railroads, there will be no need for alarm 
about shortage of fuel, because we have an abundance of coal and a great 
army of the best coal miners in the world. The individual output of the 
American miner is more than that of the coal miner of any other country. 
We have some of the best coal deposits in the world and the physical 
conditions are adapted for large production. Our mines are modem and 
well equipped and capable of producing enormous tonnage. 

If the operators, the miners and the railroads co-operate, an abun- 
dance of coal for all needs, domestic and otherwise, will be supplied. My 
knowledge of the miner leads me to believe that he is willing and anxious 
to enter upon team work in this matter ‘with his employer, the govern- 
ment and all concerned, if given the proper opportunity; and it is only 
by this method that maximum results can be obtained. 

The miner has always been a man who loved his independence, and 
he can be relied upon to contribute his full e'flfort when approached in 
the proper spirit. In other words, he will co-operate, but cannot be 
driven. It is in this spirit of co-operation the success of the mining indus- 
try, as well as of all other industries, lies. Therefore the coal operator 
who desires to obtain the best results from his men should approach them 
in this spirit and the response will be wonderful. Controversies which 
in the past have been instrumental in promoting friction and increasing 
labor troubles, and which often resulted in strikes or lockouts, will become 
things of the past. 


Workingman Now Fighting That Democ- 
racy, Liberty and Justice Shall Not Perish

For years before this war broke out the dream of sentimental inter- 
nationalists of the world had been to prevent international strife by gen- 
eral strikes in case of wars of conquest. At a meeting several years ago 
of the miners’ representatives from many lands an English delegate pro- 
posed a resolution providing that in the event of a war of aggression 
the miners of both countries involved should refuse to dig coal. The Ger- 
man delegation said that if such a resolution was ever introduced they 
would have to withdraw, for if they even sat in a meeting in which such 
a resolution was discussed they would be tried and executed for treason. 

The same thing has happened on other occasions. The German delega- 
tions always knew they would have to refuse to have anything to do with 
any proposal to interfere with their government’s plans for world con- 
quest or face a firing squad. 

My personal experience while studying the labor movement in Ger- 
many was such as to make me more than ever and absolutely and unquali- 
fiedly back of our government in this war. 1 found absolutely no democ- 
racy in the German labor movement. No meeting of workingmen could 
be held in Germany without government police supervision. No one could 
speak in a foreign tongue at any labor meeting without first submitting 
his speech to the autocratic government, having it censored and being 
given a permit to make the address. 

For years in Germany formation of labor unions was absolutely pro- 
hibited. Workers had to meet secretly and in imminent peril of arrest. 
When the German government finally saw tbe workers could not be intimi- 
dated in this way, it grudgingly granted permission to organize, but 
under so many restrictions that any true expression of labor’s aims and 
desires was impossible. 

Our forbears disputed the demands of kings and potentates. Bebelling 
against religious intolerance and social injustice, they started our first 
great war. It was successful. 

The second great crisis of our nation brought on the war for the 
elimination of human slavery. It, too, was successful. 

Now we are at an even greater crisis. We are fighting that democ- 
racy, liberty and jtutice shall not perish from the earth. Again we must 
and we will be successful. 

The time for argument is pasf. The pacifist’s cowardly pleas are 
dead. You must now either be pro-American or pro-German ; pro-democ- 
racy or pro-autocracy. There can be no falling back, no wavering. All 
of us must be heart and soul for democracy and victory or for autocracy, 
militarism and slavish subjection.

Treasury Department Tells How 
the American Public Has 
Been Made to Pay. 


BR INCREASES OVER 1916 


Frefluesra of Foodstuffs Made the Most 
■nefWMOi Froflto, and Nearly Every 
Other Branch of Industry Piled Up 
Huge RIehee. 


There is many a man now in America who talked against prepared- 
ness for years that wishes he had bit his tongue out. 

But let us think of the present and the future rather than of the 
past. It is true tliat “of all sad words of tongue or pt^u, the saddest are 
these: It might have been.” But that will only help us now if we use 
it as a lesson to teach us something for the future. 

If we win this war it will cost us a lot, because we are not seeking and 
probably never will seek indemnity from the Germans, and if they lose they 
will have nothing to pay indemnity with, even if we did demand it. 

If Germany wins — France will pay half or more of her territory — 
England will pay with the loss of her fleet and lialf or more of her army — 
America will pay tlie money indemnity to make Germany whole for all 
tbe losses she has suffered. That indemnity will make the Liberty loans 
ot twenty or thirty billions, as they uisy eventually be, look tick. 


WanhInRton, Aug. 17. — The treasury 
department’s report on proflteerlng. 
Just completed In response to a senate 
resolution and covering 81, MK) corpo- 
rations, reveals the fact that aston- 
ishing profits have been made In al- 
most every branch of Industry In 
America In 1010 and 1017. The names 
of the concerns are not made public. 

The treasury department tnkes the 
position that It would be a violation 
of existing law to make public the 
names of corporations and their earn- 
ings. The senate re.solutlon Is not suf- 
ficient to suspend the law ; It would 
require a joint resolution, the treasury 
department holds. 

The most extraordinary profiteering 
revealed by the report was In food- 
stufTs. rroducers of nearly all the 
eoinmnn necessities of life were shown 
to have made enormously Increased 
profits In 1017 over 1010, although their 
earnings In 1010 were in numerous 
cases far above the 100 per rent mark. 
Meat packers’ profits were shown to 
have Increased suhstnntially. One 
large packer made flO.OOO.OOO more In 
1017 than in 1010. 

In the Iron and steel Industry sensa- 
tional profits were disclosed. In coal 
and oil profits mounted to unparalleled 
figures. Public utilities of virtunll.v 
every character also came In for a lib- 
eral share of the Increased prosperity. 

Large Profits of Dairies. 

Among the dairy concerns large In- 
creases of profits were shown. One 
company with $000,000 ciipitnl made 
SIOO.OOO In 1017, against $25,000 the 
year before. The small dairymen 
made the largest percentages of in- 
creased profits. One little concern 
with a capital of $2,400 made $11,059, 
as compared with $4,000 for 1910. 

Fruit and vegetable growing indus- 
try’s profits Increased considerably 
over those for 1010, although they 
were fairly large for that year. One 
concern’s profits were 240 per cent 
more for 1017 than for 1010. Concerns 
with small capital showed the largest 
increases. 

Wheat, com and barley growing was 
not* BO profitable, according to the re- 
turns. One concern with $425,000 cap- 
ital lost money. 

Stock breeding showed substantially 
Increased profit In nearly all the con- 
cerns listed. The Industry also showed 
large profits for the previous year. 
One concern’s profits were 255 per 
cent more In 1917 than In 1010. 

A largo number of industries listed 
as “miscellaneous agricultural Indus- 
tries’’ showed some strikingly large 
profits, beginning In 1010 and increas- 
ing rapidly in 1017. 

Food Men Gain Riches. 

Of 210 concernfi listed under the cap- 
tion “Bread and other baking prod- 
ucts." profiteering of an amazing char- 
acter was shown. For example, one 
company capitalized at $40,000 in- 
creased Its profits from $.50,000 In 1010 
to $107,000 In 1917. Few of them 
showed increases of less thaa 20 per 
cent on their capital stock. 

In the canning industry one com- 
pany which earned 377 per cent In 
1910 earned 1.047 per cent In 1917. 
Another, capitalized at $0.8,000, made 
$247,000 In 1017, against $00,000 In 
1910. A $.50,000 concern which made 
$25,000 in 1010 made $142,000 In 1017. 

The manufacture of syrups, molas- 
ses and glucose netted much Increased 
profit. One company with $3.50,000 
capital earned $303,000 In 1017 against 
$170,000 In 1010. Ire cream was an 
especially hig money maker. 

Of more than 500 flour, feed and 
grist mills listed only a few failed to 
show largely Increased profits. One 
$2..500,000 concern made $762,000 la 
1910 and $1,200,000 in 1017. 

There was a general upward rise In 
most packing companies’ profits. The 
largest concern listed had a capital of 
$100,000,000. u|>on which It earned $40,- 
000,000 in 1017, against $30,000,000 In 
1010 . 

Startling Profits In Leather. 

I.eather niiinufuclurers. Including the 
dealers In hides, and makers of hoots 
and shoes and trunks and vallseH, 
made profits In 1010 and 1!M7 that are 
startling. One shoe manufacturing 
concern, with $l,000.0fK) capital, made 
I 313 per cent in 1010, hut no excess In 
1017. 

Scores of' hoot and shoe manufac- 
turing concerns, wh<»se capital was 
from $100,000 to $l.(gM).(ggt. made sll 
the way from 20 to more than l.OOO 
per cent In 1010. 


Our Silver Geee to India. 

The vieeroy of India. I.ord f'lielms- 
ford, returns thanks to the American 
government for its contrihutloii to the 
silver supiily. There Is plenty more 
that ean l>e spare<l. Only $77.0tM),0ii0 
of the cart-wheel standard silver dol- 
lars are In circulation, while about 
$ 440 , 000,000 are stored in treasury 
vaults and repretu-iited in elrculation 
by silver certificates — in effect, war» 
house rei-eipts. The borrowing from 
tbe treasury l>y our governineiit of a 
ftw hundred uiillious of the discs to be

Coal Men Pile Up Wealth. 

The Pennsylvania and West Vlfs 
glnla anft coal mining companies made 
enormous excess profits In 1017, ac- 
cording to the report. The large com- 
panies all made profits In 1010 ranging 
from '25 to 150 per rent. 

In 1017 all of the large hltumlnoiia 
operators, the report shows, made tin- 
usnal profits. One mine made 1.02H 
per cent on Its capital In 1010 and 4.3.*I7 
per rent In 1017. Another made 1,87’J 
per cent In 1010 and 5,08,8 per cent In 
1017. 

Profits of the midcontinent hilutni- 
nous operatora were stualler, averag- 
ing 50 per rent. , 

The hIg oil producing companies of 
Illinois, Indiana, New York, I’ennsyl- 
vanla, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
West Vlrglida made from 28 to 80H 
per cent In 1010 and enormous excesa 
profits In 1017. The Texas, Oklahomii 
and Kansaa oil oompantea showed 
similar proflta for both years. 

All of the garment manufacturer!* 
made gigantic profits in 1010, those for 
the larger companies ranging from *25 
to 75 per cent Hint year. They showed 
excess proflta In 1017 of from 5 to 55 
per cent. 

Small dealers In flour and grain, 
with capital stock of from $1,000 to 
$8,000, made excess profits that ranged 
as high as 510 per cent. 

The report also shows that the small 
dealers In furniture and other house- 
hold goods made enormous profits last 
year, with excess profits os tilgh us ilTitt 
per cent. 

Retail dealers in tobacco made enor- 
mods profits off the smokers of the 
countr.v, the highest being 3,170 per 
cent, and the average approximately 
80 per cent In 1010. These profita 
were doubled during 1017. 

Auto Builders Wax Fat. 

Most of the autoniohlle comiuinles 
hit high marks in earnings in 1010, hut 
they went still higher In 1017. Tho 
largest listed, however, did not show 
any extraordinary Increase In profits 
over those of 1010. One company with 
$31,000,000 capital In 1010 earned $17,- 
000,000, then boosted Its capital stock 
to $90,000,000 and then earned $2:1,-, 
000,000. A $19,000,000 concern which 
earned $4,008,000 in 1010 made $.5,258.- 
000 in 1017. A $10,000,000 company 
made $4,713,000 in 1017, ngulast $4.- 
100,000 In 1010. 

A tin plate mill with $40,000,000 cap- 
ital made $54,000,000 net profit In 1017, 
against $19,000,000 in 1010, or an itk- 
crense of 72 per cent on Its cupilal 
stock. 

Transportation, public utilities, and 
light and power companies, with very 
few exceptions, fared exceedingly well 
during 1010 and 1917. Their proflta 
In 1910 genemlly ranged from 6 to SO 
per .cent on their capital stock, while 
they nearly all made excess profits In 
1917. of from 3 to 85 per cent. Profits 
of the large public utilities companies 
In 1016 and 1017 ranged from 11 to 25. 
per cent. 

Steam and electric railroads In lOlff 
made from 17 to 207 per cent profits, 
while In 1017 they made profits in 
excess of 1010 that ranged betw’een 15 
and 20 per cent, according to the re- 
port. 

Marine, fire, and life Insurance con- 
cerns enjoyed unusually large In- 
creases In proflta. One company 
earned 403 per cent more on Its cap- 
ital stock In 1017 than In 1010. An- 
other capltnllzeil at $700,000 increased 
Its Income from $324,000 in 1016 to 
$3,778,000 In 1017. 

How Dry Goods Men Fared. 

A list of 2,092 clothing and dry 
goods merchants. Including department 
stores, showed profits for 1017 In ex- 
cess of those over 1016, as high as 
101.43 per cent on tbe capital stock. 
The concerns niakiug tbe enormous 
profits, however, were the smaller 
firms. 

Itetall grocers and provision brokers 
made their enormous “war profits" 
In 1010, the report shows. The gro- 
cers made only a small profit in 1017 
in excess of their lOM) profits. Of the 
1,0.88 concerns listed In the report, 
however, only a dozen show profits of 
less than 20 per cent on their capital 
stock Id 1010. the year before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war, and the 
profits of some concerns that year 
were as high as 1,813 per cent. Most 
of the grocers, both large and small 
concerns, the report shows, made av- 
erage profits In 1016 of from 50 to 200 
per cent.

BABE FISH CAUGHT 

A large fish was killed Sunday 
morning in Hayward's creek, Quincy ! 
Neck, between the Fore River ship- j 
yards end Quincy avenue. ! 

The fish was noticed by some boys | 
who were swimming in the creek i 
and they ran ashore, crying that a ! 
shark was after them. The creek ' 
at the point is not bigger than a 
good-sized brook and the fish could ; 
easily be seen. 

Kenneth Thayer of Thayer place, 
South Braintree, a fireman on a Fore 
River yard locomotive, heard the 
cries of the boys and ran to the 
bank armed with a heavy poker. 
With the hook of the poker he pulled 
the fish up on the bank and killed 
it. The fish weighed 175 pounds and 
measured 4 feei 8 inches in length 
and 5 feet 6 inches from the tip of 
one fin to the tip of the other. 

These fins or fiappers, as some 
fishing men called them, were back 
of the bead and there were two 
other fins, a large one on top and a 
smaller one underneath. The fish 
hung on the end of a derrick chain 
nearly all day. and Its picture was 
taken by the official photographer of 
the Fore River Company. 

Later the fish was pronounced a 
mola mola, according to the Boston 
Society of Natural History. 

Much relief will be felt by the 
bathers of that section because of 
the prevalent belief that the fish was 
seme kind or man-eating shark. 

A mola mola. according to the sci- 
entists. is a sort of sun fish, some- 
times known as a mill-wheel. It baa 
bc'n found in these waters before 
and is indigenous to temperate 
1 vatera. ,

personal effort and enterprise and 
private Initiative after the war. 

They have tried bureaucratic regime 
and governmental centralization for 
many years, and. on the whole, their 
expressions indicate that they see 
little reason to be particularly grati- 
fied with the results of that system. 

SPAIN NEUTRAL 
BUT SYMPATHETIC 

As to Spain, although German In- 
trigue. unscrupulous plotting and 
propaganda are rampant, the wide- 
ly prevalent impression that her peo- 
, pic are predominantly pro-German is 
erroneous. Spam is neutral and 
‘ means to remain out of the war, but 
I am convinced that her sympathies, 
on the whole, are more pro-Ally tiiun 
otherwise, and can be made still 
more so. 

The developments Incident to the 
{ war have greatly strengthened, to- 
I aether with the economic position an . 

I prosperity, the national conscious- 
ness of Spain. Their policy is Spain 
for the Spaniards. They don't intend 
' after the war to be the tail to the 
I kite of any nation or group ot na- 
I lions. 

The prevailing sentiment is friend- 
ly to America, and 1 am convinced 
that with ^understanding, tact and 
sympathy towards Spain, coupled 
I with a reasonably liberal policy in 
I furnishing her the raw materials, 

' and other things she needs from us, 

I we can obtain everything from her 
j which we have a right to expect from 
' a friendly disposed neutral. 

Several plans are under contempla- 
tion for closer and more active re- 
lationship between America and Spain 
after the war. which Is greatly to be 
[ welcomed from the point of view of 
both people. 

I The Germans are leaving no stone 
■ unturned to secure for their indus- 
; tries and commerce after the war an 
! iidvantageous, influential and per- 
I manent footing in Spain, whicli coun- 
it ry. owing to its geographic ami eco- 
nomic situation, bids fair to be an 
important field of activity. 

It is to be hoped that, we shall not 
delay too long in laying at least the 
ground work tor tlie adequate asser- 
tion of American enterprise in Spain. 
The country offers a number of com- 
I mercial opportunities and great nat- 
i Ural advantages, apart from being re- 
nietc with beauty and interest. 

THE .MORALE OF 
;THE A.MERICAN ARMY 

I I cannot find words to express the 
depth and intensitv of my admiration 
for the spirit, the morale and the 
achievements of tlie American army. 

It is dilliculL to speak /Of our hoys 
and their leaders without using lan- 
guage which may sound rhapsodical, 
and which is yet no more than the 
bald and sober truth. 1 have met a 
t great many officers and men on the 
1 boat going over to Europe, at cur 
, arpjy bases, along the lines of com- 
^ muuication and at the front. . 

1 Everywhere 1 found the same sim- 
I pie and unostentatious, yet grim and 
[ iron determination to hold life cheap 
, for the honor and glory and safety 
of America: everywhere the same 
modest, sympathetic* and soldierly 
bearing, and keen and quick-witted 
adaptability: everywhere the same 
note of splendid and eager courage, 
of willing discipline and service, ot 
uncomplaining endurance under hard- 
ships and discomforts, of buqyant 
good nature and humor, of clean and 
kindly thought and ' feeling. 

There Is grateful acknowledgment 
in the army of many things admirab- 
ly done for tbe welfare of the 
men. And there is universal thank- 
fulness that, as far as It is humanly 
noBsible to prevent it, tbe home au- 
thorities havo not permitted politics 
! to touch the army, and that merit is 
souglit, for. recognized and rewarded. 

ONLY AUNOR j 

COMPLAINTS 

I did not. hear a single real com- 
! plaint except on one minor score — 
and on that tbe complaint is almost 
unanimous — namely, the stiff collar 
and general iuappropriateness and 
discomfort of our army uniform, 

' which, by the universal verdict of our 
! own men and those of other nations, 

! is both t^e least well-appearing and 
I the least practical of all uniforms, 
i, 'There is also some grumbling 
I about the dilatoriness in making pay- 
I ment to soldiers, and about the slow- 
; ness with which mail is handled — the 
latter a really serious grievance, for 
I prompt and frequent communication 
from and with home is of great im- 
' Doriance to the morale of tbe army. 

I In addition to tbe magnificent rec- 
ord our army has already made as a 
figbtnig force, and tbe promise, amply 
I warranted, of further great achieve- 
ment, tbe capacity which our West 
Pointers in command of the great 
army bases have demonstrated for 
{ far-sighted, broad-visioned, boldly- 
I conceived planning, for constructive 
, work and for efficient business organ- 
i ization is nothing short of marvel- 
! ous. 

I I am pretty familiar with big or- 
: ganization work, but 1 have seen 
nothing which imnressed me more, 
and very few things, indeed, which 
I Impressed me as much as the work 
' planned, executed and administered 
^ at tbe French harbors, at our bases 
I end along our line of supplies by 
' that great chief. General Pershing, 
and tbe officers whom be has plac^ 
in direct charge. 

I Nor have 1 met anv wiser or better 
posted or more hard-working men than 
those at tbe bead of special depart- 
ments of the army with whom I bad 
, occasion to come into contact. 

And from what I have seen at 
Brest and elsewhere tbe same spirit 
of devoted and unselfish service and 
I /'f intense, unsparing, ceaseless effort 
nervades the navy.

GRATITUDE TO ITS DEFENDERS 

An immense debt of gratitude and 
recognition is due from the nation 
to its defenders. They have won 
golden opinions wherever they have 
been in Europe, they have been • 
revelation to oth«r nations, they have 
shed lustre upon the name of Ameri- 
ca-

In the way of fighting, of planning, 
constructing, administering, no one 
can see their morale, spirit and be- 
havior without being deeply thrilled 
with pride and gratitude. 

No American can conic in touch 
with the affectionate admiration, with 
the trust and faith of the allied na- 
tions towards our country without 
feeling even more profoundly and 
reverently than before the high privi- 
lege of being an American citizen, 
and without being stirred by a sol- 
emn sense of the obligation to do 
whatever he Individually may be 
capable of doing, to prove himself 
a worthv servant of the Great Re- 
public in war as well as in peace, 
and an earnest and sincere helper, 
however mmlesliv and humbly, towards 
the realization of her high Ideals 
and lofty mission.

War Time Sweeteners 

MERICA has several excellent war time sweet- 
eners that will be used largely during the 
■hortage in the sugar supply. 

They are maple sugar, avrups, honey and 
molasses and may be used in preparing dea- 
aerta and other dishes requiring sweetening. 

When a cup of syrup or honey is used 
to replace a cup of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should be decreased one-fourth. 
One-third of a cupful of sugar is equivalent 
to one-third of a cup of honey, about one-

half cup of syrup and about one-half cup of com sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of augar is equal to about one-half 
cup of ^rup or pne-third cup of com sugar. One tablo- 
apoon of augar if equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and ono- 
third tableapoona of com sugar. 

Sugar may bo saved by the use of raisins, dates, flea, 
dried peare and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals. 

Fruit marmaladea, butters and jellias should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as aceessorioa to it. Fruita may bo preserved without 
eugar. It may be added when eugar is more plentiful. 

Reserving demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 
heavy syrup. 

If sugar is used one-half of tho amount may be replaced 
by another sweetener. 

Drying is a means of preserving (without sugar) ap- 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 

When ready to use they hiay have added the needed 
sugar in the form of a syrup. Whan sugar is more plentiful 
fruit juices may be made into jellies or may bo used aa 
fruit juices with or without augar, aa beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 

Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. They 
should be used freely. Desserts where sugar is scarce 
may be made of gelatins, junketa, custards, puddings and 
cakes.

Later on I 
learned that she was taking my pulse 
•very few ininutes, as I was very weak 
from the loss of blood and they ex- 
pected me to snuff B. but I didn't. 

From the train we went Into ambu- 
lances for a short ride to Hie hospital 
ship Fanutiia. Atioilier palace and itiore 
angels. I don't remember the trip 
across the channel.

Ill three weeks' time, owing to the 
careful treatment received, I was able 
to sit up and get my hearings. Our 
wnrd contained seventy-Ave patients, 

00 per cent of which were surgical 
cases. At the head of each bod hung 
a temperature chart nnd diagnosis 
sheet. .Across this sheet would he 
written “G. S. W." or “S. W.." the for- 
mer meaning gun shot wound nnd the 
latter sliell wound. The "S. W." pre- 
dominated. especially among the Bnyal 
Field artillery nnd Boyni engineers. 

About forty different regiments were 
represented, and many .’irguments en- 
sued as to the respective Aghting abil- 
ity of each regiment. The rivalry waa 
wonderful. A Jock arguing with au 
Irishman, then a strong Cockney ac- 
cent would butt In In favor of a Lon- 
don regiment. Before long a Welsh- 
man. followed by a member of a York- 
shire regiment, and, perhaps, a Cana- 
dian Intrude themselves and the argu- 
ment waxes loud and furious.

Several Tommies 
try to duck this unpleasant Job by tell- 
ing the visitors Hint they cannot write, 
hut this never phases the owner of Hie 
album ; he or she, generally she, offers 
to write It for them and Toininy li 
stung Into telling his experiences. 

The questions asked Tommy hy visi- 
tors would make a clever Joke book 
to a military man.

Rtudylng Hie velocity of shells and 
hiillels Ared In the war led Maurice 
Hanger, a French geometer, to turn 
to the o'd question of Ihe time.

POPUUR G AMES I N ENGLAND 

Yankee Stare Create Enthusiasm for 

Baseball and Other Sporte— Talk 
of World Series. 

American attiletes reign supreme In 
old England. Scores of baseball play- 
ers, who recently cavorted around the 
diamond in the good old U. S. A., have 
arrived In London. Clever pugilists 
also are arriving with the Yankee 
troopers. Virtually every realm of 
sport is represented in the thousands 
of American soldiers and sailors who 
reach England before they are sent 
to the trenches of Franco or to Uncle 
Fain’s fleet in foreign waters. After 
four years of hard flghting, the ranks 
of British sportsmen hove been 
thinned to alarming proportions by the 
loss of hundreds of crack athletes, 
now resting in heroes’ graves, and 
enthusiasm was on the wane until 
the Americans put fresh life into every 
indoor and outdoor sport. The organ- 
ization of tile Anglo-American Base- 
ball league has laid the foundation for 
baseball and tbe games in London 
have been largely attended. So much 
enthusiasm has been created that 
there is talk fur a real international 
world series with contestants from 
America, England, France and Can- 
ada. 

BALL GAME GAINS FOOTHOLD 

Five Leagues Now Operating in France 
— 6,000 Americano Playing Be- 
hind Firing Lines. 

Baseball in the American army in 
France gradually is becoming organ- 
ized. Five leagues or sections have 
been formed. Tlie six teams of each 
section will play a short season, with 
tbe winners of the sections meeting lat- 
er in the year. 

Besides tliese organized teams, there 
are hundreds of others that are not or- 
ganized. It is estimated that, all told, 
nearly 5,000 American figliting men are 
playing the national game behind the 
buttle lines.

No League Club Hae Ever Suffered 

So Many Revereee in a Row— 
American League Record Ec- 
tabllched by Boston. 

A baseball world’s record was hung 
up June 22, IJWP, which has never 
since been equaled or surpnss«Ml. 
MoriMiver, no club in any league en- 
ter! :iina any ambition to break this 
record. On tbo date mentioned the 
I.onlsvllie einh of the old Amerlenn as- 
soi-intion lost its twenty-sixth conseiMt- 
tlvc game. No league club has ever 
stili'cred so many reverses in a row. 

’I’he following year, 1800, the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates were apparently Intent 
upon smashing the Louisville record, 
hut they fell short by three games, 
losing twenty-three games In sncees- 
sion. Although Niniick’s men fulled 
to deprive Louisville of its duldous 
record, they did succeed In setting np 
a Natlon.al league record. Tlie .Ameri- 
can league record for straight defeats 
was established In IPOfl, when the 
Boston Red Sox, under the manage- 
ment of Jnmes .T. rolllns, were van- 
quished In twenty straight games. 

The old Amerlenn association. In 
which Louisville set up a hard luck 
record that has endured for nearly 
thirty years, was classed as a major 
league. In the following year, how- 
ever, It was another story, and the 
team that had tasted so much de- 
feat in such big bimcbcs captured the 
pennant In 1800. Cincinnati was the 
first champion of the old association 
in 1882. 

The following year the Phiindelphin 
Athletics were victorious, and the 
New York Metropolitans annexed the 
flag in 1884, and played Providence, 
the National league winners, in the 
first aeries for the professional 
world’s championship, hut were de- 
feated by the Rhode Island clnb In • 
three straight games. 

SL Louis then took four straight 
pennants ih the Araerionn nssncla- 
tton. Brooklyn led in that circuit in 
1889, losing to New York in the con- 
test for the world’s flag. Brooklyn 
went Into the National league In 1800 
and played Louisville, the American 
association champion, in the world’s 
series, each clnb winning three games, 
W’hen the series was stopped by cold 
weather. Boston captured the last 
pennant of the old K. A. In 1801, but 
no world's series was played that 
year. 

RECORD HELD BY CLEVELAND 

Only Ttan In American Leagua to 

Escape HItleM Pitching of Bee* 
ton^ Red Sex Hurlero. 

Since the American league included 
Boston In Its membership every other 
club In the league except Cleveland 
has been held hitlesa by a Red Sox 
pitcher. 

Dutch Leonard’s performance dn 
June 8 was the eighth hitless game 
pitched by a Boston American league 
boxman. Back in 1004 Cy Young 
set down the Athletics without a safe 
hit, and in the same year Jesse Tan- 
nehill rei>eated against the White 
Sox. Bill Dineen got a co-hit deci- 
sion over the White Sox the follow- 
ing year. 

In 1008 Cy Young blanked the Yan- 
kees' batsmen for nine innings and 
in 1011 Joe Wood joined the circle 
with a no-bit game against the 
Browns. 

George Foster set the Yanks down 
hitless in 1016, Ernie Shore turned the 
trick against tlie Senators last sea- 
son, and now Leonard adds tbe Tigera 
to the list.

Yet a glance at the door plana will 
show that aeveo large rooms have been 
tucked away within, and no sugges- 
tion of crowding la evident. The de- 
sign is an exceptional one from every 
siaod{»uint. 

I'be sides of the house are finished 
with alternate wide and narrow rows 
i>f beveled sidiiig. haviug fancy pauel 
work set up uuder the gables. The 
porch rail is built up from the grouud 
line with rough brick, capped with an 
overhauging ledge of brick turned up 


three little vertical {mnels of plate 
glass, and {lasses through the house to 
the handy rear porch. 

The living room la large enough to 
entertain several guests. It extends 
acroot the entire .width of the bouse 
and is lighted through six windows. A 
fancy balostmde with two square 
{mats Is built along the aide of the 
ataircaae leading to the ap{>er floor. 
The staircase la directly In front of 
the door o(>ening from the front porch. 
A brick fireplace is set into the wall 
at the end of the room to the left of 
thia entrance. In the comer of the 
house next to the fireplace is a handy 
bookcase hnllt beneath a fancy glass 
window. A larger window Is situated 
on the other side of the fireplace. The 
dining room Is entered through n 
cased opening flanked with bookcases. 

A three-window bay ia built into the 
wall of the dining room and a buffet Is 
set against the Inside wall. The room 
Is a square, which la the best shape 
for a dining room, aittce there la plenty 
of space on all aides of the table 
uhen it is placed in the center of the 
room. The kitchen la In the rear of 
the dining room and may be entered 
through a swinging door. 

The ability of the architect la ably 
Illustrated la the arraugement of the 
kitchen. Every convenience of a light 
and airy kitchen, a carefully planned 
pantry and a breakfast {torch are 
here combined In one room. A table 
In which the sink li set runs along 
the side wall, with a window above it 
One cupboard is located conveniently 
across the dividing .tumll between the 
kitchen and the diking room, and an- 
other la built into the outside corner 
above the space occu|>led by the re- 
frfgerator. Across the room is a little 
breakfast-nook Uble with a neat built 
on each side. This little uble will 
save many ateits in aerving Ttreakfast 
and will commend Itself lo many other 
ways. There is ample room for a 
stove against the inside wall. 

Auotber feature which will find fa- 
vor with most people is the bedroom 
and toilet oo the first floor. These 
rooms are entered from a ball leading 
toward the rear of the bouse, |>ast the 
stair, from the living room. This hall 
is also i-onue<‘ted with a side entry hy 
a flight of four steps. The basement 
is reached from this entry. 

There are two large bedrooms and 
a sleeping porch, which is really an- 
other bedroom having practically one 
entire side built of windows, on the 
se4-ond floor. A hall connects Ihaiu 
all and slao ieada to the buihramu. 
The front dormer bedroom la an aspa- 
clally pleasant room, having flve caac- 
lueut windows under two of which 
saata era built.

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I TAI.L shaft today .marks the spot 

in France wjiere liberty was born. 
This shaft marks the site of the 
Bast! Me, that black medieval prison 
whicl> was demolished 129 years 
ago by revolutionists who, like the 
' - Americans at Lexington, caring 

^ ^ more for liberty than life, unor- 
ganized, and poorly armed, dared to challenge the 
tyranny of a king. 

The stirring events which culminated in the 
taking of France’s fortress of feudalism were in 
motion early in July, 1789, and two great char- 
acters in the liistory of France and the United 
States were in the French capital at tliat very 
time. Tlie Marquis de Lafayette, after consulting 
with Thomas JeflTerson, the nutlior of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, presented to the national 
assembly a bill of rights. Had tlie French acted 
ten days sooner, ns there M'cre many indications 
iltat it might, a common birthday might now be 
observeil Ity the sister nations. 

I The traditions of the American colonies and 
lliose of France difTered so widely that to sense 
the true meaning of the Bastille it is necessary to 
trace the origin of tlmt gloomy pile in tlie Fau- 
bourg St. Antoine. For centuries the ediiice was 
the sign of tlie divine right of kings. Before 
the storm of the French revolution broke there 
were M such prisons in France, for bastille sig- 
nitles merely a fortltied building. As the years 
went by .so infamous became tliat one which stood 
on the bunks of the Seine and was usually known 
as the Castle of I'uris tlmt It took unto itself the 
all-embracing title of “I’he Bastille." 

Like tlie institution of moiiarcliy, of wlilch It 
was tlie symbol, tiie structure was tlie develop- 
ment of centuries. Tlie original ediiice consisted 
of a pair of towers, and was a part of tlie stone 
liarrler against tlie medieval Huns. Cliarles V 
about 12119 commissioned Hugues Aubriot, tlien 
provost of I’aiis, to enlarge the old fortitication. 
Aubriot, liiiving In mind tlie extension of Hie 
it-udal power, iiiaiie it liuili fiirtrcss and Jail. 

Various addiUons \vere iiiade liy tlie kings of 
France. As a fort it was considered Impregnable, 
as tin* iiiiiin walls at tlielr liiise were 40 feet 
tiiick, and licnetilli Hie liattlcnienls. 100 feet aliove 
tlie paveiiicni. Hie light siniggled Into tlie cells 
Hirougli niiiT* \vlndo»vs jilercing nine feet of 
solid iiiasoiiry. Cannon were set in Hie deep eiii- 
brasiircs. and Hiere were iHiriliolcs from wlilcli 
archers and crossbowmen once spt-d the shafts of 
death. 

To tlie peasantry and the coninion people Hie 
Bastille was all that was forniiduble and forbid- 
ding. A grim and mysterious strougliuld. It 
earned year by yi'ur its evil name. 

Kings with jMJwer of life and death over their 
subjects used it as the instrument with which to 
punish all who opposed them. They spared neitlier 
the high nor the low. in the days of alisolutlsm 
the monarch could commit prisoners to tlie lias- 
tille without any other process of law than a war- 
rant wliicli liecame known us a lettre de cachet. 

This diMument. bearing the royui seal, was 
often in blank. Many letires de cachet were ob- 
tiiimsl by unprincipled persons who either usetl 
them to jiunlsh their enemies or sold theiu to 
those who hud slulst**r ends in view. The luou- 
atrous abuses which grew oui of this prucUce 
were a blot on Kuropeun history. 

Courtiers, charlatans and courtesans found a 
way to sjite their grudges. The life or the liberty 
of no man in all the kingdom was secure. Kven 
in the elglitci-nth century notable personages 
iniglit be tlirown Into prison btn-ause some rela- 
tives covet «-d their estates. In the reign of Louis 
XV l.'<o.ouu lettrea de chuchet were Usued. .ilia

successor, Louis X\T, credited w-lth being an am- 
iable ruler, sent forth 14,500 on their missions of 
oppression. 

It might well have been written over the en- 
trance of the Bastille, "He who enters here, 
leaves hope behind.” The place realized the dark- 
est visions of Dante’s Inferno. Separated from 
the streets of the city by a moat 125 feet wide 
nnd 25 feet deep, and accessible only by a draw- 
bridge, it was like an Isle of the Dead. 

In its noisome dungeons abominable cruelties 
were visited upon unfortunate prisoners, who 
were condemned to the rack and the boot and the 
wheel, or chained to pillars and flogged. There 
were circular cells with conical tops, in which the 
inmates could neither stand erect, nor sit, nor lie. 

The roll of the sufferers of the Bastille is a long 
one. Various degrees of punishment were meted 
out to tlie prisoners, according to tiie whims of 
Hie sovereign. Some of them, like the Man with 
tlie Iron Mask, for a time a prisoner in the Bas- 
tille, were treated witb consideration. They 
had bounteous meals, and were assigned to rooms 
in which Uiere was a fair amount of light, and 
were even permitted to walk in the garden. 

They had scant enjoyment, however, for they 
never knew when they would be doomed to the 
fate of their less favored fellows. Men lived 50 
and even 00 years in the Bastille, until they lost 
all connection with the w’orld beyond the mout. 

In tlmt world toward the close of the cigliteentb 
century mighty changes came to puss. The lino 
of Hie Louis had so Impoverished the nation tlmt 
the national credit was imperiled. When Louis 
XVI came to the tlirone a debt of ^800,000,000 hud 
been piled up, nnd it continued to pyramid. Tlie 
common people liud been footing tlie bill, and now 
came the proposal, strange in tlio.se days, tlmt 
tlie nobility and tlie, clergy. Hie privileged classes, 
sliould share the burden witli tlie Tliird Estate. 

It was a day of questioning and iieurkeiilng and 
soul searcliiiig. The words of Voltaire, Itoussenu 
and Diderot- were sinking deep into the national 
consciousness. Hence assemblies to talk over 
these proposals. 

In vain were tlie prisons filled with agitators 
nnd the Voltuires sent Into exile. The storm was 
guHiaring. If the monarchy was to be sustained 
in its extravagance nnd feudalism to be uiiiield 
Hie mailed fist must do its work. But tliere was 
more to deal witb than niurniuring serfs and a 
iiandfiil of eiicycioiietiists. Tlie soldiers of France, 
who were expected to upliold tlie old regime, 
sliovved tlmt tliey were unwilling to kill their fa- 
thers and lirotliers like dogs, 

Tlie people of I'uris ransacked tlielr city until 
Hiey found arms or Hie material for niaking 
pikes. The time liad come when tlie rijtlits of 
men sliould prevail, and men vvlio are starving 
under tyranny are easily recruited. As tlie forc«*s 
of tlie new older grew Hiey tlioiiglit wiHi one iie- 
cord of Hie liated syinliol of tlmt galling oppres- 
sion wliicIi was tile cause of all tlielr sufl'ering. 
Tlie cry "To Hie Bastille!" rose from a liundred 
tliousand tlirouls. ' 

Men and wonieii armed vvltli weaisins iis effec- 
tive as popguns would lie against a dreadimnglit 
moved against tlie ancient sirongliold. Bullets 
pattered and flattened against tlie nmssive walls. 
Tlie defense was only liulf liearted, and the 
Freiieli guard.s tin tlie battlements were stiou wav- 
ing flags of truce. A i'on-e greater tlaiii all the 
nitinitiuns ever nm<le was at work — a puldic senti- 
ment wliicli liud become a resistless torrent. I>e- 
luiinay, tin* governor of tlie Itasiille, trembled be- 
fore it and surrendered. Down cuine the creak- 
ing drawlirldge nnd ai-ross it nislit-d the infuri- 
ated citizenry, Tiie tide flowed in and out of Hie 
dim corridors and searelied out Hie narrow cells. 

As soon us tliere was the seiuldauce of govern- 
ment uriangements were made fur removing the 
BusHile. Tlie work took the contractor nearly u 
year, ulthougli lie employed a large force. Tliere 
was a thriving Imsitiess in its relics, fur liundreds 
of tlie blocks of stone were curved into models 
of the {irison and sold as mementoes. Locks and 
bolts vver.e distributed all over the world as 
souvenirs. 

Aitiiough the demolition of tlie Bastille Itself 
proceeded, the thing for which it stood was not 
s«i easily swept aside. Feuilal Uermany and 
Austria blocked the road to liberty. We of this 
day, with the persiiecttve of a century and more 
of history and belonging to a nuHou which is even 
now in arms agaliisi the powers vviiich sought to 
foist the yoke of serfdom once mure upon the 






people of Franco, may see more clearly than even 
the able publicists of Hint period tlmt the ex- 
cesses of the French revolution grew out of des- 
peration. 

The Huns, as now, were spinning the webs of 
Intrigue. The Teuton, then as now, living still 
in the middle ages, domineering, mean and sordid, 
was determined Hint France should return to slav- 
ery. Louis XVI, under the Influence of his beau- 
tiful wife, Marie Antoinette, was dominated by 
Austria. His court was filled with German spies 
and Prussian emissaries. 

When he found that he could not conquer his 
people with French artillery he pretended to ac- 
cede to their demands nnd waited for the help of 
the German war lords. Escaping from Paris, he 
had got within a few miles of the border before 
he was iqtercepted at Varennes. It was his in- 
tent to get Germany to send her armies to compel 
his subjects to accept his feudal rule. 

Nations become accustomed to changes of gov- 
ernment slowly when they have been ground 
down under the iron heels of despotism. Reckless 
and blind as was their king, the people of France 
felt that In some way he was their father and 
portector and that it would be a calamity if he 
should turn bis face from them. In the months 
wlilch followed when these children of the new 
ui'd,.!', knowing far 1 iss how’ to govern themselves 
than Louis nnd Marie Antoinette knew how to 
rule wisely over lliera, found their country invad- 
eil by Austrians aR Prussians they gave way to 
their rage. 

They had been willing- to retain even so poor a 
king us a constitutional ruler, and he had already 
put upon bis head the re<l cap. Hud he been firm 
enough of purpose to resist the intrigues of the 
central powers he might still have saved his face 
— find his h«'«d. 

Tliose were the day.s when Teuton tyranny was 
everywhere spreading its nets nnd snares. George 
I of England was elector of Hanover, speaking 
Gennuii on tlie Britisli throne and knowing no 
English, addressing his ministers In dubious 
Latin. George H could talk lamely In the tongue 
of the people whom he professed to govern. 
George III was more German if possible than his 
predecessors. They hud realized that Great Brit- 
ain luuKa constitutional government and left af- 
fairs largely to the ministers. He, an exemplar 
of a miildle age outlook, took the advice of ids 
German mother, “George, be a king.” 

His ob^nacy lost to Great Britain her Ameri- 
can colonies. A Gertmit:, he gave aid and com- 
fort to France In seeking to make her yield to 
Hie demands of her Bourbon king. His kinsman. 
Hie duke of Brunswick, leadftig Austria and Prus- 
sian armies, invaded France nnd served notice 
ujton her National Guard tlmt they were liable to 
Hie death of traitors. 

In their exasperation, the citizens of an Impov- 
erislied nation then guillotined the king who was 
taking no steps to meet the foreign foe and was 
walling the oncome of the Hun to suitject them 
again to Bourlion tyranny. Hence the Commune 
and the Reign of Terror and tliose dark hours in 
which a nution in the throes was endeavoring to 
adjust Itself to the (iroldeius which folluw’ed the 
overtlirow of the Bastille. 

France (-anie up out of mucli triliulation into a 
repuliliean form of government. Khe was enjoy- , 
ing peace and plenty when the Hun again crossed 
lier borders to imiMise upon lier a yoke which ii 
Hie same as that for which stmid the dark strong- 
liold on the Seine long since destroyt-d. 

JAPANESE DIFFICULT TO LEARN. 

To learn to read ordinary Japanese — to oay 
nothing of the luxury of being able to u|ipreciate 
the nuances of style in Japanese comiaisitlun — Is 
the laborious effort of long years for Japanese 
themselves, writes “A Student of Japanese’’ In the 
New- East (Tokyo). A Japanese schoolboy has to 
take lessens In peninanship for a matter of nine or 
eleven years and even then he may Uud himself 
liojtelessly slumped by an oddity in an ordinary 
post card. 

8mall wonder, tlien, that the attempts of West- 
erners to learn Japanese iu their own lands have 
l.eeu rather heartbreaking and profitless work on 
the whole. Vet even so, some small measure of 
success has been atlulued now uud then. The 
old Jesuits hud Japanese to teach them in their 
great seminary at Macao, us some of tlie Spanish 
orders hud lufe-r on at Manila iu the seventeenth 
century. 



Packers’ Profits 
Are Regulated 

The public should understand that 
the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November I, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift ft Company 
is now divided Into three classes:

Total profits for all departments 
together in 1918 will probably be 
between three and four per cent on 
an increased volume of sales. 

The restrictions absolutely guar- 
antee a reasonable relation between 
live stock prices and wholesale meat 
prices, because the packer’s profit can- 
not possibly average more than a 
fraction of a cent per pound of product 

Since the profits on meat (Class 1 ) 
are running only about 2 cents on each 
dollar of sales, we have to depend on 
the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer 
(Class 2, also limited) and other depart- 
ments, (Class 3) to obtain reasonable 
earnings on capital.

A health rata which aa far aa known 
haa never bean aurpaaaed haa been ea- 
tabllahed by the American armlea both 
here and ovemeaa, according to re- 
porta received by Surgeon General 
Oorgaa. 

For a recent week the combined re- 
porta of the American expeditionary 
forcea and of troopa atatloned in the 
United Statea allow an annual death 
rate for diaeaae of 1.0 per 1,000. lean 
than two men per 1,000 per year. The 
annual death rate from diaeaae of 
men' of military age in civil life ta 6.7 
per 1,000. ^ 

Thia new rate la baaed on approxi- 
mate atrength of 2,600,000 men. and 
Includea. men living uQder abnormal 
ronditiona. The overseaa' record was 
made while American aoldlera were 
participating In the heavy fighting In 
the Marne aaliept, when they were 
compelled frequently to aleep and eat 
under the most primitive conditions. 

That this reconI is truly representa- 
tive of the general health of the troops 
Is shown by the combined reports 
which indicate the figure of 2.8 per 

1.000 ns the average death rate from 
disease during the past two months. 

An Idea of the progress being made 
In military sanitation Is gained by a 
comparison with tbe following: During 
the Mexican war the annual death rate 
from disease was 100 per 1,000. Dur- 
ing the American Civil war the rate 
In 1802 was 40 per 1.000, while during 
180.*l the rate Jumped to 00 per 1,000. 
Tile disease death rate for the Spanish- 
Americnn war was 25 per 1,000. As 
far as available records show the low- 
**st figure heretofore recorde<i was 20 
per 1,000 during the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

Two men of the American navy 
proved themselves heroes and won 
commendation from Secretary Dan- 
iels for the rescue of seven men from 
the burning Spanish steamship Sernn- 
tes July 13 Inst. They are William E. 
King, seaman, and Clarence F. Ready, 
machinist's mate, second class, U. S. 
N. R. F.. of the U. S. S. Isis. . 

The two men took the port launch 
of the Isis to the side of the burning 
ship and rescued from the burning 
forecastle seven men who were 
hemmed In by flames and who were 
too panic stricken to Jump into the wa- 
ter. 

Tbe launch’s trip to the Serantes 
was made through an area of burning 
gasoline and the rescuers were in con- 
stant and Imminent peril. Their com- 
manding officer reports that the con- 
duct of King and Ready during this 
time was cool and courageous. They 
probably owe their own lives and the 
lives of those they rescued to their 
steady nerves and cool Judgment. Their 
commendation Was for bravery and 
their Initiative In undertaking tbe res- 
cue. 

The army general staff has complet- 
ed plans for expansions at some of 
the camps and changes at training cen- 
ters. Additional plans are being 
worked out and will be put Into ef- 
fect. 

Camp Hancock, Georgia, is to be a 
machine gun center and will be en- 
larged to accommodate between 56,000 
and 60,000 men. The officers' training 
school now housed In tents at this 
camp will be provided for In barracks 
and quarters similar to those at other 
cantonments. These improvements 
outside of enlargement of tbe camp, 
will cost about 92,000X100. 

- It has been decided to make Camp 
Grant an Infantry replacement camp 
to accommodate between 55,000 and 

60.000 men. Tbe present capacity of 
this camp Is about 42.000. Tbe altera- 
tions and changes necessary will be 
made after tbe division now located 
there has been removed. 

Field artillery firing centers are to 
he located at West Point, Ky.. Camp 
Jackson. 8. C.. and Fayetteville. N. C. 
Dpi ions on sufficient land for this pur- 
l>oae have been secured at all these 
places. It is planned to locate six 
brigades at Fayettesville, six at West 
Point and four at Jackson. 

It has been decided also to erect 
permanent buildings for the officera* 
training schools at present boused la 
tents at Camps Lee. Gordon and Pike. 
These schools have a capacity of about 
fi.000 men. The estimated cost of 
these Improvements Is about 96.000,-

As a result of tbe immediate and 
growing needs of the army for trained 
Dursea. Miss Jane A. lielano, director 
of tbe department of nursing of tbe 
Red Cross, has sent an appeal for en- 
iistmeots from this year's graduating 
claaaes at SjOUO nurse training institu- 
tions throughout the country. It is 
expected that about 1S,0UU studenu 
will be graduated as nurses between 
now and October 1. and It is hoped 
many of these graduates will be en- 
rolled so they can he assigned to the 
nurse corps before that date. 


The work of children’s year Is prov- 
ing to he an effective Americanisation 
measure. The children's bureau of thr 
labor department has ns Its goal 100,- 
000 baby Ikriw saved this year. Ac- 
cori llty to reports recelvetl, foreign 
mdthm are* as eager ns the native 
mothers, if not mo^ no. to learn all 
they ran about the proper care of their 
children. 

The Japanese women of Seattle are 
asking for pamphlets on prenatal care, 
the Italian women of Wallace, Idaho, 
1,600 strong, have arranged to study 
a standard book on the care and feed- 
ing of children, with the aid of an In- 
terpreter. The foreign mothera of tbe 
remote lumbering regions of Washing- 
ton and of the mnnnfactnring cities of 
New England are united by the com- 
mon desire to learn everything pos- 
sible shout safeguarding the health of 
their children. 

This desire Is resulting In the break- 
ing down of the harriers of alien lan- 
guage and old-world auperstlUon that 
have long stood in the way of the 
health of little Americans bom of for- 
eign parents. It has been necessary in 
many cities to employ interpretmu ut 
the., weighing and measuring cenMfi lb 
answer the questions of motheru Rto 
do not speak English. Classes tu tRg 
care of baby being conducted In Se- 
attle and Pittsburg are made a menus 
of teaching mothers to speak and read 
English. 

Perhaps the most Important educa- 
tional measure that has been adopted 
Is the provision of public health 
nurses whose function it Is not only to 
give care and service to the sick but 
to advise giothers how to keep their 
children well. As a result of Chil- 
dren's year activities many communi- 
ties have succeeded in obtaining pub- 
lic or private funds for public health 
nursing. Wisconsin has adopteil the 
slogan, “A Public Health Nurse for 
Every County,” and in Washington 
state an active campaign for school 
nurses is being carried on. 

The work of tiie state councils of de- 
fense has been so valuable to the 
country that it has drawn public com- 
mendation from President Wilson with 
an accompanying suggestion that its 
unique and widespread organization be 
utilized by all government departments 
and agencies so fur as practical. 

Secretary Bnker, chairman of the 
council of national defense, which 
brought the state councils into exist- 
ence, reported to the president: "It is 
dlfiicult to estimate the importance of 
the service renderefl, since our en- 
trance into tlie war, by these state 
councils, their county councils and the 
multitude of workers banded together 
under them, whom we estimate to 
number at least one million. I feel 
sure that you, Mr. President, as their 
commander in chief, will be proud of 
tlieir unique contribution in the war 
and will use your authority to broaden 
the scope- of their activities as condi- 
tions permit so that they may go on 
to still greater jichievements.” 

The state councils, says Secretary 
Baker, have active county, or equiva- 
lent, councils of defense under them, 
while In nearly every state tbe organ- 
isation of community couAclla In the 
school districts, bringing the govern- 
ment to the people and the people to 
the government. Is progressing rapid- 
Ij- 

The president replied: "I shall be 
glad to have you express to the state 
councils my appreciation of the serv- 
ice they have so usefully rendered. 1 
am particularly struck by the value of 
extending our.defense organization in- 
to tbe smollest communittea and by 
the truly democratic character of a 
national system so organized. I be- 
lieve In the soundness of your conten- 
tion that In the interest of economy 
and efficiency such machinery aa that 
provided by the state council system 
for the execution of many kinds of 
wnr work should be ntlllxed as far aa 
possible by federal departments and 
admlniat rations.” 

A recent proclamation by President 
Wllaon puta into effect provisions of 
tbe shipping net making It Impossible 
for foreign interests to obtain control 
of American shipping or shipyards. 

Chairman Edward N. Hurley of tbe 
Bhipping board explalna that the new 
law provides that during war or na- 
tional emergency proclaimed by tbe 
president, it is n criminal offense to 
sell, mortgage, lease or deliver an 
American ship to a foreigner without 
tbe consent of the shipping board, or 
to make any agreement by which con- 
trol of n ship la turned over to a for- 
eigner. The probibItloD applies not 
only to completed ablpa, but to ships 
under conotructloD. 

It la BMde tHagal, wltheut tba 
board's consent, to maka any contnet 
for ship construction for foreign ac- 
count. unless the contract expressly 
provides that construction on the ship 
shall not begin until afur the war or 
tbe emergency bus ended, fihipyards, 

I also, cannot be transferred to foreign- 
ers without the consent of the ahlp- 
ping board. 

Tbe act baa provialons which It Is 
believed will prevent all attempts to 
evade the ablp-transfer sections of tbs 
by means of dummy directors and 
stockholders in corporations nominally 
American but actually dominated by 
foreigners. 

Farmers who have been placed In 
army service deferred claaslficatiuns 
to stimulate production are organlalDg 
throughout tbe country and reporting 
to Secretary Houston of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. "Ws are ready 
with 110 per cent Increase of wheat, 
or whatever else you may call u|ton ua 
to do to help win the war," W their 
message to the secretary. 

The shipping Itoard has allotted a 
vessel to bring coffee from Brazil to 
the L'nited Statea to prevent a poa- 
aibls coffee shortage. 



Tinie*Saving Roads Food Deliveiy 
as Important as Quick*Firing Guns

An the war in Europe progrewos and this country 
upeeda up more and more in production, a continually 
greater strain is going to be placed upon our transpor- 
tation facilities. The fact of the matter is that this 
whole war ii a contest in transportation, and if our 
transportation breaki down for any cause we will then 
fail to fulfill our promiaea to our allies. 

What is needed mo6t fit this time in highway con- 
struction ia a program of construction whereby roads 
of economic value to the nation will be laid out, sur- 
faced and maintaibed. We can at this time tempo- 
rarily dispense with the construction of scenic routes. They can be 
deferred until after the war. But we should have roads over which a 
fl|aximnm amount of farm produce can be hauled to the cities at a mini- 
mum expense. We should have roads which will relieve as much as pos- 
sible the strain under which the railroads are laboring. 

Local associations of merchants and manufacturers can do effective 
work in the various states by mapping out a program of road construction 
that will serve a real war need. 

Before the war ends much of the frei^t of the countiy will he trans- 
ported by motor trucks over our highways; consequently the idea that 
seems to be prevalent at this time in some places that road construction 
should be descontinued on account of war conditions seems to be a point 
not well taken. Boad construction should be hastened at this time, for 
we are going to use them, not only as war measures but as peace measures. 
Time saving, durable roads are now as important as quick-firing gims, 
and it is high time to speed up constmetion in order to quicken food 
delivery.

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Conservatio n of Children’s Clothing 
During Filled Period of Summer

Some sorts of war saving require special watchfulness on the mother’s 
part to guard the childreu from possible harm. For instance, food sub- 
stitutes must be made with great care.in order that the children’s food 
may still contain all the elements necessary to growth. But with cloflies 
in summer it is different. In hot summer weather it is a distinct advan- 
tage to the child’s health to be dressed lightly. And the saving of te.xtilos 
and leather is an important consideration now. Wool must be saved, 
because it is needed for the blankets, underwear and uniforms of our fight- 
ing forces. Cotton is needed for hospitals and many other uses. The 
need to supply leather for the army’s use is, of course, imperative. 

In selecting fabrics for clothing it ia not entirely a matter of finding 
a cheaper and lees needed substitute. Old goods must be brought again 
into service, turned, cleaned, washed, dyed and made over. When an old 
garment is returned to usefulness actual saving of wool or cotton is 
effected, and in addition manufacturers will be able to concentrate their 
output on goods for army ^jpses because of the decreased demand for 
unnecessary materials. 

The purchasing of novelties, fancy fabrics and elaborate garments 
tends to withdraw from war uses not only needed materials but labor, 
especially skilled laborers needed for other branches of production. 

Now, in summer large savings of woolen materials of every sort, 
including fancy and light-colored wools used for knitting, can be accom- 
plished. Children can be clothed practically^entirely in cotton for several 
months in the year. Wise mothers will midee children’s summer clothing 
as simply as possible, thus reducing the work required for washing and 
ironing and increasing the child’s comfort 

Children like to wear barefoot sandals in summer. Their use saves 
leather and stockings. Half soling and mending makes shoes go much 
further. Further saving of leather can be effected by using canvas shoes 
in summer.

Mich., asking for contributions to **Tbe Great Adventure” aiugle-tax 
movement of California and elsewhere. This person, **io shew that ha 
is no dreamer,” describes himself as a successful business man retired on 
hia lertnne. Hia letter, just dmit of mm thouaend words, ia given cntinly 
to the advocacy of the single-tax propoaition, and contains but two allu- 
sions — momentary and remoto-^to the world’s war for democracy, free- 
dom and civilization against tbe mightiest and most ruthless enemy of 
these — and of tbe ain^e-tax propaganda — that has ever cursed the earth. 
One of these allusions lurks in tbe name of the movement: *^Tbe Great 
Adventure,” Charlee Frohman’s word as he sank with the Lusitania. Tbe 
>ther is this question and ankwer — ^the italics are mine: — we want 
single tax? If so, then this is our chanes to gst it." 

My reply is that whether we want single tax or not I am not — nor

I have not one cent to give to a cause that remembers the world’s 
great cause only or chiefly as a political opportunity. 


There are no strings attached to the loyalty that prompts moi and 
vomen to shell out cash for war stamps and liberty bmds.

"1 had to hire thorn for my farm bo- 
caiiRo I couldn't men. . . . Neigh- 
horlng farmers who borrowed some of 
(hem later hated to admit that they 
were more elficlent than man workers, 
bnt had to !” 

The farmer who wrote those words 
employed '26 firis last summer to get 
In his crops, some of them girls from 
the “seasonal trades" out of a Job, 
others students or college graduates 
out for a vacation, but few. If any, of 
them experienced farm hands. He 
made two important discoveries. First, 
that they were good workers. Second, 
that this kind of work was good for 
women, and as this farmer Is none 
other than Doctor Sargent, the direc- 
tor of physical training, he ought to 
know. 

He adds that he did not have n 
chance to try them nt plowing or heavy 
work, though they can do that too, but 
at other kinds of farm work he found 
them in all ways the eqnal and In some 
ways the superior of men. They do 
not average as strong men, though 
in proportion to their weight they nre, 
but they made up in care and thorough- 
ness what they lacked In “heft," and 
they did not loaf on the Job when the 
boss was not looking. Women are 
nearly always more conscientious than 
the "superior sex.” 

Has Come to Stay. 

The Woman's Land Army of Amer- 
ica Is still a new thing in most parts, 
of the country, but it has come to stay 
and the sooner tlie farineri of America 
get that idea tlirough tlicir heads and 
live down their old-fnshioned preju- 
dice against this "new-fangled notion” 
the better for them and for the coun- 
try. Every mnn released from tlie farm 
means one more man for tlie army 
or for other war work not done by 
women. 

A year ago almost every farmer In 
the country shared ■ this impractical 
and unpatriotic prejudice. Sueli preju- 
dices die hard. All our prejudices 
about women die hard. I will give an 
amusing illustration. Last summer a 
number of “units” were employed in 
various parts of Westchester county. 
New York. A "unit” means a squad of 
woman workers (a "gang,” we might 
call it, if they were men) who live and 
work together under tlic cliurge of a 
competent older woman experienced in 
agriculture, n sort of forewoman who 
manages the whole outfit, which in- 
cludes their own cook and food and 
bedding. Tbe farmer does not supply

EMERGENCY

When H. G. Wells called the present 
war tbe war of machines he had In 
mind tbe vast quantities of engines of 
war used at the front — the ordnance, 
both large and small, the bomb-mor- 
tars and mine-throwers, gas-projectors, 
airplanes and tanks employed in the 
actual fighting. But there la another 
sense In which this Is the war of ma- 
chines even more truly than that la 
which the great British novelist used 
the term: for on the machines in tbe 
shops and factories of the allied na- 
tions depends an allied victory — on 
the machines and tbe men who drive 
tbem. 

As has been the case with each of 
her allies, the United States since It 
entered the war has bad to Increase 
stupendously the output of its machine 
shops. This result is being accom- 
plished by tbe erection of new plants, 
by tbe enlargement and Increase In fa- 
elittles of tbe shops already engaged 
In the production of war products, and 
by tbe conversion to tbls purpose of 
plants previously engaged in other 
work. The problen of multiplying tbe 
abope to work in Is a comparatively 
simple one; more dlfiicult la the prob- 
lem oFonpplylng tbe skilled workmen 
to fill these shops. 

Obviously wa eannot quadiropla our 
skilled workmen by tbe old methods of 
apprenticeship and training fast 
enough to meet tbe nation’s needs. 
The old method baa been found waat- 
Ing. It consisted In taking tbe raw, 
unskilled laborer Into the shop, start- 
ing him at tbe aimplest work that 
could be found, and letting him fight 
bis way slowly and painfully to tbe 
status of a trained mechanic. It was 
a method wblcb wasted tbe three pre- 
cious elements, time, material and 
man-power. 

New Way Woe Found. 

Tbe training accompllsbed by pri- 
vate and public vocational and tech- 
nical schools brings far better results, 
but produces too small a quantity of 
skilled mechanics to meet the emer- 
gency. 

France found a sew way. Great 
Britain has adopted it. And now 
America must get in line — Is already 
getting ill line, in fact, with gratifying 
results. For the now method is swift, 
is sure. Is comparatively cheap. It 
turns the grocer boy or tbe scliool 
teacher into a skilled mecluiulc with 
equal facility, it Is the method of 
the shop training school. 

■hop training sehoola are now mnlar 


anything except the wages and po»> 
slliiy a jitnce to put up a few tents. 
The fanner’s wife lias no liotlier or 
extra work in the nuilter at nil. Well, 
every one of tiu-ee units in Westrlies- 
ter- county mnde good, and ilierc were 
exactly as many surpriscti farmers in 
Westchester i-oiinty ns there were 
units.

Men aa a 
class have always had the same cer- 
tainty that women could never be good 
at anything "outside of the home” un- 
til they went nut and made goml at 
everything from voting and doctoring 
to driving ambulances, and even at 
fighting in the trenches wlien the ne- 
cessity arose over in pour betrayed 
Russia. 

Kept Island From Starving. 

American farmers, however, nre tha 
most enlightened in the world. Per- 
haps It will not take them so long to 
get the Idea Into their liends aa It re- 
quired to bent It into the British brain. 
In England, even after the scarcity of 
farm Inlmr had become more acute 
than It is liere now, the "woman's land 
army” movement wns almost hllghted 
by masculine prejudice until the gov- 
ernment became alarmed and turned ti 
clever trick. Prizes were offered at the 
county fairs for public compelltlons 
for woman workers in various depart- 
ments of farm work. Tills aroused 
considerable curiosity and created a 
great deni of dlsoussien. The qucsilon, 
however, wns not wliether girls could 
do farm work, liut which girl could do 
it best! Big crowds gathered. Bets 
were made. Rivalry ran high. And 
when It was demonstrated before the 
astonished eyes of the British farmers 
that these "farm lassies,” im they now 
affectionately term their “fannerettes" 
over tliere, not only knew their job 
liut were experts nt it, tlie prejudice 
liroke down nnd tlie coiiniry wns saved. 
The woinnn’s land army of England, 
now 300,000 strong, lias kept tlie Island 
from starving. Tliis patriotic fact has 
been publicly acknowledged in parlin- 
nieiit. 

There are nlreiidy 17 states of the 
Union organized under tlie Woninii’s 
Land Army of America, nnd In New 
York alone 3,000 furiiieretfes nre r«*gls- 
tered for tills season. It Is a fine pa- 
triotic service, a good tiling for the 
fanner wlio can tliiis get good sober, 
industrious laborers nt a cheap rate, 
a good thing for the girls, wlio can 
tlius get n wliolesome oiitlng ns well 
ns fair wages, nnd the best tiling of nil 
for the nation, which needs food and 
needs men, and needs them ut once. 


tained by most of the larger metal- 
working plants engaged In manufac- 
ture of war products. Tliey are spaces 
set aside for this purpose alone, and 
equipped with machines of every 
type used in the shops proper. An ex- 
pert mechanic especially selected for 
hia. aptitude for this work Is in charge 
in each of these sliops, and under him 
other skilled mechanics act as teacli- 
ers. Here are received the raw or un- 
f'ertrained arplicants for work. They 
are assigned to the types of work to 
which they best seem fitted, and quick- 
ly and practically instructed In thia 
work at the very maclilnes which they 
will have to operate in the main shops. 
They work with the materials and on 
the actual orders upon which the shop 
is engaged and the product of their 
labors becomes a part of the output of 
the shop. They are paid a fair hour- 
ly wage aa learners, and this wage in- 
creases as the skill of the learner en- 
ables him to Increase his output. 

The results obtained in these shop 
training schools are almost beyond be- 
lief. The Ideal conditions under which 
a raw man is taught to handle his ma- 
chine enable him to become a skilled 
mechanic In a small fraction of tha 
time formerly consumed in the old 
niethml under which he picked up 
knowieilge bit by bit In tbe shop from 
such oilier workmen as bad time to 
help him. 

Machaniea Art Naadcd. 

For example, here, in a New Eng- 
land siiop, ia a grocer’s man, after a 
week's training, operating his mllllDg 
piachine effectively, and readlnc tha 
blue-print related to hia work. Here, 
In an Ohio shop, are throe girls for 
marly employed la a departoseat etore ; 
they are now operating heavy hand- 
turret lathes on work requiring great 
precision ; and (he length of their 
training required variously from 
three to ten daye. 

"Mere Is a particularly capable wom- 
an,” says an expert from one of tha 
greatest AmerU-au war factories, visit- 
ing another shop (speaking of one 
who was probably a teacher). "How 
long have you been heref” be asks this 
product of tbe shop training school. "I 
1 ‘ame yesterday,” replies the woman* 
who Is working a great turret-lathe. 

America needs skilled meclianics, 
nnd needs them greatly. Tbe shop 
training scliuuls will supply this need, 
quickly end efiieieatly. Tu tbe em- 
j^oyer they offer the surest method of 
supplying tbe trained operators with- 
out which hia machiues cannot turn. 
To tbe individual seeking employment 
or willing to take a place in the swell- 
ing ranks of those providing tbe 
sinews of war for the American gov- 
ernment, the shop training s<’lioola 
provide the upiiortunlty for becoming, 
without undergoing s long iieriod -if 
training or pruliatiou, skilled luechan- 
ica. worthy of and receiving the wou- 
drously high ^taa of payment which 
trained labor la coiuiuaudiug.

The important thina now is to get 
all the surplus fruit and vegetables 
taken care of as promptly as pos- 
sible. Canned goods will be none 
too plentiful the coming year, and 
undoubtedly will be high. The Gov- 
ernment is taking twenty-five per 
cent of the pack in some lines for 
the use of the Army and Navy. 

It is worth while paying more at- 
tention to the evaporation of both 
fruit* and vegetables. The salting 
process can be used, too, advantag- 
eously. Corn is perliaps the ebst , 
vegetable to dry. You get the best 
results if you do not blanch it as is 
sometimes advised. If the corn is 
cooked the flavor is impaired. Put 
li in a kettle, cover with boiling 
water and let it stand for five min- 
utes tightly covered. 

If you have a surplus of New 
Zealand spinach or Swiss chard, you 
can dry that. String beans are bet- 
ter salted or canned than dried. 

If your first beans have ceased 
bearing, pull the vines and spread 
tliem on a rack or fasten them' to a 
stout post so that they will dry 
readily. The surplus beans obtained 
in this way can he used for bak- 
ing. If you have many you can 
thresh them out by putting the vines 
in a barrel and poking them about 
! with a stick. 

I Don’t be in a hurry to dig your 
late potatoes so long as the vines 
remain in good condition. The tub- 
ers will grow as long ns the tops 
are green, and there is no easier way 
'o increase the total amount of your 
yield. 

1 If you live in a section where the 


c6rn borer has been active, take | 
pains to clean up your cornstalks ana 
and all the weeds around the patch. 
Wherever you have harvested your 
corn, potatoes and early beans, you 
will do well to sow rye. allowing it 
to grow through the winter and 
DO cheaper 'way to increase the fer- 
plowing it in the spring.

It may hap- 
pen, though, that you have bfen 
badlv troubled with wire worms or 
white grubs. In that event it will be 
wiser to plow your garden this fall, 
for many of these nests will then be 
killed.

Much damage is be- 
ing done to cabbages in many places. 
If the cabbage heads arc well mat- 
ured you will naturally hesitate to 
put on poison. Neither can you use 
poison if you want the outside leaves 
for yo'ur poultry. Probably the best 
i-emcdy to use mow is hot water, ap- 
plied with a spray pump or watering 
can. It will do no harm evci\ if it 
Iq boiling when you take it from the 
stove, but it will kill all the worms 
that it touches. Guard your caull- j 
flower and Brussels sprouts in the , 
isame wav. I 

I If you have water available, do not 
j hesitate to- apply it freely. It i.s es- 1 
{ peclally needed by the tomatoes, ' 

I cauliflowers, lettuce and celery. Don’t! 
j tliink, thougli, tliat a mere sprink- 
ling will suffice. The water should 1 
penetrate tlie ground several inclies I 
deep.

One very iiloe*lonklng, overenfhusl- 
aattc young thing, stopped at roy bed 
and asked, "What wounded you In the 
focef’ 

In n polite hut bored tone I an- 
•wered, "A rifle bullet.” 

With a look of disdain she passed 
to the next bed, flrst ejaculating, “Oh I 
Only a hullotT I thought It was a 
shell." Why she should think k shell 
wound wns more of a distinction bents 
me. I don't see a whole lot of differ- 
ence myself. 

The American Womeh's War hospi* 
tnl wns a heaVen for wounded men. 
They were allowed every privilege pos- 
sible conducive with the rules and mili- 
tary discipline. The only fault wns 
that the men’s passes were rcstricte<l. 
To get a pass required an act of par- 
liament. Tommy tried many tricks to 
get out, but the (ommandant, an old 
Boer war ofllcer, w as wfse to them all, 
and It took a new and clever ruse to 
make him aflix his signature to the 
coveted slip of paper. 

As soon ns It would get dark many a 
patient climbed over the wall and went 
**on his own," regardless of many signs 
staring him In the face, "Out of bounds 
for patients.” Generally the nurses 
w’ere looking the other way when one 
of these night raids started. I hope 
this information will get none of them 
into trouble, but I cannot resist the 
temptation to let the commandant 
know that occasionally we put It over 
on him. 

One afternoon I received a note, 
through our underground channel, from 
tny female visitor, asking me to attend 
a party at her house that night. I 
answered that she could expect me and 
to meet me ‘at a certain place on the 
road well known by all patients, and 
some visitors, as "over the wall." I 
told her I would be on hand at seven- 
thirty. 

About seven-fifteen I sneaked my 
overcoat and cop out of the ward and 
bid It in the bushes. Then I told the 
nurse, a particular friend of mine, that 
I -was going for a walk in the rose gar- 
den. She winked ond I knew that ev- 
«ry thing was all right on her end. 

Going out of the ward, I slipped Into 
the bushes and made for the wall. It 
was dark as pitch and I wns groping 
through the underbrush, when sudden- 
ly I stepped Into space and felt myself 
rushing downward, a horrible bump, 
tind blackness. When I came to my 
wounded shoulder was hurting horri- 
bly. I was lying against h circular 
-wall of bricks, dripping with moisture, 
«nd far away I could hear the trickling 
of water. 1 had In the darkness fallen 
Into an old disused well. But why 
wasn't I wett According to all rules 
1 should have been drowned. Ferbupa 
1 waa and didn’t know It. 

As the shock of my sudden stop 
gradually wore off It came to me that 
1 was lying on k ledge and that the 
least movement on my part would pre- 
olpitate me to the bottom of the well. 

I struck a match. In Its faint glare 
1 saw that I was lying In a circular 
bole about twelve feet deep — the well 
bad been filled in ! The dripping I had 
heard came from a water pipe over on 
luy right. 

With my wounded shoulder It was 
Impossible to shinny up the pipe. I 
could not yell for help, because the 
rescuer would want to know how the 
accident happened, and 1 would be 
haled before the commandant on 
charges. I Just had to grin and bear 
It, with the forlorn hope that one of 
the returning night raiders would pass 
and 1 could give him our usual signal 
of “siss-s-a-s," which would bring him 
to the rescue. 

Every half-hour I could hear the 
clock in the village strike, each stroke 
bringing forth a umflled volley of 
curses on the man who had dug the 
well. 

After two hours I beard two men 
talking in low voices. I recognized 
l'ur|M>ral Cook, an ardent "night raid- 
er." He beard my "slss-s-s-s” and 
came to the edge of the hole. I ex- 
plained my predicament and amid a lot 
of Impertinent remarks, which at the 
time I did not resent, 1 was soon fished 
out. 

Taking off our boots, we sneaked Into 
the ward. I was sitting on my bed in 
the dark, just starting to undress, 
when the man next to me, “Ginger" 
Fhillips. whispered, “ 'Op it, Yank, 'ere 
comes the matron." 

1 immediately got under the covers 
and feigned sleep. The matron stood 
talking in low tunes to the night nurse 
aud I fell asleep.

"Jack Front” wan to wield the kniff. 
Their confidence in him wns piithettc. 
He wns the bent sport I have ever met.* 

One Saturday morning the command- 
ant and some “high up" ofllcers were 
Inspecting the wanl, when one of the 
patients who had been wounded In tbe 
bend by a bit of sbrnpnel. fell on tbe 
floor In a fit They brought him round, 
and then looked for the ward 'orderly 
to carry the patient hack to his bed 
at the other end of the ward. The or- 
derly wns nowhere to be found — like 
our policemen, they never are when 
needed. Tlic officers were at a loss 
how to get I’nlmer into his bed. Doc- 
tor Frost wns fidgeting around In n 
nervous manner, when suddenly with

a muffled “d n" and a few other 

qualifying adjectives, he stooped down 
and took the man In his arms like a 
baby — he was no feather, either — and 
staggered down the ward with him, put 
him in bed and undressed him. A low 
murmur of approval came from the pa- 
tients. Doctor Frost got very red, and 
as soon as be had finished undressing 
Palmer, hurriedly left the ward. 

Tbe wound in my face had almost 
healed and I was a hurrihle-looking 
sight — the left cheek twisted Into a 
knot, tbe eye palled down, and my 
mouth pointing In a north by north- 
west direction. I waa very downheart- 
ed and could imagine myself during 
the rest of my life being shunned by 
all on account bf the repulsive scar 

Doctor Frost arranged for me to go 
to the Cambridge Military hospital at 
Aldershot for a special operation to 
try and make the scar presentable. 

I arrived at the hospital and got an 
awful shock. The food was poor and 
the discipline abnormqgly strict. No 
patient was allowed to sit on his bed, 
and smoking was permitted only at 
certain designated hours.

More than once some poor soldier 
has been brought into tbe ward in a 
dying condition, resulting from loss of 
blood aud exhaustion caused by his 
long Journey from the trenches. After 
an examination tbe doctor announces 
that the only thing that, will save him 
is a transfusion of blood. Where Is 
the blood to come from! He does not 
have to wait long for an answer — sev- 
eral Tommiea immediately volunteer 
their blood for their mate. Three or 
four are accepted : a blood test Is 
made, and next day the transfusion 
takes place and there is another pale 
face in the ward.

men willing to give •aome — a leg >f 
necessary to save some mangled mate 
from being crippled for life. More 
than one man will go through life with 
another man's hlowl running through 
his veins, or a piece of his rib or his 
shinbone in his own nnntoiny. Some- 
times he never even knows the nnrae of 
his benefactor. 

The spirit of sacrifice Is wonderful. 

For all the sufrerliig cqiised this war 
is a blessing to England — It has made 
new nflPh of her sons; has welded all 
classes Into one glorious whole. 

And I can't help saying that the doc- 
tors, sisters, and nurses In the English 
hnspitnl.s, are angels on earth. I love 
them nil and can never repay the care 
nnd kindness qhown to me. For the 
rest ot my life the RchI Cross will be 
to me the symbol of Faith, Hope ond 
Charity. 

After four months In the hospital, I 
went before an examining board and 
wns discharged from the service of his 
Britannic .majesty as “physically unfit 
for further wnr service." 

After luy discharge I engaged pass- 
age on the American liner New York, 
and after a stormy trip across the At- 
lantic one momentous day, In the haze 
of early dawn, I saw the statue of lib- 
erty looming over the port rail, and I 
wondered If ever again I would go 
“over the top with the best of luck 
and give them hell.” 

And even then, though it may seem 
strange, I was really sorry not to be 
back in the trenches with my mates. 
War is not a pink tea, but in a worth- 
while cause like ours, mud, rats, coo- 
ties, shells, wounds, or death itself, are 
fur outweighed by the deep sense of 
sati.sfnctlou felt by the man who does 
bis bit. 

There is one thing which my ex- 
perience taught me that might help the 
boy who may have to go. It Is this — 
anticipation is far worse than realiza- 
tion. In civil life a man stands in awe 
of the man above him, wonders bow he 
could ever fill his Job. When the time 
comes he rises to the occasion, is up 
nnd nt it, and Is surprised to find how 
much more easily than he anticipated 
he fills his responsibilities. It is really 
so “out there.” 

He has nerve for the hardships; the 
Interest of the work grips him; be finds 
relief in the fun and comradeship of 
the trenches nnd wins t^at best 4ort ot 
happiness that comes with duty well 
done.

BUILDS CHARACTER OF CHILD 

Klndargartsn One of the Meet Valuable 
Featuree in the Scheme of 
Education. 

. 'Kindergarten methods, whether be- 
' gnn by the mother in her own home or 
by the trained teacher In school, are 
of Inestimable value to the child, for 
character building Is always made their 
principal aim and object 
Perhaps mothers- may not have neen 
trained in kindergarten methods, but 
at least they -can learn bow to tell a 
story. Anyone can read a story, bnt 
telling one is much more effective and 
much more enjoyable to the child. Ev- 
ery mother should learn how to tell 
a story. Use your own words and 
choose simple and forceful ones. A 
bare plot Is Interesting to the tiny 
child, but many details should be sup- 
plied for the older boy and girl; they 
love them. Use direct discourse when 
possible. Be enthusiastic. Be dra- 
matic. After the Mory is flnlsbed, talk 
It over freely with the children. Choose 
some stories which teach kindness to 
animals and some which give training 
In morala or good habits, but never 
point the moral. 

A taste fur best literature can often 
be formed In early childhood through 
a wise choice of stories. This Is also 
true of music. The songs and music 
used in the kindergarten are always 
carefully selected by the klndergartuer 
and shonld be Juat as carefully selected 
for the home by mothers. Allow your 
children to hear only the best. 

Besides story telling and music, there 
are also pictures. Those which inter- 
est the child most show action and 
movement. Pictures are helpful be- 
cause they develop the imagination and 
arouse the creative faculties. 

Games also old In the great work of 
character building. They help to de- 
velop self-expression and originality 
and can also be used to teach self-help- 
fulness toward others. Through games 
children may be made to discover the 
evil effects of self-will and the good 
lesulting from self-control. 

Play a story with your child. See 
bow attentive he will be and what 
powers of self-expression he possesses.

The world has been astonished at 
the Kreat number of American sol- 
diers transported to Europe In the 
last half year. The number now ap- 
proximates 1,500,000, and the loss of

The success w’ith which we Irave 
moved our troops from the scattered 
eamps in this country and across 
3000 miles of ocean to Uie battle 
front is great evidence of American 
ellicicncy. We have not only sur- 
prised our enemies; we have sur- 
prised our friends and ourselves..

I Sir Joseph Maclay, speaks of this 
movement across the sea as ‘‘A trans- 
port mi'racle.” We have been in- 
clined to attribute this achievement 
solely to our Navy and our shipping, 
but /'the British controller speaks in 
hi^ praise of the ihare the Ameri- 
can railroads had in the work. He 
says: 

“If the American railroads bad not 
been operated with success the whole 
transport movement might have 
failed, because it was essential to 
quick transportation that the troops 
should be ready lor the ships." 

Director General McAdoo seems 
Justified in bis statement that while 
the development of the policy of the 
Railroa dAdministration requires time, 
progress has been made toward the 
goal. 

K. OF C. BUILDING 

The War Activities Ckimmlttee ofi 
the Knights of Columbus baa author- 1 
ized the construction of a recreation 
building at Camp Hingham, and work 
is already under way. 

The building will be 30x100 feet, 
located near the parade ground and 
headquarters, and will be completely 
equipped for service to the boys, 
having piano, grafanola, athletic 
material, etc. 

Kennedy & Peterson, who have 
built all of the large buildings at 
the camp, are the contractors. 

The committee appointed by the 
national officers to supervise the 
building and install the equipment 
consists of Rev. Andrew J. White, 
Daniel A. Shea, Thomas J. Kelly and 
John F. Fallon, representing Uie 
South Shore councils.

being from Hingham. This council is 
the largest on the South Shore.

The J 
work has ueeii passed around, so ' 
one does noi aei it very olteu; and j 
it has involvea itself into a perfect i 
system, so tnai oiie is on a slated j 
schedule. h'or live, days wo have \ 
regular runs, each day a different ' 
place, about the cantonment, the \ 
sixth day oft. Aside from the regular \ 
runs, two crews are picked each day ' 
as emergency crews. Thus our crew j 
gets two days out of six, who arc j 
on alert for all rush calls for 12 j 
hours, from 6 A. M. to 6 P. M. Then ■ 
with two nigliis of the week from 6 ; 
P. M. to 6 A. M., We may lay down, ! 
but of course dressed. 

We can make better lime on calls ; 
than your Quincy Fire Ueparlment, 
and we have tho Police Ambulance 
“beat all holler.” For instance from . 
Quincy to Atlantic (about three miles) | 
we could easily (afteir a telephone ! 
call) make the round trip in seven 
or eight minutes. 

Of course tlie roads are many times 
better than when we first came here. 
The dust covered prairie and very 
rocky roadn have given way to 
paved concrete and smooth roads in 
many cases. But there are still 
enough poor roads to give one a 
chance to know and feel how the 
top of the car (roof) feels. Or, if 
riding within the body, to make your 
back tender. Just as it somebody bad 
rapped you continuously for a few 
hours in the middle of it. However 
everything goeo merrttv along. 

Later, had interesting experience 
one night, having a night teat of six 
cars. Driving at night, with no bead- 
lights, through dark, woods. About 
all yon can do at times, is to shut 
vour eyes and Just let her go. By 
keeping close to the car ahead, the 
"'ir*" o^ the engine gives you your 
location when almost impossible to 
see It. Our cars came tbrowh O. K. 
One of the other company bad a little 
collision and damaged headlights. 
Another nearly climbed a tree. You 
see we are getting all kinds of ex- 
nerience. better fitting us for any 
Over Seas' duty. | 

Nine months today, can you be- 
lieve it? Can hardly realize I have 
been in camp that long. And no 
visible signs of moving. The bunch 
is naturally a little restless, and 
want to get started. When we en- 
listed in June, 1917, we were told it 
would only be a few months In < 
camp and then “Over.” But we are 
here still. 

Raw in the paper that Bishop Law- 
rence Of Massachusetts was to speak 
in Tacoma on Sunday, so I rather 
wanted to hear him. He gave an 
interesting patriotic sketch, and the 
usual Episcopal service. Exchanged 
a tew words with him at the close of 
the service.
